‘A section of Cicero vacant land was sold 
at auction yesterday from the Court- House 
steps. The land is described on the maps as 
section 21, and its 640 acres were knocked 
down for $602,000, or atabout $004 an acre. 
George M. Bogue of Bogue & Hoyt was the 
successful bidder; but be was merely the 
representative of the real purchaser. The 
sale was of Anterest to all dealers in real es- 
tate. but its real significance is of a character 

that renders unimportant its bearing upon 
real-estate values. 

Mr. Bogue’s purchase was made on behalf 
of the Grant Locomotive Works of Paterson, 
N. J. a concern that turns out from 200 to 
300 locomotives a year and employes 1,500 
men, and it means that this large manu- 
facturing plant is to be moved to Chicago so 
soon as the necessary buildings can be 
erected. One year from today the Grant 
‘Locomotive Works cf New Jersey will be 
“the Grant Locomotive Works of Lihnois, aad 
Sec. 21, Cicero, will be the locus of its 
operations. Mr. Bogue handed yesterday to 
Auctioneer George Bass u certified check for 
$120,400, and the remaining $451,600 will be 
paid so soon as a satisfactory title to the 
property hus been delivered. Then work 
upon the new buildings of the company will 
immediately begin. 

The Grant Locomotive Works ure owned 
by R. Suydam Grant, the well-known New 
York banker of the firmof R. S. Grant & 
Co., and were established by his father at 
Paterson, N. J., about forty-five years ago.

The Chicago 
subscriptions were not made a condition of 
the removal of the plant to this city, but Mr. 
Grant, whose business will keep him in New 
York, thought it wise to admit Chicago men 
into the company in order to secure for ita 
local backing and protection. 

CHICAGO FACILITIES UNEQUALED. 
Mr. Grant decided many months ago upon 
u change of location. The business had out- 
grown the resources of Paterson, and its fur- 
ther enlargement there seemed impractica- 
bie if not impossible. In Chicago Mr. Grant 
saw advantages the equal of which no other 

eity possessed. There were no locomotive 
works west of Pittsburg, yet their largest 

‘customers were west of the Alleghanies, and 
a single glance at a railroad map 
of the country left no doubt what 
city was the most accessible mar- 
‘get for all railway supplies. Not only 
is Chicago the city into which all railroads 
lead, but it is also the city where the mate- 
rials out of which locomotives are built can 
be got to the best advantage. These consid- 
erations made Mr. Grant prompt in his decis- 
ion to move the works to this city. The 
same step would bring him nearer to his mar- 
ket and nearer to the sources of his raw 
materials. 

Accordingly last June Col. W. T. Block 
was commissioned to visit this city and 
quietly look ovor the field in search of an

WHAT E. T. JEFFERY SAYS. 


The Rallroad Man Gives Further Particu 
lars About the Plans. 

It was reported that E. T. Jeffery was to be 
Superintendent of the Grant Locomotive 
Works when constructed. When seen at his 
house last evening Mr. Jeffery denied that 
there was any such thing in contemplation. 
I have not been offered the position, have 
not accepted it, and do pot know if I could 
at present.” He went on to explain about 
the enterprise. 

“Mr. R. S. Grant has for some time been 
thinking of moving the works from Paterson, 
N. J., where they have been located for the 
last thirty-five years, to Chicago. In

“Well, gentlemen, if I can’t satisfy you, 
how much will you give for the whole sec- 
tion?” asked the auctioneer, after striving 
in vain to dispose of quarter sections. 

“Five hundred and ninety thousand dol- 
lars,“ replied R. W. Hyman; 8600. 000,“ said 
George M. Bogue; * 3601. 000, added G. W. 
Smith: 38602, 000, chimed in Mr. Bogue. 
Then silence remained, and no one offered to 
raise Mr. Bogue’s bid. 

„Have you a certifled check?’ asked Mr. 
Bass. Mr. Bogue said that he had not, but 
could get one quickly. It was figured out 
that the 20 per cent of the bid woula be 8120. 
400. Mr. Bogue dispatched a messenger for 
the check. He returned in a short time with 
the necessary check, and as the bid had not 
been raised the whole section was knocked 
down to Mr. Bogue for $602,000. Mr. Green 
said that the sum was $12,000 over and above 
his claim. The price is about $910 an acre, 
and the average real estate man will admit 
that it is a low one. 

EMPLOYES CAN BUY THE LAND. 

There appears to be no question that Chi- 
cago wins a large and prosperous industry, in 
which every citizen will take pride. Accord- 
ing to the testimony of his Western coad- 
jutors, Mr. Grant is a business-man with 
whom association is pleasant and honorable. 
He is a director in the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal company, and has large interests in 
many other prominent enterprises. It 18 
claimed that the buildings of the company 
will not be a blot upon the scenery of Sec. 
21. Gen. James H. Wilson of New 
York, who is interested in the business 
and is now in Chicago, says that 
the buildings will be fine specimens of man- 
ufacturing architecture. “The company,“ 
said the General yesterday. does not pur- 
pose creating a manufacturing town like 
Pullman. 
have bought land farther from the city so as 
to be independent of it. But, on the con- 
trary, it comes to Chicago to be a part of 
Chicago. Its land purchase will probably be 
a source of profit, but that was not the motive 
of its purchase. The company wishes to 
have its employés find building sites for their 
new homes at reasonable prices and for that 
reason bought this large tract. We can aow 
furnish our employés with homes cheaply 
and still have several hundred acres left to 
sell in the retail market for whatever it is 
worth. The employés are skilled mechanics 
who earn good wages. A community of 
which they are the backbone will be an ex- 
cellent one. By Jan. 1, 1891, che works will be 
ready to turn out as many locomotives as the 
market calls for. A locomotive costs from 
$8,000 to $12,000, and it is expected that the 
works here will turn out at least 250 a year. 
The site of the works will comprise about 
sixty acres, and it will have independentcon- 
nection with the Belt line. These are the first 
locomotive works to be established west of 
Pittsburg, and Chicago was chosen simply 
because it was the best city in every respect 
for the purpose. There never was any ques- 
tion about that. This is the central market, 
and here the bast materials for manufacture 
are handiest.”’ 

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE ENTERPRISE. 

Tue establishment of these important 
works in Cicero, just outside the city limits, 
has a material significance to the owners of 
neighboring real estate, but this is lost sight 
of in its deeper significance which affects the 
interests of every laboring man aud every 
citizen of Chicago. It marks an epoch in the 
history of Chicago as a manufacturing cen- 
ter. Oneof the largest industrial plants of 
the East is torn up by the 
roots and carried bodily a thou- 
sand miles to a fresh soil and 4a 
new market. It is an expensive process. It 
will require an outlay of $1,000,000 to make 
the change.. The inference is plain. The 
plant is worth $1,000,000 more in Illinois than 
it is in New Jersey. This is not the first in- 
dustrial concern to move westward, but it is 
the largest that has yet decided upon the 
change, and its acuon warrants the confi- 
dent expectation that other large 
Eastern manufacturers will follow 
suit.

for any kind of an enterprise, while 
the present works are cramped for room and 
are somewhat inconvenientiy located for 
railroad facilities. Chicago, on the other 
hand, is the greatest railroad center in the 
world, and there is every imaginable con ven- 
ience for reaching the railroads as well as 
getting the material, which can be made 
right here. In the second place there are no 
locomotive works west of Pittsburg or Dun- 
kirk, so the field out here must be a remarka- 
ble one for such an enterprise considering 
the amount of railroad construction and the 
extent of the railroads now in operation in 
the West.

The buildings will all be on the best 
and latest plans. The capacity of the works 
will be 250 locomotives a year. We shall em- 
ploy 1,200 to 1,500 men and attract a popula- 
tion to Sec. 21 of 5,000 to 10,000 people, be- 
sides other industries. 

“We shall organize two companies, each 
with not less than $800,000 nor more than 
$1,000,000 capital stock, making a total 
capital of $1,600,000 to $2,000,000. One 
will be the Grant Locomotive Works, 
which will have to be incorporated anew un- 
der the laws of the State of Illinois. The 
other will be a land company. We have 
bought 651 acres, paying in the neighborhood 
of $700,000 for it. The present plan is not 
to build up a town like Pullman. We shall 
not build houses, but sell the land to such of 
our employés or others as want to build 
homes near the works, retaining the control 
of the grounds. 

„Our works will be convenient to the Belt 
Line, the Wisconsin Central, Northern Pa- 
cific, and the Burlington. 

“Did Chicago merchants offer to bear part 
of the expense of the transfer!“ 

„No, sir, there was nothing of the kind. 
Of course the Chicago merchants will get 
the benefit of this increase of population and 
industries, but we have not asked or accepted 
any assistance. In fact there will be no 
transfer. The buildings and machinery here 
will be allnew. Weshall not bring the ma- 
chinery from Paterson, N, J.”

TRIAL BYNEWSPAPER 


Interesting Topie Discussed at the 
Press Club Dinner. 


JURY AND THE PUBLIC PRESS. 


Justice Frequently Buried Deep in the 
Mire by the Law. 


| VIEWS OF A VETERAN REPORTER. 


Lawyers Striving to Win Cases When They 
Know They Are Wrong. 


DAILY NEWSPAPERS A CHECK ON CRIME.

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“The Jury and the Press; or, Trial by 
Newspaper“ was the topié discussed at the 
Press Club last evening.. About fifty mem- 
bers of the club sat down at the tables in the 
elub dining-room at 5 o’clock, and after din- 
ner adjourned to the parlors, where Mr. John 
Ritchie was introduced. 

Mr. Ritchie, who is a veteran newspaper 
reporter, presented the subject in his charac- 
teristic way. He said: 

Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen: I suppose the 
first point to be settled in this matter is the char- 
acter of the material with whieh we are to deal, 
and this brings us up to the question, What is a 
jury? The ordinary petit jury is a body of twelve 
men with authority delegated to them by the 
people to act for the community in certain mat- 
ters which the people are too busy to attend to 
in person. In an actual trial, Under the statutes 
of Illinois and other States, the jury are the 
judges of both the law and the facts. That is a 
comprehensive statement, and it looks to me a 
trifle thin. It is said thatevery one knows the 
law. Thatisnot even a le fiction—it is a 
bald-pated falsehood. The magufacturer of that 
proposition would have been Ruch nearer the 
truth had he said, Man has a gense of justice in 
various degrees of impurity.” 

Justice, or fair dealing between man and man, 
is the foundation of law; but, @nfortunately for 
the original article, the top-héivy superstruct- 
ure has done its best to crus. me foundation 

earth, and is in- 
sisting that it shall be conside the foundation 
itself. Idonot mean to say that the law is in- 
variably the instrument of injustice; I simply 
méan that lawyers are apt to become so en- 
amored of the beautiful structure they have 
raised as to lose sight of the fact that it is only 
the means toan end, and not the end itself. 

Nobody knows the law. If you do not believe 
that, hire a lawyer to bore in and fish out some 
of it for your inspection, and then see how quick 
some other lawyer with a longer gimlet will 
knock him out coli. Even among the law 
sharps on the Supreme bench the ignorance of 
law is astonishing to the lay hn. In nearly 
every case of importance there is a dissenting 
opinion; and I have heard good lawyers say that 
in some cases the minority report was the better 
of the two. : 

JURY MAT#RIAL CLASSIFIED, 


This is the thing of which the jurors are con 
stituted the judges. And who are these jurors? 


I have seen thousands of them, and, while I may 


be wrong in my estimate, it seems to me that in 
this county at least they may be classified in the 
order of their merit as level-heads, partisans, 
mutton-heads, bigots, smart-alecks, interest<d 
parties, pseudo-omniscients, salesmen for Mar- 
shall Field & Co., and — fools, Of course, I say 
nothing of the “fixed” juror, because counsel, 


judge, and newspaper might fiddle away at him 
until sheol wore an overcoat of. ocrystice ice 


and it woulan’t change his ¥ „Tus level- 
heads average about two or three to the dozen. 
From the standpoint of an dtsinterested specta- 
tor itis a treat to be in the same room with 
them as they unerringly follow the route of a 
crime or the thread of an ordinary transaction, 
avoiding the pit-falls and shun-pikes that are 
invitingly opened before them by skillful law- 
yers, and at last arriving at a judgment and 
sticking to it. 

Although it has been said that the verdict of a 
petit jury is the only thing the Almighty cannot 
foretell, juries frequently return verdicts em- 
bodying substantialj ustice. It is a fact, though, 
that a jury will sometimes come in with a verdict 
which would make a beautiful auburn wig turn 
green in a single night. Thereis but little hope 
of intelligent judgment from any of the types I 
have named except the level-head and the par- 
tisan. Of the latter there are a few whose par- 
tisanship makes them so fearful of themselves 
that they are led to give the other side the ben- 
efits of all doubts. But, aias! there are not 
many of them in existence. I regret to announce 
that I am, perhaps, the only one of that kind in 
the city. 

“TRIAL BY NEWSPAPER.” 

Before I pass to the newspaper end of the con- 
troversy I would like to say a word about what 
are called “punishments.” When, in these mod- 
ern days, we hang a man by the neck until he 
gurgles out into the other world, or deprive a per- 
son of his liberty on account of any crime, we are 
not acting under the old doctrine ot An eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth! —we are simply 
informing the prospective wrongdoer that, hav- 
ing submitted to various infringements of our 
own liberty to the end that we may be protected 
while going about our legitimate occupations, if 
he continues to monkey with crime we will make 
a serious example of him as a warning to still 
other criminais. There is no revenge in it. Itis 
a cool business proposition, which he will accept 
or reject, as he pleases. Outon the frontier we 
do not try him at all. 

Here in the enlightened part of the country 
we give him all the advantages of astute or 
tricky counsel, an opportunity to “‘ fix”’ the jury, 
and a hope of ultimate escape through the min- 
istration of emotional idiots, who will not see 
that in signing pardon petitions they are not so 
much helping the convict as releasing a razor- 
sharp weapon to be turned against that society 
of which they are a part. Itis also asad and 
significant outgrowth of the law-abiding system 
that when a distinguished lawyer has succeeded, 
by his eloquence or other means, in having a 
self-confessed murderer acquitted, all the other 
counsel within reach congratulate the victorious 
practitioner upon his success in turning a red- 
handed Cain loose on the community. The ad- 
vocate doesn’t want justice; he only wants to 
clear his client. 

It may be true in the abstract that the profes- 
sional gentleman is to be commended for his 
ability, but the citizen has a deeper interest in 
the practical outcome of the system than in the 
success of an individual. The newspaper, as I 
understand it—and I will take any one of our 
metropolitan sheets as a type—is a daily history 
of the world, with comments on the events which 
make up that history. I need not speak of the 
enterprise of the press in its peculiar field, for it 
not only gets on the inside of nearly everything 
going but its versatile agents once in a while get 
in on their cheek and come out by the ear. The 
press makes many unavoidable mistakes in both 
its historical and editorial capacities, and in some 
cases particular papers may be used as organs 
of corrupt persons or comoinations; but, gen- 
erally speaking, the editor-in-chief, however dia- 
bolical he may be as an individual, has a weather 
eye open to the fact that the public who support 
him have not yet become sufficiently decadent to 
wish for the ultimate triumph of wrong. So his 
paper is almost always found on the side of mor- 
alitv and justice—politics excepted. 

This question of newspaper trials lies close to 
some of the fundamental principles of American 
citizenship. It goes deeper than that, for it has 
to do with that unlocated essence which makes 
man the conditionai arbiter of the destiny of the 
earth. Lord of all else, can man in his 
collective capacity govern himself as an indi- 
vidual? And just in this direction of govern- 
ing himseif comes in the newspaper as the great 
popular educator, with a branch school in every 
home in the enlightened world. The verdict of 
twelve men fh a jury-box is a remarkable prod- 
uct of civilization, but the just verdict of a 
great people is a terrific entity Which laughs at 
imbecile statutes, and with @ master hand tears 
the mask from hypocrisy and wrong. It is 
with this great popular verdict that the newspa- 
per has directly to do. The Supreme Court of 
the United States—our pinnacle of legal au- 
thority—said in effect that siavery should con- 
tinue; buta great people, educated by an un- 
shackled press, found a contrary verdict, and 
backing their verdict by a million bayonets 


swept that relic of barbarism from American 


soll, There was a triumphof justice in direct 
violation of a Supreme Court decision. 
_ VALUE OF A FREE PRESS. 

To a larger degree than books and preachers 
the newspapers are the speaking tongue of the 
genius of modern civilization. They are the con- 
densed voice of this great world of ours which is 
striving upward toward the light. Iam so far 
optimistic that I believe the greater half of hu- 
manity have » genuine desire to rise, and I be- 
lieve they find in the newspaper their best friend. 
Is this statement true? Find me a population 
weighted down by a despot—whether it be mon- 
archy, volarchy, or even anarchy—and I will 
show you there @ press shackled by edicts, 
muzzied by censors, and strangled at once 
wen it departs from the creed established by 
the autocrat. The preacher. is a theoretical 
gentleman, and, apart from his dogmas and in- 
finitesimal subdivisions of doctrine, he has but 
little time to feel the pulse of the active world 
about him. Your professional. salvationist 
travels within the limits of an extremely 
circumscribed horizon so far as world matters 
are concerned beyond his salary and the woes of 
his Own Congregation, and he is not qualified to 
speak knowingly, as the newspapers are, which 
shake hands with all the affairs of earth. Do 
not understand me as decrying the office of the 
clergyman, for, while I may be a too toughened 
and charred burl of iniquity myself, the sound of 
the calling church bell, with its associations and 
3228 is to me one of the sweetest sounds 
of life. 

Books usually come to us long after the events 
with which they deal, but the newspaper comes 
fresh and palpitating with the event itself. The 
revort of the 2a. m. murder is brought to the 
reader at dawn; and I have sometimes thought, 
as I have stood by a press and watched 
the birth of a paper with its record of 
crime that the limp clamminess of the new-born 
sheet might be due to the cooling blood of 
the victim. The newspaper is the accredited 
historian of the world, and no sane man will deny 
that its exposures of wrongdoing have materally 
aided the State in its endeavor to lessen the out- 
putofcrime. I believe that with all the aids to 
diabolism furnished by the agile modern mind, 
if it were not for the light let in by the press 
there would be a jubilee of crime that would 
make the old Sodomites get right up out of their 
briny beds and adopt resolutions of regret at 
their inability to be present. This good work 
done by the press is entirely independent of the 
inestimable service rendered in the direction of 
education in morality—an education which does 
far more than any statute in fitting the citizen 
for his duty in the jury box. 


EFFECTS ON A JURY. 

Now aword as to the immediate effects of 
newspaper trials on the verdict of the twelve. It 
is true, I think, that a great deal of injustice is 
done by editorial arguments for or aguinst par- 
ties in court. While the editorial is usually in 
the interest of square dealing, the mistake is 
sometimes made of hitting the wrong fellow. 
Circumstances may point, apparently beyond a 
possibility of contradiction, at a man who is en- 
tirely witLout knowledge of the wrong that has 
been done. In such a case it is piling wrong 
upon wrong to blast him in the columns ofa 
newspaper, and it tells aguinst the press itself 
by weakening editorial statements founded on 
absolute truth. The greatest injury, however, 
is done by the reporter. I feel a little more 
freedom in dealing with him because I train in 
that class myself, andI am willing to take my 
own medicine. The reporter is supposed to deal 
exclusively with facts, but we all know how easy 
it is to transmute facts into the most virulent 
editorials. The reporter's impressions are 
founded on an instantaneous view, so to speak, 
and if he comes to any conclusion—as he invari- 
ably d0es—he is just about as likely as not to 
raise the hair of some guileless citizen. It is not 
necessary at ali that the reportorial deductions 
shall be labeled “ deductions” and sent on their 
travels, You simply buila up an atmosphere 
and inject what you know of the facts, and the 
job is done. I do not want to foster such a thing, 
but any réporter who wishes to do fine writing 
may study with profit Poe’s House of Usher” 
on the sinister side, and “The Cricket on the 
Hearth”’ in the opposing direction. 

The subject of tonight's discussion is so large 


that I find myself utterly unable to cover it. So 


many points suggest themselves that u would 
take our whole time to barely mention them; 
and I am painfully conscious that I have practi- 
cally chopped off one of the main features, which 
was the effect of newspaper trials on the minds 
of the citizens who do duty in the jury box. The 
press May be run as a money-making machine, 
but, like the pulpit and the law, it bas a mission 
far higher than the cash which is realized from 
it. Crime is only one of a thousand things with 
which it deals, and I think the captious stickier 
for the doctrine of constructive contempt will 
find himself almost alone in claiming that crime 
or anything else in the world's history shall be 
sacred and free from newspaper comment until 
the hearing in court. A system of silence 
would shut up every newspaper in the world: 
and I am reliably informed that most of them 
seem to be publishing the news and delivering 
opinions on it at the same old stand. A better 
course than objecting would be to let the press 
move along, educating possible jurors to render 
honest, intelligent verdicts, with the newspaper 
not in opposition to the law but assisting it to 
find justice. ‘

That she could survive for a day 
seems little less than a miracle, yet the doc- 
tor and the grief-stricken mother begin to 
think that she may possibly recover. She 
rétains her senses, and if clear grit can 
make good her chanoes she will survive the 
terrible accident.

tims are on the road to recovery.

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INFLUENZA AT THE PALMER HOUSE. 


Clerks and Guests Afflicted with the 
“ Sneezes”’—Dr. Horsey’s Opinion. 

An epidemic of influenza prevails at the 
Palmer House. All the clerks of the house 
have had atouchof tne disease, and several 
of the guests have also been troubled with it. 
The fact that a couple of traveling men 
brought the thing along with them from New 
York, ana the story afloat in Gotham that 
there were numerous cases there of wwe gen- 
uine Russian influenza, led several of the 
afflicted hereto think that it was a dose of 
the foreign article with which they were suf- 
fering. Such, however, the doctors declare, 
is not the case, and they further announce 
that it is doubtful if there is a single case of 
the Russian disease in the United States. 

F. A. Brobst, a clerk at the Palmer House, 

as perhaps sufferea more from the com- 
plalnt than his associates, though none of 
them have had it in a mild form. Mr. Brobst 
first began to feel ili about a week ago, after 
C. P. Starr, a New York drummer, had made 
his appearance. The commercial man had it 
badly—so badly that he took to his bed, and 
has not been out of it much since. Mr. Brobst 
describes the disease as resembling a severe 
touch of malaria. He has shooting pains in 
the top and back of the head, rheumatic 
twinges in his legs and arms, his throat and 
nose are inclined to stop up, making it some- 
what difficult to talk: But the meanest 
feature of the disease is a desire on the part 
of the afflicted person to sneeze incessantly. 
A high fever also prevails, Mr. Brobst’s tem- 
perature at one time being as high as 104. 
He has not, however. been compeiled to take 
to his bea. | 

The other clerks, among them C. C. Hilton, 
John Walsh, George Kedall, and John Hors- 
stead, have all been afflicted, but not so seri- 
ously as Mr. Brobst. They all had similar 
experiences, but are at a loss for a proper 
name for the disease, it being a combination 
ofa hard cold, catarrh, malaria, and intiven- 
za, possessing the main features of all. For 
a want of a better name they call it the 
** sneezes.” 

Dr. Horsey, the house physician, who has 
attended the clerks and the other sufferers 
at the hotel, thinks the weather is responsi- 
ble for the trouble. The disease,“ he says, 
“18 much like the influenza, but it lacks 
so many features of that complaint that I 
hardly like to pronounce it such. This is cer- 
tainly not the Russian influenza, and I have 
my doubts about there being any cases of the 
Russian in New York. Russian influenza is 
much like the ordinary influenza, but it 1s 
more serious, and sometimes—in the cases of 
adults especiai)y—proves fatal. The throat 
of the person afflicted stops up, and this is 
followed by a loss of voice. It is a common 
thing in European countries, particularly 
those bordering on great bodies of water. 
The disease would thrive in Chicago, for the 
surroundings are proper for it, but I do not 
expect to see it here.“ 

Paris, Dec. 21.—President Carnot is suffer- 
ing from an attack of influenza, now prevail- 
ing throughout Europe. Owing to his illness 
and the fact that M. Tirard, the Prime 
Minister, M. de Freycinet, Minister of War, 
M. Spuller, Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
M. Faye, Minister of Agriculture, are suffer- 
ing from the same compiaint, a Cabinet 
council, which was to have been held today, 
was abandoned.

Mrs. Brookie left home Dec. 1 with 
her tittle daughter, it being understood that 
she was going to make a visit to her aunt at 
Winona, Miss., returning with her husband 
when he should go after her during the hol- 
idays. Severaldays passed and the hus- 
band received no letter from her as to her 
safe arrival. He became anxious and wrote 
to her aunt. He received a reply Wednesday

A NEBRASKA BANK CLOSES ITS DOORS

est failure that has ever occurred in the 
blank book and paper trade in this country 
was announced today. The firms of J. . 


Preble & Co., manufacturers of biank books 


and stationery at Nos. 10 and 12 Thomas 
street, and J. D. Sheffield & Son, who con- 
duct the large paper-milis and the Saugerties 


Biank Book company at Saugerties, N. Yow: a 


suspended payment. Their combined liabili- 
ties are $1,500,000. The assets are as yet un- 
known. The Wabash Manufacturing com- 
pany of Chicago will also be ak- 
fected. Besides his regular business, 
Mr. J. . Preble is interested in 
several large manufacturing concerns. 
Whether y will be affected to any dam- 
aging extent by his failure remains to be 
seen. Those who are interested in them 
say that they are in a sound financial condi- 
tion, and will not be at all involved in Mr.

A complete statement will 
be made in a few days. All diffi- 
culties are to be set aside, and no preferences 
are to be made in favor of any of the cred 
itors.

“The Day We Celebrate.“ Mr. 
Davis spoke of the Brooklyn men 
who had reached high points of dis- 
tinction, saying that the Plymouth people 
had watched with interest the brilliant 
careers of Secretary Tracy, Seth Low, and 
last, but not least.

THE AGE OF REVOLUTION, | 

The toast, The Pilgrimsin Holland,” was 
replied to by the Rev. Dr. Behrends, who 
said among other things: Revolution is in 
the air, and Dom Pedro is not the first, nor 
will he be the last of a long and silent train 
of monarchs who will take their places in 
the background. The evolution of history is 
the march of God. Itis not the mission of 
Protestantism to crush Catholicism, nor is it 
that of Catholicism to ontagonize Protestant- 
ism.

Under 
President Arthur’s administration four steel 
ships were authorized. Although not so fast 
as the ships of today yet in structural 
strength and endurance those four vessels 
are equaito any afloat. Among these is the 
Baitimore, which is the fastest and most 

werful vessel of her class in the world.

“Thus far we have confined our most ex- 
tended efforts to build the cruiser.

Benjamin H. Day of New York. 

New York, Dec. 21.—{Special.|—Benjamin 
Henry Day, the founder of the New York 
Sun, died of héart failure at his residence, 
No. 55 East Twenty-fifth street, at 5 o’clock 
this morning. Mr. Day was born at West 
Springfield, Mass., April 11, 1810, and in - his 
boyhood was apprenticed to Samuel Bowles 
of Springtield, where he learned the print- 
er’s trade. In early manhood he came to this 
city and worked as a compositor on many of 
the leading papers of that day. In 1832 he 
founded the Sun, which prospered almost im- 
mediately. One of the first things Mr. Day 
had to contend against was the paper-car- 
riers, who refused to carry his papers. He 
promptly employed a number of boys to sell 
his paper. They were the first newsboys in 
this city. He edited Richard Adams Lark’s 
famous ** Moon Hoax that appeared in we 
Sun and created such a seasation, and in 
1835 sold the paper to Moses . Beach for 
$50, He then founded the vue Sun, 
another newspaper, and the Tatiler, an after- 
noor paper which did not last. He was the 
first publisher to introduce a steam press into 
newspaper work. 

During his long and active career as a pub- 
lisher Mr. Day published a monthly paper 
called Brother Jonathan, and afterward the 
first cheap novels ever published in New 
Vork. Heretired from active work in 1862 
with a fortune and since then bis lived in 
retirement. He leaves a fortune, consisting 
of real estate and securities valued at nearly 
half amiltlion dollars. Surviving him are 
three sons—Henry Vay, a banker at No. 45 
Wall street; Benjamin Day. an artist; and 
Clarence 8. Day, also a banker in Wall 
street.

findom has addressed a letter to Collector 
t Customs Campau at Detroit, in which, 
after reviewing Mr. Campau’s recent letter, 
he says:

After Toledo Beer—Cincinnati Companies 
Secured by Englishmen.

Bigelow and W. D. Guthrie of Boston came 
to Toledo from Chicago today and have been 
negotiating for the sale of Toledo’s five 
breweries to an English syndicate. The par- 
ties were in consultation until a late hour to- 
night, but have arrived at no basis of settle- 
meut. The brewers have named their fig- 
ures and the syndicate representatives are 
holding off on one brewery for which they 
think too much is asked. The sum asked for 
the five is thought to be about $5,000,000.

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THE CORONER’s gURY ROLDS MRS 
MANTWILL AND BRUNO EBERLING, 


Considerable Circumstantial Evidence Elic- 
ited at the Inquest—The frisoners Con- 
tradiet Hach Other, aad Are Further 
Contradtetad by Other Witnesses—The 
Police, However, Have Another Clew 
Which They Are Also Investigating— 
The Evidence. 


Capt. Schuettler thinks he could more 
easily unravel another Cronin case than the 
one he now has on hand—the murder of Max 
Mantwill The Coroner's jury yesterday 
held Urs. Mantwill and her friend, Bruno 
Eberiing, to the grand jury, believing them 
to have “ guilty knowledge of the perpetra- 
tion of the crime.” The inquest furnished 
some circumstantial evidence to support this 
hypothesis, but it is far from satisfactory to 
the police. Asa theory it will be closely fol- 
lowed, but other clews are also being inves- 
tigated. _—s_, 

For a few moments yesterday afternoon it 
was thought that the murderer was in 
custody and the tact was chronicied by the 
evening papers in startling headlines. He 
was a crazy man and his clothes were be- 
smeared with blood. Who but a crazy man 
could have Committed such a ferocious 
murder, stabbing his victim thirty-flve times 
and inflicting thirty-five horrible gaping 
wounds, some of them four inches deep and 
as wide? The crazy man was arrested in the 
Chicago avenue district and sent post-haste 
in a patrol wagon to the Larrabee Street 
Station, where the inquest was in progress. 
Capt. Schusttler took one look at the alleged 
murderer end then thrust him out doors. 
He was simply drunk and his breeches were 
appropriately decorated with red paint. 

There is no lack of theories. The first one 
advauced—which seemed for a time the most 
probable—has been whoily abandoned. This 
was the clothesline thief idea, it being sup- 
posed that Mantwill had caught a man in 
the act of stealing the washing and had 
been killed in the encounter which took 
place. Mrs. Mautwill testified that she had 
requested her husband to bring up their 
washing from the basement, and identified 
piece by piece as their own each article in 
the bundle. Each rment was backed as 
though Mantwill had had the bundle in his 
arms when attacked. 

There is a clew which leads in an entirely 
different direction, and this is the one upon 
which the energies of the police are bent at 
present. Mantwill had been heard to say, it 
is claimed, that a fellow-workman bad been 
thrown into the river and drowned and that 
he would give the murderers up to justice. 
Mantwill had therefore been removed“ to 
prevent the revelation of this crime. Upon 
investigation it has been found by the police 
that Frank Szefka, a fellow-workman of 
Mantwill at the North Chicago Rolling- Mills, 
was drowned in the river Sept. 24. The Cor- 
oner’s inquest heid Sept. 6 and 27 resulted 
in a verdict of adeidental drowning. Mant- 
will had been summoned as a witness, but 
for some reason was not examined. Lieut. 
Smith has obtained the names of all the wit- 
nesses at that inquest and tue inquiry is 
now being pushed in that direction. 

THE INQUEST. 

The Coroner’s jury was impaneled at 11 a. 
m. at Speaber’s undertaking establishment 
on Division street by iy 5 Coroner Sever- 
son. Capt. Schuettler, Lieut. Smith, Coro- 
ner Hertz, and W. J. Bulger, Assistant City 
Prosecutor, took part in the proceedings. A 
great throng gathered in front of the place 
clamoring for aview of the body. Sogreat 
was the crash that the large plate glass win- 
dow was smashed. It was found necessary 
to call a épecial detail of police to keep the 
crowd out. 

Mrs. Mantwill had been brought an hour 
before to lock upon the corpse of her mur- 
dered husband. When her eyes fell upon 
the mangled body she screamed and fied 
from the room. A similar experiment was 
made with Eberling, but he resolutely re- 
fused to look at the corpse, and was much 
more bol and collected than Mrs. Mantwill. 

The jury sdw the body and then viewed 
the premises at No. 10 Pleasant street. They 
theu were taken to the Larrabee Street Sta- 
tion, Where the witnesses were examined. 

Mra. Mantwill was first called. She had 
regained her seif-possession, aud her story 
was given in that dull, mechanical way, ut- 
terly without coloring of gesturé, tone, or 
expréssion which has characterized her be- 
havidr. She said that her husband went into 
the basement about 7 o’clock. She requested 
him to bring up the clean clothes with him. 
She heard no noise except something like 
the howling of a dog te which she attached 
no importance, Fifteen minutes elapsed, and 
thinking ne might have fallen asleepshe took 
alight and went downstairs. She saw his 
feet near tne door and thought he had 
fainted, so she rushed up-stairs and called 
Mr. Robinson, who lives im the house on the 
front of the lot. She remained in Mrs. 
Reobinson’s kitchen while Mr. Robinson 
went down cellar to see what was the matter. 

The cross-questioning was by Mr. Bulger. 
She told of her acquaintance with Eberiing 
and denied that there had been any quarrel 
between Eberling and her husband. Eber- 
ling did not leave the nouse because Man- 
twill ordered him out. She acknowledged 
having visited him five times during the last 
two months at his homeon Washburn ave- 
nue, but one of her children had always been 
with her. He had visited her six 
times during that period. Mantwill 
knew of this interchange of visits and made 
no oljjection. Eberlmg had made her pres- 
euts clothes and other things to the value 
of $6: 

“Suppose Eberling himself should come 
here and swear that he had kissed and em- 
braced you, what would you say“ she was 
asked. 

„would say he lied,“ she replied. 

BHBERLING CONTRADICTS HER. 

Hberling was then put on the stand and he 
did say #0. His testimony, as well as that of 
others, contradicted hers at nearly every 
material point. He swore that he lived with 
the Mantwill’s at No. 27:Brown street and 
No. 14 Uhiand street. He moved to Wash- 
burn avenue because they did not have room 
for him at No. 10 Pieasant street, not be- 
cause there had been a quarrel between him 
and Mantwill. Mrs. Mantwill visited him 
there about ten times. She came alone five 
or six times, She staid several hours each 
time. He had visited her at the Pleasant 
street house about ten times. He had 
kissed her often in the presence 
of her husband. Their intimacy went 
no further. He acknowledged having made 
her many presents. He had been in this 
basement once, The night of the murder he 
was at home. He went to the grocery near by 
about 9 o’clock. 

A man says he saw you climb out of the 
basement window that night,’’ said Coroner 
Hertz, as afeeler. Eberling became excited. 

„He is a big liar,” he exclaimed, rising 
from his seat. “You find me dot man. I 
give you $10. I have him arrested right 
away. Lou don’t need ask me no questions. 
I don’t answer you no more, he added, when 
the Coroner attempted to push the point. 

DAMAGING TESTIMONY. 

Eberling’s alibi depended upon the next 
witness, Fred Angenstein, the grocer 
whom he declared he saw about about 9 
o’clock that night. The witness said Kber- 
ling was in tre store either Tuesday or 
Thursday night, he was not sure which, but 
he was certain it was about 7, and not 9, as 


Eberling claimed. 


Robinson, the man whom Mrs. Mantwill 
called to go into the basement, testified that 
the children said papa's snot.” This testi- 
mony was corroborated, and is peculiar from 
the fact that Mrs. Mantwill has ciaimed 
from the first thas she simply thought her 
husband had fainted. 

There is one thing I should like to state,“ 
said Robinson while on the stand. “Sne 
claims she didn’t hear any noise except a 
dog. There was only atnhin board floor be- 
tween her and the basement, and the basement 
door was open. We iive in another house 
100 feet away, yet we heurd the hollering and 
the folks up-stairs heard it, and it must have 
been hulf an hour later when she came to my 
door to tell me of it. When we found he 
was dead, she wouldn’t look at him or allow 
us to bring him in the house. Sue acted 
strangely.“ 

August Jahns, who lives next door, heard 
groans and cries coming from ‘the 
basement. Theu he heard the basement win- 
dow opened and  tootsteps passing 
rapidly through the space between the two 
houses. Mrs. Jahns, his wife, testifiea that 
she heafd a mun’s voice screaming. The 
sound of rapid tootsteps came simultaneously 
with the closing of the window. 

The testimony of Bernard Heinsch, a 
brother-in-law of Eberling, developed unex- 

ected strength for tne prosecution. He had 
lived in the same house with the Mantwiils 
in Dantzic, Germany. Mantwill and nis wife 
had qvarreied there and he had forgiven 
her. Eberling and Mantwill bad hed 
trouble recently. Everling came to him 
two Months ago and wanted to know some 


place where he could move. He said. he had 
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Eberling and Mrs. Mantwill. 
did not like her husband. 
Heinsch that she

She bad often tald Mantwill to go his own 

way and she would go back to — 
Heinstch also testified to the intimacy with 
Eberling. 

After Eberling had given his testimony he 
insisted upon reading it before he would sign 
it. He sat in one corner of the room for over 
two hours pretending to read the Coroner’s 
transcript of his evidence, but meanwhile 
stealthily listening to the testimony. He was 
asked several times if he was through with 
the copy, but he insisted he was not. During 
the damaging testimony of his brother-in- 
law he never once raised his eyes from the 
paper Finally, after ail the evidence was 

n, he handed the paper back and requested 
that his testimony be — He devlared 
he did not say he had once nin the base- 
ment and was thus familiar with the m- 
ises. A controversy followed between him 
and the Deputy Coroner, but Eberling car- 
ried his point and nad chat part of his evi 
dence stricken out, 

WAS THERE AN ACCOMPLICR. 

The evidence of Mrs. Jahn regarding the 
closing of the window and the footsteps 
is considered highly important, It was in 
evidénce that the basement window is always 
left open. That night after the murder the 
police found it closed. This corroborates 
Mrs. Jahn’s statement that she heard it 
closed simultaneously with the noise of re- 
treating footsteps. The person who was 
running away could not have deen closing 
the window at the same time, That the 
murderer had an accomplice is considered 
probabie from this testimony, and Mrs, Jann 
is sure that the second person remained with- 
in the house. 

Offiver Demoling was puton the stand to 
prove—what Mrs. Mantwilldenied in her tes- 
timony—that she said: 

“Don’t bring him in the house, I can’t 
bear to see him.“ 

Little Otto Mantwill, although only 8 years 
old, was put on the stand, but all efforts to 

et him to say anything beyond “I 

on’t know,” were  unavailng. The 
police say that Otto told them Eberling gave 
him money to buy candy and sent him out of 
the house whenever he was there, and Otto 
showed the police the candy store he went to 
on such occasions, 

The jury brought in the following verdict 
at 7:30 p. m.: 

We, the jury, find that the deceased, Max 
Mantwill, came to his death Dee 19 from ex- 
ternal hemorrhage, caused by several knife 
wounds inflicted by a person or persons to the 
Bra unknown; and we further believé that

nowledge as to the ae of said Lomi- 
cide and recommend that they be committed to 
the County Jail until discharged by due course 
of law, and we also recommend that they be ad- 
mitted to bail : :

Save a dilation of the eye there 
was nothing to show that she felt the least 
congern or interest. Eberiing immediately 
asked Capt. Schuettier what amount of bail 
would be required and appeared w be the 
more affected of the two. 


WILL GIVE CHICAGO THE GO-BY, 


The Milwaukee & St. Paul to Ship All Its 
Eastbound Freight Via Mei. 

Mitwavkeg, Wis., Dec. 21.—[Special.]—An 
important traffic arrangement has been 
made, whereby the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul will cease next week to ship any 
eastbound freight through the City of Chi- 
cago, and will instead make use of the 
Waukegan & Southwestern, the new belt 
Une, which will send all through trale 
around by way of Elgin. Supt. Earling, 
General Freight Agent Hiland, aud several 
other Sc. Paul officials left this morning on 
a tour of a tory to tne aper 
ing of the line. The Waukegan & South- 
western crosses the St. Paul at Rondout, 
and at that point tue through trafiic 
will be diverted. All the necessary 
track connections have been made, 
and the new arrangement will go 
into effect Monday. The object in shipping 
around instead of through Chicago is to avoid 
tne excessively high transfer charges and 
also to avoid the delay that nearly always re- 
sults from the crowded condition of tie Chi- 
cago yards. Ia transferring cars to the 
tracks of an Eastern line two or three com- 
panies sometimes come in for a share of the 
transfer charges, and while the haul from 
Rondout to Elgin will be somewhat longer 
than the one through the city it will result in 
a great saving of money and time. The St. 
Paul road, it is said, owns a major interest in 
the Waukegan & Southwestern. © line is 
now built as far as Elgin, but the intention is 
to make it ultimately a delt line. 


The opinion of Chicago railroad officiais is 
that the above arrangement was not made 
by the Milwaukee & St. Paul to avoid the 
excessively high transfer char at Chicago, 
bor on account of the crowded condition of 
the Cnicago yards. The Milwaukee & St. 
Paul has as good terminal and transfer 1a 
dilities as any of the roads centering in this 
city, and it is denied that the transfer 
charges here are excessive, There is no sav- 
ing of expense or time by the new arraoge- 
ment, and it is believed to have been made 
with a view to benefiting the Elgin, Joliet & 
Northern Belt Line, The latter is owned by 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., and as that firm also 
holds a controlling interest in the Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul it is but natural the latter 
should try to help out Drexel, Morgan & 
Co.’s belt line by directing over it all of its 
east-bound traffic, instead of sending it by 
way of Chicago. Instead of going to the 
Chicago Belt Line, or some road in which 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. have no interest, the 
transfer charges will be * to the same

always extended by a majority to the minority 


iu the House of Representatives in allowing 
the selection of an Assistant Sergeant-at- 
Arms to wait on the minority. Mr. Hill nas 
been in the employ ot the House for a good 
many years, and the Democrats in caucus 
agreed on asking the House to put him on 
the rolls. The resolution passed yester- 
day, and Mr. Carlisle found he had 
made a mistake, as Hill's salary was $500 per 
annum in excess of that paid John Chauncey, 
who was retained as an Assistant Sergeant 
at-Arms during Democratic rule. Mr. Carlisle 
secured a reconsideration of the vote adopt- 
ing his resolution, and, after stating ‘the 
case, left it to the House to decide the proper 
course to be pursued. The Republicans and 
a number of Democrats wanted tb increase 
Chauncey’s salary to $2,000, thus putting him 
on an equality with Ike Hill. Mr. Millis ad- 
vocated the adoption of the resolution, and it 
was virtually agreed on when Uncle William 
came into action. His old plea for economy 
was made over again, and he warned the 
House against what he termea was appro- 
priating public funas. Mr. Holman was suc- 
cessful in his littie contest, ana managed to 
get Chauncey and Hill on an equality, so far 
as salary is concerned, at: the rate of $1,500 
per annum. Both Hill and Chauncey are 
great favorites here, and Col. Ike has a 
wicked tongue, which he uses to great ad- 
vantage. 


Mr. Morgan offefed a resolution calling on 
the President of the United States for copies 
of all correspondence between the United 
States and Brazil, and of all other papers on 
file in the State Department relating to the 
recent change of the government of Brazil, 
and said that ne desired to submit some re- 
marks. 

Mr. Sherman declined to yield for that pur- 
pose. 

Mr. Morgan—‘“I regard this movement as 
a deliberate attempt to cut us off from any 
consideration of the resolution, and as the 
Senator from Ohio is Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, to which com- 
mittee the motion has been made to refer 1 
I do not think he is justified in this course o 
action.“ 

Mr. Sherman disclaimed the imputation 
and said that if the Brazilian resolution 
could be debated and voted on he had not the 
least objection, but there was no quorum 
present to decide any coutroverted question. 

Mr. Morgan admitted that in the absence of 
& quorum his resolution to recognize the 
Republic of Brazil would necessarily go over 
till after the holidays, but he desired that the 
information called for in the resolution 
which he now offered might be obtained for 
the purpose of informing the country of the 
situation of the Brazilian question in the 
State Department. He wished to submit, in 
connection with it, a statement from Mr. H. 
W. Hilliard of Augusta, Ga. (a former Minis 
ter to Brazil). He also wished to submit 
the speech of Mr. Mendonca of Brazil 
(as reported in the morning papers, 
— response to the toast America All Repub- 

ican. 

Mr. Sherman said that he had no objection 
to the adoption of the resolution just offered 
if it were acted upon without discussion. 
Mr. Morgan persisted no further, but fur- 
nished to the official reporters copies of the 
papers containing Mr. Hilliard’s statement 
and Mr. Mendonca’s speech, ana then his 
resolution calling for the correspondeace 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Spooner offered a substitute for Mr. 
Morgan’s resolution as to the recognition of 
the Brazilian Republic to be referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Kelations. It declares 
that the action of tae President in accord- 
ing diplomatic recognition to the present 
provisional government of Brazil and in in- 
structing the United States Ministers to ex- 
tend, on the part of this Government, a 
cordial and formal recognition to the new 
Republic, as soon as a majority ofgthe people 
of Brazil should signify their assent to its 
establishment and maintenance, merited and 
received the unqualified approbation of Con- 
gress. 

After an executive session the Senate ad- 
journed until Jan. 6. 


The House today defeated a proposition to 
give to such of its employés as have been or 
may be discharged on account of the change 
in administrauon of affairs one month’s 
salary. This rule has been followed time out 
of mind, and would have gotten through 
today but for the determined fight made by 
Col. Oates of Alabama, who suggested that 
Silcott, the defaulter, would be entitled to re- 
ceive the benefit of it. He was opposed to 
this method of legisianon. If the House em- 
ployés did not receive as large a salary as 
they should let members have the mannood 
to amend the law and give them sufficient 
pay and abandon this position of coming in 
at the back door. The amount carried 
by the resolution was about $70,000, 
and yet members had not the cour- 
age to vote themselves a like amount 
to pay their salaries, which had been stolen. 
Mr. Boothman, who offered the resolution, 
contended that the appropriation should be 
made in a a by of justice and equity to the 
men who had come to Washington at the 
opening of Congress and were discharged 
without having any money to return home, 
So far as Silcott was concerned he would 
move to exclude him from the beueflts of tne 
resolution. Mr. Buchanan (N. J.) suggested 
that Silcott had money enough to get home. 

The House by a decisive vote refused to 
order the indorsement of the resolution, and 
it was shelved, to the great discomfort of a 
score of ex-employés who were awaiting its 
adoption. 


On motion of Mr. Hale the Senate bill to 
amend the Census act by making the maxi- 
mum pay of supervisors $1,000 instead of $500 
was taken up, and a letter from Mr. Porter, 
the Suverintendent, was read to show the 
inadequacy of the compensation now pro- 


vided. 

Mr. Hale made a further explanation of 
the bili in the course of which he promised 
that the eleventh census would not de 
allowed to drag along as the tenth census 
had done. 

Mr. Ingalls remarked that the country 
would like to hear from the Chairman of the 
Census Committee if the next census was 
not to be a repetition of the last. The tenth 
census had been provided for in 1880, and 
now at the close of 1889 all the volumes of 
that census were not published. He did not 
recollect the entire number of tomes that 
had been precipitated on the country in an 
avalanche of misinformation. The tenth 
census had been nvtoriously inaccurate. It 
was not reliable. It was cumbered with an 
enormous mass of matter that never should 
have been inciuded. 

After a protracted discussion, participated 
in by Senators Dawes, Reagan, Teller, Gor- 
man, Dolph, Stewart, Blair, Paddock, and 
Wilson of lowa, the bill went over without 
action, Mr. Hale giving notice that he would

According to Lieut. Crozier, who has just 
returned to Washington after eight months’ 
absence abroad, the new smokeless powder 
so much talked about now 1s still an un- 
certain quantity. Lieut. Crozier was sent 
across the water to study especially the sub- 
ject of carriages for heavy guns, but he also 
looked into other ordnance matters, smoke- 
less powder coming in for a good share of 
attention. He brings the first entirely 
authentic information as to the results of 
the experiments by those countries which 
have adopted smokeiess powder. France, 
Germany, and Switzerland are the only 
three countries that have thus far issued the 
new powder for general use. The brand 
adopted by the former has given the best re. 
suits, but is still lacking in several essential 
qualities. This is the second brand adopted 
by the French within six months, and the 
game may be said of the German army, thus 
showing that the new discovery is still in an 
experimental! stage. Switzerland is the only 
country that has adopted and adhered toa 
detinite standard of smokeless powder for 
any length of ume.

The Mystery of a Suicide Revealed. 

It is just four years ago that the famous Aus- 
tralian poet and novelist, Alfred Meissner, whose 
great epic poem. Ziska,” is popular throughout 
the German-speaking world, committed suicide 
under circumstances which at the time were 
shrouded in mystery. He was then at the height 
of his fame and glory, and it Was difficult to im- 
agine what possible cause he could have had for 
taking his life. The mystery has just been re- 
vealed in a way which bas plunged the literary 
World here into a state of great excitement, An 
edition of his collected works was brought out 
* u firm of publishers about six weeks ago. 

ithin ten days after its appearance another 
and comparatively unknown Bohemian author, 
named Francis Hedrich, who had been living 
in London for some time past, published a pam- 
phiet in which he claims authorship of nearly 
all Meissner’s most famous works. He declares 
that for thirty years Meissner gave his name to 
his (Hedrich’s) works, poeketing the money the 
realized and awarding him merely a trifle. He 
rich publishes fac-similes of original letters from 
Meissner in confirmation of his statements, and 
estimates his pecuniary loss at over 100,000 florins. 
The pamphlet, which was recopied almost in ex- 
tenso by all the 331 of Germany 
and quoted by most of daily papers. created 
an immense sensation, and the brother-in-law of 
the dead author and poet was called upon for an 
explanation. The latter has just been made 
public, and practically admits the truth of Hed- 
rich’s statements. He confesses that Hedrich 
had been a collaborator on most of Meissuer's 
novels, the collaboratorship havi been ar- 
runged between them. o¢cause Hedrich’s name 
Was scarcely known and uld not have com- 
manded the same price in the book market as 
Meissner's. He also acknowledges that the lat- 
ter had sold to a firm of Leipzic publishers under 
his own name a novel entirely written by Hed- 
rich. His brother-in-law’s suicide be attributes 
to the extortionate demands for money made 
upon the latter by Hedrieh under the threat of 
revealing the part which he had bad im ‘building 
up Meissner's tame.— Vienna Letter. 


Most Remarkable Trials on HRecord. 

The first cases of animal trials of which we 
have any account was when the Bishop of Leon 
issued his injunction against the caterpillars and 
field mice. The mice and worms had been eating 
up the crops, and the county sued them and 
won the suit; henoe the injunction that they 
should stop. In criminal cases tne mode of trial 
was similar to that prevailing today. The ani- 
mal which had committed the crime was arrest- 
ed and put in prison. The prosecuting attor- 
ney heard and committed to writing all the 
testimony in the case, and if the animal was 
convicted of being guilty of some heinous crime 
—say nomieide, for instance—the Judge pro- 
nounced the sentence, which was thatthe animal 
be hung by the neck or legs, according to the 
nature of the animal, until he was dead. 

An examplefof a sentence is found in the A- 
nuaire du Department de }Aisne,’’ which was 
pronounced on a hog June 14, 1494, for devouring 
a child. It concludes thus: We, in de- 
testation and horror of this crime, and in 
order to make an example and satisfy justice, 
have declared, judged, sentenced. prohounced, 
and appointed that the said hog, now detained in 
the abbey as a prisoner, shall, by the execu- 
tioner, be hung and strangied on a gibbet. near 
the gallows which new stands within the juris- 
diction of the monks whose names are appended, 
being near the copyhold of Avin. In witness of 
pe we have sealed this present with our 
seul. 

This remarkable document, now in the museum 
at Paris, is labeled: Sentence on a hog exe- 
cuted by justice in the copyhold of Clarmont- 
Avin, and strangled on a gibbet at the piace last 
above mentioned.” It is sealed with red wax 
and kept under a glass case.—St. Louis Republic. 


An American Triamph in Gun Making, 

It is well known that the manufacture of heavy 
modern ordnance was a lost art in this country 
for a great many years, and that this great in- 
dustry, in which previous to the Rebellion we 
used to excel, has been revived in a small way 
only recently. We have a few steel breech-load- 
ing naval rifle guns of good size afloatand many 
more in process of construction, All that have 
been completed have been pronounced remarka- 
bly successful, and now the same report is made 
of the first heavy breech-loading rifle of exclu- 
sively American material ever built in this 
country for the army. This gun, which was 
tested at Sandy Hook the other day, gave results 
in all points equal and im some superior 
to the best guns of foreign manufacture. 
It excelied iu some respects the famous 
Krupp gun of 84-inch caliber, supposed to be the 
best piece of artillery ever in existence. A range 
of nine miles was attained with a shell of 300 
pounds weight and acharge of 138 pounds of 
powder. The highest initial velocity was 1,957 
feet per second, or 100 feet more than the best 
record of the Krupp projectiles. It is a remark- 
able and gratifying circumstance that the first 
gun of this modern and powerful type ever con- 
structed of American material in this country 
should prove superior to the best products of the 
skill and long experience of Europe, That our 
gunmakers are able on their earliest trial to ex- 
cel the results which are the outcome of many 
years of slow and laborious experiment abroad 
is certainly a notable tribute to the wisdom and 
effectiveness of the policy of protection to Amer- 
ican industry.— Boston Journal.

Robert 
Browning had many traits that attracted friends, 
but perhaps it was Mrs. Browning more than her 
husband who kept so many talented and charm- 
ing people about them. Hawthorne, Hans An- 
dersen, W. Story—all the clever and interest- 
ing people who frequesated or staid at Florence 
were more or less acguainted with the Brown- 
ings. Here their only child was born. He is the

President Da Fonseca Dying. 

A private cable dispatch received here 
from Kio Janeiro states that Marshal Deodo- 
ro da Fonseca, chief of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Brazil, is dying. The question 
as to who will succeed him is engaging seri- 
ous attenwon. It is believed that the change 
in the Ministry which would follow Marshal 
da Fonseca’s death would lead to serious 
complications. ; 

President Deodoro da Fonseca has been 
most of his life a soldier. During the war 
with Paraguay he did excellent service and 
became povular. After the war he organ- 
ized a military club at Rio, and thus attached 
to himself many brother officers. Through 
this club it is claimed that considerable dis- 
content was spread through the army. The 
soldiers clamored for an imerease o ie 
and presented a petition to Dom Pearo. The 
Emperor aod the Chamber of Deputies con- 

idered the matter, Dut nothing came of it. 

The discontent ofgthe soldiers in ‘ 
and the authorities thought it wise to send 
Da Fonseca to a distant province. Their fa- 
vorite’s absence, however, did not lessen the 


. discontent, and in many ways the soldiers 


continued to show their contempt for the 
Minister of War and his colleagues. 

For the last eight years Fonseca has been 
one of the foremost republicans in Brazil. 
Previous to that time he was a Monarchist, 
and the story goes that ne became a repub- 
lican because he did not receive an office to 
which he considered himself entitled.

Serator Martino, Governor 
of Rio Grande de Sul, charged with treason 
as the leader of the movement for the seces- 
sion of that State, is condemned to transport- 
ation. The decree recalls and cancels the 
grant of 5,000,000 milreis to Dom Pedro and 
suspends his allowance in the civil list.

CRUSHED BENEATH A RAILROAD WRECK. 


Three Deaths Will Result from a Collision

HOW ZACH TAYLOR WON AT BUENA VISTA. 


A Statement That He Averted Defeat by 
Bribing santa Anna, His Antagonist. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 21.— [Special.] 
A recent newspaper statement that at the 
battle of Buena Vista Gen. Taylor saved him- 
self from defeat by bribirg Santa Anna, the 
Mexican commander, has brought the fol- 
lowing letter from James Rabb, a Vincennes 
banker: | 

President Polk gave Gen. Taylor $4,000,- 
000 of secret money and told him if he 
should getin a tight place with Santa Anna 
to buy him off.

The Chicago, the Boston, and the Atianta 
Make Port Safely, the Yorktown Being 
Still Out—Frenchmen Still Criticising 
Stanley—Mrs. Potter Preparing to As- 
tonish the Australiaas—How Maj. Bar- 
teNot Came to Hig Death—Personal and 
Dramatic Notes from Over the Sea. 


(SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE.} 

Lonpon, Dec. 21.—‘* The pride of America’s 
navy was sighted at 9 o’clock this morning 
off Oratores, says a Lisbon dispatch, but 
the signal station reported only three 
frigates 2 of four. Two hours later 
the Chicago, Carrying the pennant of Ad- 
miral Walker, glided gracefully into the sun- 
lit harbor. Immediately behind came the 
Boston and the Atlanta. e Yorktown was 
not there. Passing the lem the Chicago 
fired a salute of twenty-one guns, which was 
replied to by the Portuguese warship. This 
is the first American squadron visiting the 
Tagus for tive years. Just as the 


Chicago was dropping anchor the starboard 


chain snapped and she lost ber 
big anchor, owing to defective tackle 
and faulty welding. The flagship was per- 
fect, with trim decks white as snow and 
brass fittings as bright as gold. Admiral 
Walker said he had had as good a passage 
as could be expected crossing the Atlantic at 
this time of the year. He had met pretty 
heavy weather, and lost the Yorktown in 
midocean in # gale of blinding hail and mist. 
Being much smaller she probably hove-to, 
The other ships had come on, under easy 
steam, to save coal. The weather experi- 
enced was a thorough test of the seaworthi- 
ness of the vesséls. They showed themselves 
first-class sea ships. Just at this moment 
Capt. James O’Kane arrived from the Boston 
to report. His first words were: Admiral, 
Jam ready to sail away again at a moment’s 
notice. Of our four boilers’ not one leaks. 
We blew out our packing, but it was soon 
remedied.’ Capt. John Howell of the At 
lanta reportea everything allright. Capt. 
Robeson of the Chicago said as far as the 
Chicago went he was perfectly satistied of 
her seaworthiness and speed. All the offi- 
cers and men are in excellent health. The 
Yorktown is expected to arrive in about 
forty-eight hours.“ 
A Quarrel Among the Painters. 

A perfect tempest of discord broke out 
Thursday at the meeting of the Society of 
French artists. It seems that a sub-commit- 
tee, alter doing a great deal of lobbying 
among the most prominent painters and art 
critics, decided to recommend a commission 
of ninety—a supreme court in the artistic 
world—to declare the decisions of the awards 
made by the committee of the exhibition 
simply null and void. The alleged reason for 
this was that an excessive number of decora- 
tions, medals, and honorable mentions had 
been accorded to foreign artists. Honors 
altogether out of proportion to their merits,” 
says the sub-committee, render so many 
foreignérs exempt from jury examination at 
the Paris salon as to be most unfair to French 
artists, who will be necessarily left out in 
the cold.“ It is believed, however, that sour 
grapes has a great deal to do with it, 
and that the real reason is an effort to 
satisfy the discontented painters who did 
not get the decorations and honors 
to which they felt entitled. M. Gervez made 
a speech in which he said: “If M. Bou- 
guereau does not approve of the decisions of 
the jury of which he was a member, and on 
which he satfor a month without making 
any remark or observation, ne had only to 
hand in his resignation, and he has no right 
now to make difficulties and raise protesta- 
tions, Iu spite of the unpatriotic efforts of 
M. Bouguereau tojbelittie and discredit French 
art at the exhibition, the foreign artists have 


returned to their homes feeling impressed, 


with the grand artistic manifestations that 
placed France in the foremost place.“ 

This wus a sharpthrustut Bouguereau, who, 
painters say, expected the commander’s cross 
of the Legion of Honor that was accorded to 
Carolus Duran. Bouguereau made no reply 
whatever to M. Gervez’s speech, and treated 
other remarks in the same way. The out- 
come of it all is that Moissonier, Carolus 
Duran, Walther, Cazen, and Duez Gervez 
have resigned from the committee and de- 
cline to have anything more to do with it,

he Emin Pasha committee have known the 
facts for a long time, both from missionaries 
returned from Africa and from the official 
reports of Jamison and Ward. According to 
reports in official circles, Barteliot's murder 
had nothing to do with the quarrel with 
Tippoo Tib’s nepbew or with any disobedi- 
ence of Stanley’s orders except disobey- 
ing the command to keep his temper 
and not shoot or attack the natives 
without great provocation. It is no 
secret here that Bartellot’s haste in shooting 
natives in the Kossier desert years ago led 
Stanley strenuously to object to Bartellot’s 
accompanying him on the Emin expedition, 
but in virtue of the pressure from high 
quarters Stanley yielded his own better 
judgment and allowed Bartellot to go. All 
Africans dislike to pass a night without in- 
cessantiy beating tomtoms to keep away 
the evil spirits, relaysof men and women 
being kept awake for the purpose. Bartel- 
lot objected to this tomtoming in his camp, 
recause it kept him awake, and ordered it 
stopped. The order was not obeved. One 
night the wakeful Bartellot rose in his wrath 
and struck severely the person he found 
beating a tomtom near his tent. Either 
he failed to see that the tomtom beater was 
a woman, or the fact made no difference to 
him, but it was a woman, and her husband 
was on sentry duty, with loaded arms, near 
by. When Bartellot went back to bed and to 
sleep he went to his long sleep. The husband 
of the woman he had struck murdered him 
in his bed. Maj. Bartellot's father, Sir Wal- 
ter Bartellot, isa high Tory and much re- 
spected. Out of regard to him tne facts have 
been suppressed, but since Stanley has again 
brought the failure of the rear guard into 
public discussion they can hardly be sup- 
pressed much longer. Bartellot was a victim 
to African vengeance, 


Criticising Stanley. 

The French papers still have their little 
fling at Stanley. In conversation with a 
Parisian journalist the French African ex- 
plorer, Burdo, has passed the following se- 
vere judgment upon Stanley and his last 
expedition: Stanley is the man who 
said at Manchester: Our enemy is 
France.’ Stanley is the man who jeered 
at the ragged clothes and naked feet of De 
Brazza. It was Stanley who only the other 
day, on reaching the coast, rejoiced that the 
first white man he met was a German. With 
his blustering obtrusiveness he rescued peo- 
ple who never asked to be rescued. It is un- 
questionably Stanley who has caused the loss 
of the Soudan to civilization. In short, I re- 
gard Stanley as emphatically a dangerous 
man and the enemy of all Frenchmen. Other 
nations have accused France of not posséss- 
ing the genius ot colonization, but what are 
the facts? What flag today floats over the 
most Eastern African possessions? What 
flag in Africais the most respected alike by 
negro and Arab! It is the tricolor, and 
wherever that flag waves—in Algiers, in 
Tunis, in Senegel, in the Eastern Soudan, 
and on the Congo—you will find peace and 
stability, and this while England is strug- 
gina against the Mahdi on the Nile, while

FATAL QUARREL BETWEEN SCHOOLBOYS.

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heara WILLIAMKS THRONE SHAKY 


THE GERMAN EMPEROR AFRAID OF 
THE SPREAD OF REPUBLICANISM. 


He Watches Affairs in Portugal with ® 
Jealous Eye, and Is Ready to Do Any~ 
thing in His Power to Bolster Up the 
Throne of King Carios—If There Is 2 
Republican Uprising in Portugal No 
Throne in Europe, Reasons William, 
Will Be Safe—Potitics in the Empire.

BuRIAx, Dec. 21.—The Emperor has been 
so ill as to be compelled to Keep his bed 
since Thursday morning. He arose for the 
first time to-day and received official reports. 
His malady was a catarrh with fever, and 
provoked a recurrence of the oid trouble 
with his ear. There was also in his throat 
more than the usual trouble experienced in 
such cases. An injudicious note on the 
subject was printed in tho National 
Zeitung. It is intended, of course, to 
reassure the public, . but had an 
entirely contrary effect, and caused almost 
incessact inquiries to be made at the palace. 
The Emperor forbade the publication ol 
bulletins, received in his bedroom the lead- 
ing officials who called, and treated his II- 
ness in ajesting spirit. ‘This trouble origi- 
nated in a cold caught while the Emperor 
watched the effect of a night alarm in the 
garrison at Potsdam, one of his military 
amusements being to test the rapidity with 
which the various regiments can be 
turusd out at unexpected moments. 
But that is not his Majesty's only 
military @musement. At the field maneuvres 
at Hornstedt a regiment of cavairy was sud- 
deniy ordered to advance at full gallop. It 
rode helter-skelter down the badly lighted 
streets of Potsdam. Some of the horses 
were killed and several of the townspeopie 
were ridden down and badly hurt. This 
caused much public irritation and wus one 
of the reasons why there was very little 
sympathy with the Emperor in bis illness 
amoung His people in that part of the empire. 
WILLIAM THINKS HIS THRONE IN DANGER. 

For many days now the attention of the 
Foreign Office bas been centered upon the 
developments in Brazil and the threatened 
contre coup iu Portugal. Long daily dis- 
patches from Lisbon aud Madrid Lave con- 
tirmed the intelligence recently given in this 
letter that Portugal is likely to follow the ex- 
ample set by Brazil. The Government here 
shares the uneasiness felt in every monarchy 
in Europe. If Portugal takes fire the move- 
ment of the Portuguese Republicans will, it 
is believed, be tne signal for a rising in 
Spain, and this will be followed by agitation 
in Italy and by a general upheaval of the so- 
cial forces throughout Europe. 

ENGLAND AND PORTUGAL. 

The militant attitude of the Portuguese 
Government towards England over the Zam- 
besi dispute is recognized here as necessary 
to strengthen the position of the King of 
Portugai at home, where any accidental fail- 
ure of strength at this moment would be 
made much of in the interest of the Radical 
party. Prince Bismarck, according to a re- 
port afloat in ministerial circles, has written 
directly to the Marguis of Salisbury, ex- 
shea t= the hope that nothing will 

done to humiliate the Portuguese 
Ministry in view of the imperial catastrophe 
in Brazil and the position of the monarchy 
in Portugal face to face with similar forces 
to those that cast down Dom Pedro. 

An article in the National Zeitung appealing 
to the forbearance of the English Govera- 
ment says that Serpa Pinto, like other agents 
of Portugal, may go beyond his instructions, 
but a statesman, looking beyond the special 
cate, Will see that other interests than those 
relating to the possession of African 
territory should have immediate consid- 
eration. The youth of the Prince 
who has just ascended the Portuguese throne, 
his reiationship to Queen, Victoria, and the 
conservative tendency of the Marquis of 
Salisbury’s policy should altogether assure 
such a calm adjustment of the dispute as will 
not add to the difficulties in the way of King 
Carlos. 

The Zéitung’s article indicates that Prince 
Bismarck favors the English claims in this 
difference betweer the Powers. The official 
bias is evidently toward England. This is 
due chiefly to the intimate relations of tne 
courts and their general concurrence in for- 
eign policy, but it is also furthered by 
the attempts of the French press to 
foment an irritation in Portugal 
against England. Some German official ex- 
perience with Serpa Pinto goes a certain way 
toward confirming the opinion that the 
Portuguese have made a mistake. Serpa 
Pinto was the officer who, while Portuguese 
Consul at Zanzibar, caused the capture of the 
Sultan's yacht by a Portuguese cruiser. Ger- 
mano intervenuon in that case at first sup- 
ported Pinto, but ended with the 
admission that the Sultan had been 
wronged, aud that tne quarrel 
had originated entirely in the reck- 
less rashness of Serpa Pinto. The justice or 
injustice of Knglana’s demands is regarded 
as of nd importance to the Government here, 
and little interest is felt save in the possi- 
bihty that the dispute, if it is pressed against 
the King, may afford the Republicans in Lis- 
bon a lever with which to overturn the mon- 
archy. In that phase the case causes some 
anxiety, 

GERMANS IN BRAZIL 

The advices received at Hamburg from the 
Province of Rio Grande do Sul, in Brazil, 
are entirely contrary to the opinion that the 
German colonists desire the protection of the 
Fatherlana. They appear to be content to 
await events, and hopeful that a federated 
Republic will increase the general prosper- 
ity. They desire to see fully developed seif- 
government or State sovereignty in 
the Province, and believe that 
a repubiican constitutional conven- 
tion will grant this and will accord 
to them an enlarged control of the provincial 
finances. They count upon the growth in 
the new world of a great German free State. 
The officiai world here is disappointed by: 
this adhesion of the colonists to the Republic. 

THE MINERS’ STRIKE UNSETTLED. 

The miners’ strike still remains unsettled. 
Several pits in the Saar district are working, 
but more are ale. The directors sent out 
placards today proclaiming that all men who 
have not returned to their work by Monday 
will be treated as having rejected the terms 
offered them. Avarchists from Liege, in Bel- 
gium, have been inciting the men to refuse 
the terms. Some arrests of these men have 
been made, but this has failed to overcome 
the agitation. Many police agents from here 
have been sent throvgh ail the districts 
where the trouble is to watch the opera- 
tions of this Anarchist propaganda. Aithouyn 
the strikes are not directly traceable to the 
operations of the Socialists tne Government 
is possessed of information that they are 
fomented through a Socialist commit- 
tee. The recent strike at Lucken- 
waide was directly due to the Berlin 
committee. Agitation thus active will be the 
basis of Prince Bismarck’s argument in his 
forthcoming appeal to the Reichstag to pass 
the Socialist bill entirely as it stands and 
without enfeebdiing qualifications. The Gov- 
ernment expects to make pressure enough 
upon the National Liberals toforce the with- 
drawal of their opposition. There are signs 
in the National Liberal press that that party 
will accept the expulsion clause. The truth is 
that the National Liberals believe they 
have done enough to justify 
selves to their constituents before election 
and they will now yield to the demands of 
the Chancellor. Although the mandate of 
the Reichstag expires Feb. 21 there is some 
doubt about the date of the elections. 

The journais are discussing the constitu- 
tional right of the Government to deiay until 
autump the convening of the new Reichstag. 
The renewal of the agreement or coalition 
program known as the Cartel has not 
prevented some lively disputes between Dep- 
uties of the allied groups. The more liberal 
end of the combination is accused of making 
itself subservient to the royal will and the 
Emperor is imagined as the author of the 
program. 

THE SOCIALIST TRIAL 

The Socialist trial at Elberfeld is likely to 
result in the enforced absence from the elec- 
toral struggle of a number of the most active 
of the Socialist leaders. The public prosecu-

Lonpox, Dec. 21.— The authorized an. 
nouncement which has appeared in the pai 
pers concerning Prince Albert Victor will 
not be misinterpreted by anv one who is fa- 
miliar with the kind of talk whien has been 
afloat for several weeks past. Over and 
over aguin it has been whispered about that 
the Prince would shortly be recalled from In. 
dia under circumstances peculiarly painful 
to himself and his family.. It was impossi- 
ble either to trace these reports to their 
source or to check them. It may, however, 
put some slight restraint upon the gossip 
mongers to be informed in a semi-official 
manner that the arrangements in connection 
with the young Prince’s visit to India win 
not be altered in any way, and that he wij 
return wut the time originally fixed 
and not before. The issue of this notice was 
no doubt the subject of careful considefatiog 
before hand, and it was wise. There arg 
some people who will believe anything, end 
there is never any telling how far siander 
may spread. I have heard, though I hays 
not actually seen the paper, that a New York 
journal recently published an article on cer. 
tain abominable scandals, with the portrait 
of Prince Victor in the midatofit. If thisis 
so no more atrocious or dastardly outrage 
was ever perpetrated by the ess. The 
tone of puolic feeling in 
must have changed 
late years, if this kind of “journal 
ism’’ meets with any encouragement. How 
would the editor of tnat paper like to have 
himseif or his son, supposing that he has 
one, accused of complicity iu the horrible 
scandais in question! He is quite as guiity 
as the young man whom he grossly assaila, 
Surely there ought to be something left in 
our common humanity to restrain a public 
writer from making an attack of this dia- 
bolical description. 

THE PRINCE IN NO WAY IMPLICATED. 

Speaking with some knowledge of the 
charges in question, and of persons whe 
really are compromised by them, I assert 
that there is not and never was the slightest 
excuse for menuonmg the name of nce 
Albert Vietor in association with them. A 
feeliag of delicacy can alone have pre 
vented this statement appearing in a form to 
command universal credence, but now that 
there are libelers who do not hesitate to as. 
sail the young Prince ata safe distance, it is 
a mistake for the English press to maintain 
an absolute silence on the subject. 

It is much te be wished that the editor oe 
proprietor of the New York paper to which J 
refer could be reached by the law which he 
has violated. Meanwh.le, Wherever his ac 
tion is known it is spoken of with 
the utmost detestation. Whatever may be 
the motive which inspires such attacks as 
these they can only have we effect of injur- 
ing the reputation of the press and-streagth- 
ening the attachment which the English peo- 
ple are proud of entertaining for their sov- 
ereigu aud family. 

Does not all this, however, point to the 
justice of the considerations which I urged 
upon you several weeks ago as to the neces 
sity for bringing to justice the persons who 
are the cause of these scandals! While these 
culprits are allowed to siink off into dark- 
ness the innocent have suffered. Every day 
the name of some wellknown wan, 
who is perfectly free fom blame, is 
added to the blacklist which coward- 
ly defamers circulate in private. No 
Body is safe. Of course the person chiefiy 
concerned doesn’t hear of the calumay which 
is set afloat at his expense. He 1s pointed 
atin private asoneof tne Cleveland street 
characters, etc.. and this goes on week after 
week, chiefly because some one in authority 
conceived tne foolish and impracticable idea 
of allowing the whole affalr do die out. 

THE SCANDAL WILL NOT DIE OUT. 

But it ougut to bave been foreseen from 
the first that this was the sort of scandal 
which would not die out, but which would 
rather increase and grow Dy every attempt 
to suppress it. The 22 prudent thing for 
the authorities to have done Was to have let 
the law take its course. It is said in thew 
behalf that they wished to prevent publicity 
in behalf of public morais. Thatno doubt 
was a motive in itself commendable, but the 
authorities should first have thoroughly sat- 
isfied themselves that concealment was feas- 
ible. When they ascertained, as they must 
have done at a very early stage of their in- 
quiries, that the “secret” was known to 
ever so many persons, it was their duty to 
leave the whole matterin the handsjof the 
law officers. 

The consequences of their not dome so 
have been to make bad ten times worse. 
Some suspicion of this seems to have dawned 
upon their minds, for Monday we shall see 
the first stage in the prosecution which they 
bave set on foot. As to the propriety of that 
prosecution or its probable effects of course 
not a word can be said, and it is evident that 
tne authorities desire to apticipate to some 
extent tne storm which seems inevitable as 
soon as Parliament meets. Mr. Labouchére 
fully intends to begin operations against the 
implicated officials by adaressing searching 
questions as to the proceedings which ought 
to have taken piace and did not. Othersw 
no doubt jom in, and it will be quite im - 
ble to silence the questioners, for if any 
such attempt were made they would imme 
diately move an adjournment ofthe House, 
and then a debate would arise and évery- 
thing would come out 

If, then, the Government perceive the das- 
ger and are resolved to meetit haif way, 
some little good may yet be done. To be 
sure, the persons who are the most culpable 
have escared, but there are still some who 
are walking about the streets of London, 
because they feel confident that the whole 
story will never come out, Theyjshould be 
arrested without delay. There must be no 
further attempt to hideanybody. The policy 
of hushing up has only led to nideous attacks 
upon irreproachable persons who are in no 

sition to bring their slanderers to justice,

resentatives of the four special — 99 
of the Government began to put in an appear- 
ance on the ground. These were followed at 
intervals by members of the staff of execution- 
ers With attendants. Shortly afterward two 
large boats belonging to the. War Depart- 
ment, manned by sailors and containing a 
detachment of soldiers under the command of 
a Siamese captain of infantry, arrived with 
the prisoner, The arrival of these boats was 
herulded by the sound of a hand-gong, 
struck significantly at intervals by the per- 
son who held it, precisely as six belts 
are struck on shipboard, as one-two, one- 
two, one-two. This sounding of the gong 
Was continued regularly during the prepara- 
tions for the execution, and was a particu- 
larly solemn feature of the proceedings. Tho 
doomed man was attended by the officer of 
Borispah jail, and secured by means of 
chains, his head, however, being fixed in 
portable stocks about five reet long, borne on 
his shoulders, his hands being put through 
between the long bars forming the stocks, 
and there secured at the wrist by means of 
small wooden stocks. On being helped 
out of the boat the criminal was 
seated on the grass, in full view of all. 
He was a fair specimen of his class, as far as 
strength and power were concerned, and ap- 
parentiy about 30 years of age. Although a 
few partially healed scars were visible on his 
back, from which it may be judged that he 
had undergone corporal punishment to some 
extent, the criminal showed no traces of 
suffering or hardstip, and had certainly been 
fur from starved during his detention in the 
jail. He was stolid and seemingly indifter- 
ent as regurds the preparations going on, 
and, with his future grave in full signt, after 
signifying his desire for food, ate a hearty 
meal of rice, tish, and fruit, which was pro- 
vided him. On one occasion he actually 
laughed. 

Meanwhile the temporary altar was being 
made we repository of the swords of the ex- 
ecutioner’s stuff, to the number of fully six- 
teen weapons of various makes, and one 
special weapon adorned as to its handie with 
a carved bead, and the purpose of which will 
appear hereafter. The swords proper were 
placed on the super-altar, ali in order, the 
special weapon, a short, thick, sharp cleaver, 
on the lower altar. The whole altar was 
then crowued with offerings in the shape of 
cooked (boiled) pigs’ heads, fow!s, plantains, 
limes, cocoanuts, custard, apples, cakes, chut- 
ney, spices, samshu, and other articles, what 
could not be placed on the altar being ar- 
rane on the ground on palm leaves before 
. 

The executioner in chief, who was distin- 
guished from the others by his white gold- 
fringed drawers under his pauomx, the 
others weur tg red ones, then arrayed him- 
self in his red vest and bound his forehead 
with a red sash, all the staff doing likewise. 
The criminal was then placed in a central 
position, séated on the palm leaves, the 
stock and neck-chains removed, and his el- 
bows secured toa short bamboo post placed 
in the ground behind bim, which, by the 
by, had also been under the altar during 
the preparatory ceremonies there. The ex- 
ecutioner then talked with the criminal, ap- 
parently asking forgiveness, as the pris- 
oner nodded and spoke assent to what had 
been said. The special attendant, acting 
somewhat in the capacity of a priest, with 
the executioner, marked out a line which 
was easily recognizabie on the neck of tne 
prisoner, and continued to tak in an ap- 
parently consolatory strain wile the ear ori- 
fices of the prisoner were quietly ciosed with 
clay. The religious ceremonies were still 
‘kept on, burning tapers and joss-sticks be- 
ing placed in the hands of the prisoner and 
then setupin the ground before him. The 
minister of the law then, with stately tread, 
came from near the altar behind the prison- 
er, and, while a solemo hush fell on all 
around, he drew nearer und nearer to tné 
doomed man. 

The executioner himself is about the me- 
dium size, perhaps some 50 years of age, but 
quick and ‘active In movement, with a face 
which rather betokens benevolence and deep 
religious feeling than aughtelse. A look of 
determination and stern sense of duty was 
on his face as ke approached the crimmal, 
and before the latter could possibly be 
aware, with a single sweep of his sword in 
his right hand he severed the spinal columa 
and tne whole neck with ‘the exception of a 
smail portion of skin under the chin, which 
he afterwards cut with his sword. The 
bead of the criminal was exposed then 
for a short time on a. pole, while the irons 
were being removed from the legs of the 
body by cutting off the heels with the special 
weapon spoken of previously. It lacked two 
minutes to 8:30 in the morning when the 
fatal stroke was given, and at §:35 the body 
had been doubled in the grave, the head 
thrown in and covered with earth, and traces 
of the recent event removed. For rapidity 
of execution. painlessness, solemnity, de- 
corum, and all tne requirements of justice it 
is evident that Siam is indefinitely ahead of 
most Eastern nations, if not of Western ones 
(and even that is open to serious question) 
in its methods of inflicting and carrying out 
a sentence of capital punishment.

A Tiny Bit of Railroad. 

The most diminutive: railroad in all Down 
East is that owned and operated by the Monson 
Maine Slate company, running frem the com- 
pany’s quarries to Monson Junction, on the 
Bangor & Piscutaquis. This little railroad has 
a two-foot gauge. is about six miles in length, 
and is thoroughly equipped with locomotives, 
passenger. baggage, and freight cars. has se“. 
eral stations, regular time-tables, and a super- 
intendent. The superintendent is also conduc- 
tor, bagguge-master, mail agent, passenger and 
freight vrakeman, news agcat, and director—a 
regular Pooh-Bah—and for performing all these 
offices he gets 8000 a year. Ten men constitute 
the entire force of the road. The trains average 
about fifty miles a day in summer and dobar» 
five miles in winter The road is all down hill 
one way, so that a car will run from the quarries 
to the junction without the assistance of a loco- 
motive. If a passenger misses the regular train, 
will secure a special to carry him over the 
line. Last year this toy railroad carried 9,000 
tons of the company's freight to Monson June: 
tion (six tons to a car)for transshipment over the 
Bangor & Piscataquis to Bangor and points 
west, and 4.200 passengers, who paid 51.0% in 
faves, were transported at a cost of 89.000. This 
little road has been in operation six years, and 
in all that time no accident of any kind has oc- 
curred on its line. —New York Sua.

4 Request That a Piace Be Provided fer 
‘4 Dumping Refuse—Arrangements for the 
Coming Charity Ball—Trials of the 
Owner ofa Patti Matinee Ticket—Alder- 
men and Citizens Discuss the Culture 
of Trees in the City—Barning of a 
Factory. . 


Supt. McCann of the Street Department has 
received a communication from Inspector 
Charles Squires of the Board of Underwriters in 
which he says: This association has expended 
about $20,000 a year for the prevention of fires in 
this city. We have expert inspectors through- 
out the business part of the city whose sole duty 
it is to discover defects. A large proportion of 
the defects found are rubbish and litter in build- 
ings. courts, and alleys, und on roofs, Frequent 
complaints have come to us lately from parties 
that Lney can tind no place in the city for dump- 
ing their ruvbish, ete., and consequently they 
are compelled to keep it on their premises, This 
should not be. The city maintains a Fire De- 
pertmens at large expense to put out fires, and 
he underwriters are willing to expend large 
sums to prevent them. We therefore respect- 
fully suggest to you and the city authorities the 
necessity of coOperating with this association 
and your own Fire Department by 33 
suitable places accessible to the city for dump- 
ing refuse.“ | 

The Committee on Fire and Water yesterday 
referred to Prof. Barrett for his opiuion the ordi- 
nance of the Magnetic Fire ana Police Alarm 
Company, which seeks the privilege of laying 
Wires for the transmission of fire signals to pri- 
vate concerns and wish to allow the city to use 
its conduits outside the business district in re- 
turn for using the city’s conduits in the business 
district to avoid tearing up the streets. Outside 
the district bounded by Chicago avenue,.Twen- 
ty-second street, and Ashland avenue the com- 
pary proposes to put up poles, with a provision 
that all wires be placed under ground witnin 
four years.

ARBORICULTURE IN THE CITY, 


Meeting of Citizens and Aldermen Inter- 
ested in the Project. 

The ordinance presented in the council a few 
weeks ago by Ald. Frank Vierling providing for a 
board of arboriculture is more popular with 
those citizens who have tried to learn the secrets 
of tree culture in Chicago ond failed. It was 
considered by the committee on judiciary of the 
Council yesterday and there wore present ser- 
eral distinguished men who were not slow in 
urging that it be adopted. Among those who 
addressed the committee were the Hon. Lambert 
Tree, Mayor Charles E. Hay of Springfield, W. 
H. Rand of Rand, McNally & Co., Mayor Cregier, 
Eugene S. Pike, and George F. Harding. 

‘On general principles,” said Judge Tree, 
“and as a scientific plan for beautifying and 
adorning the streets of our city I am heartily in 
sympathy with the move that this committee is 
making in this direction. Nothing better shows 
the advancement in civilization of a people than 
the desire to beautify and adorn the strects of a 
city. A large population is centered here and 
many of our residents ure unuble to get beyond 
the corporation limits of the city from year to 
year, and it is a great pleasure to those people 
to see beautiful trees in every direction ana to 
enjoy some of the benefits of nature while com- 
pelea to slave in a great city. From a sanitary 


view there is no doubt but that # tends 
to increase the health of a people to 
have trees all over the city. Many 


a man who has spent hundreds of dollars in at- 
tempting to grow trees and failed wiil be sur- 
prised yet to learn that sewers and gas pipes are 
the greatest enemies to trees in large cities. 
They do more to kill trees than anything else. 
Next to them is, I believe, the smoke evil. 
There is no doubt in the world that the smoke as 
it is here interferes much with the possibility of 
tree growing. If we have a board ot public 
spirited men to reduce the culture in Chicago to 
a science then a great many evils can be over- 


come, 

Mr. Rand, Mayor Hay, and George F. Harding 
also spoke in favor of an organized system of 
tree culture. 

Ald. Vierling said the system was taken from 
that in use in Paris, only it did not go so far. 
There the trees were paid for by general taxa- 
tion; his proposition was that it be done by spe- 
cial assessment, He thought it was best to start 
in on a moderate scale, and let the board make 
such improvements as it found necessary in the 
system. 

Ido not care to express my opinion now as 
to what theordinance should be.“ saic Mayor 
Cregier, “ but Ido want to say thatthe plan for 
uniformity in tree culture is an excellent one. 
As a citizen I should be greatly in favor of some 
such plan. We have biue clay in oue locality 
and sand in another and it requires a study of 
the soil to make trees grow here.“ 

Judge Tree said he would suggest another 
amendment, which was to ullow a property- 
owner to select at his own expense his own trees 
after the class had been specified by the com- 
mission. 

Ald. Kinney, Madden, and Horn expressed 
themselves as favorable to aboard. Further 
consideration was then deferred for one week. 


FIRE THAT CUULD NOT BE CHECKED. 


Stephens & FEhrhart's Factory Burned to 
the Ground—Loss $8,500. 
At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon fire broke out 
in the engine-room of Stephens & Ehrhart's sash, 
blind, and door factory at Western and Fuller- 
ton avenues. The flames spread to the boiler- 
room, where shavings and kinaling wood were 
heaped up in great piles, gaining headway 
with great rapidity. One of the workmen 
ran to the patrol-box at the cor- 
ner and turned in an alarm, but 
when the firemen arrived the two-story frame 
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turned on. But the streams were weax on ac- 
count of the difficulty in getting water, and in an 
hour the building was bur the ground.

The conversation on such oc- 
casions naturally turnstoa ad extent on the 
virtues of the departed, which are duly em- 
beliished with all the naturat eloquence of 
the speakers, Noone unfamiliar with Ire- 
land can at all realize whata scenea * wake“ 
presents; and we propose to give a sort of 
specimen of the conversation which prevails 
An ould foliyer” 1s 
generally in a seat of honor, close by the 
head of the bed: she has been a nurse per- 
hapsin the family, and ag she rocks her 
aged body backwards and forwards she pours 
forth with a mellifluous Southern brogue, in 
a sad, wailing tone, ajong piece of delight- 
fully discursive domestic history. Ah, 
wisha, wisua, lave me alone, the mas ther was 
the grand man; Thad Regan was the grand 
man; he miiked up to forty cows.” [This 
implies that he was a dairy farmer, whose 
stock amounted to that number.] “Shure, 
it’s meself remimbers the day av his wed- 
din’: Lard Edward was at home at the ume 
by the same token, an’ as he wint by our 
cabin I heerd me mother to say, ‘By gar, 
there’s the Lard up!’ An’ shure enough he 
was, for be was on his way to Tim Hoola- 
han’s who was minding thirty hogs for him. 
‘Turn thim our, Tim,’ says the Lard, thru 
thim out,’ says he, ‘for I want to choose put 
two av thim,’ says he. To be shure, and 
why not, your honor’s glory, me Lard? says 
Tim; and, whin he had thim out, the Lard 
makes chice av wan widout a tail an’ av an- 
oder widout an ear! An’ thin he says to Tim, 
says be, Have thim two bastes kilt,’ said he, 
‘and give thim to the people that’s comin’ to 
Thade Regan’s weddin’,’ says he, ‘for their 
dinner,’ says he. ‘Ah, wisha, deeling, but 
the Lard was mighty fond av poor Thade, 
may God be wid thim both! An’ don’t I well 
remimber the time that poor Thade, rest his 
sowl, bought the farm near the red bog, 
an’ howl attinded at the dinner that same 
day.“ 

At tnis juncture, another speaker, thinking 
he could save an innings, offers the nurse a 
drink; and while she is occupied with it he 
observes: ‘“‘Wisha, awenoch, it was the 
poor masther that was fand av his marning 
drop; many’s the time he’d take me wid him 
into Judy Molan’s tittle public, an’ he'd say.

likes av me to contradiet a gintleman like 
your honor,’ an’ Judy would fill it up agin.”

Shure, I wanst druv a ‘Jedge” to the 
graveyard; an’ I saw the yalla clay shoveled 
down on him as well as another—an’ he rot- 
ting wid money. God save us!“ This ob- 
servation called forth a general exclamation, 
“Well, Ned, ve're a terror.“ Tus old nurse 
—*'a charred and wrinkled piece of woman- 
hood — being now refreshed, would take up 
her parable again, and offer her snuff box, or 
rather her snuff, to every one present. It 
was done in this way—holding the box in her 
righthand, she poured out some of its con- 
tents on the palm of her left. Whether you 
used the snuff or not, it was considered un- 
lucky and uncivil to refuse to take a pinch of 
it. 

Among the lower classes wakes are 
still prevaient; beggars have their own 
“wakes,” and even little children are 
‘‘waked.”? A wake is quite an expensive 
ceremony to a poor, struggiing workingman 
or tradesman, but he feels he would lose 
caste without holding it, and has not the 
moral courage to break through the custom. 
The expenses of a wake in the strong“ 
farming class are a serious item indeed. The 
Roman Catholic clergy nowadays generally 
or universally discourage this custom; but 
it is so deeply rooted that its erad:cation 
must be a question of time. There is some- 
thing about 11 that suits the national taste; 
the incongruity of holding such reunions in 
the chamber of death, which strikes those

The “tracer” has also a sympathetic audi 
ence, and the stimulus of competition with 
other “tracers,” and, after all. there is no 
one better entitled than Irishmen to say:

BETTER THAN A GOLD MINE, 


A New Process for the Cheap Production 
of Aluminum. 

Atlanta Constitution: If all that is claimed 
for it proves true Atlanta will come to the 
front with one of the most valuable inven- 
tions of the age. It is a process by which 
aluminum can be produced without the use of 
sodium and at a cost so exceedingly low as 
to be only nominal. 

Mr. Samuel W. Goode, one of the four gen- 
tlemen who control the new discovery, is con- 
fident that it will prove an entire success, 
both as to the production of the metal and 
tne cost attendant thereon. In fact, experts 
have already tested the process, and 
recenily Mr. Goode showed to the report- 
er and several other gentlemen, at his office, 
samples, both in the rough and finished, of 
the metal as produced by the invention in 
which he is interested. : 

He has had the matter under development 
for some time past, and has corresponded 
with experts all over the country in regard 
to it. The replies he has received are of an 
exceedingly flattering nature, and negotia- 
tions have already been opened with capi- 
talists in New York for the purpose of, put- 
ting the process into operawon. 

Aluminum is one of the most valuable 
metals known, but on account of its expen- 
siveness it has been comparatively little 
used. It is lighter in weight than wood and 
in strength and hardness equal to steel. An- 
other beauty of the metal is that it will not 
rust or corrode, but always preserves a 
beautiful, clear surface. With these quali- 
ties it is easily seen how useful ard what a 
revolution in many ways such an article 
would make if it could only be produced at a 
nominal cost. 

Prof. Henry Denning, an eminent expert 
to whom Mr. Goode was recommended by the 
editor of the New York Journal of Commerce, 
in a letter received the other afternoon, 
stated that if the newly-discovered process 
would produce aluminum at the figure per 
pound indicated Mr. Goodeinafew years 
would without doubt be the wealthiest man 
in America. Attempts almost us numerous 
as the efforts to discover perpetual motion 
have been made to produce tue wonderrul 
metal without the use ot sodium and ata 
small cost, but so far ali bave failed. 

The largest manufacturing establishment 
in the worid where aluminum is made is lo- 
cated in Newbury, Engiand. It covers eight 
acres of ground and represents an invested 
capital of $5,000,000. There the minimum 
cost of production is $4.88 per pound, and no- 
where else can it be made for less than 85 
per pound. In large quantities it is waole- 
saled at $7.50 a pound, and retails in many 
instances at $11 and $12 an ounce. 

Witn these figures it will at once be seen 
what a bonanza is possessed by the Atlanta 
gentiemen. They claim the metal bas been 
already produced by their process, that they 
can manufacture the aluminium as low as $1 
per pound, and under favorable circum- 
stances probably at a less figure. 

The secret of the process, says Mr. Goode, 
was discovered by a weil-known Atlanta 
man, a chemist, who has experimented with 
it for eight years or more before finally 
bringing it to perfection. .

POSSIBILITY OF GREATLY DEVELOP- 


ING THE INDUSTRY. 


Chief Walker of the Department of Agri- 
culture Returns from Europe with a 
Reeling Machine That Seems Likely to 
Solve the Problem—The Production of 
Cocoons an Industry Especially Adapted 
to the Use of Farmers in the United 


States. 

Washington Star: “I have just returned 
from Europe,” said Chief Walker of the 
newly created silk division in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, “with a reeling ma- 
chine that seems likely to accomplish the 
great problem the solution of which will 
turn the United States into a gigantic silk 
farm. This one difficulty, as things are 
now, alone stands in the way of 
the silk-producing industry in America. 
So troublesome and costly is the process 
of reeling silk with the contrivances thus 
far applied that manufacturers on this side 
of the water cannot afford to pay cocoon- 
raisers here living prices for their product 
if they are to compete successfully with 
foreign competition. For this reason com- 
paratively few cocoons are raised in this 
country—not more than 10,000 pounds in all, 

robably—of which amount we ourselves 

uy one-half for experimental purposes. 
One fair-sized silk factory can easily con- 
sume 100,000 pounds of cocoons in a year. 
But if this new machine, just com- 
pleted after my own designs on the idea of 
a French inventor, fulfills my expectations 
it will be found to be practically automatic, 
so that, as one might say, the cocoons 
put in atone end will come out raw silk at 
the other. A contrivance that accomplishes 
this will so considerably reducé the expense 
of making the raw silk that American manu- 
facturers can buy cocoons here for material, 
instead of importing it, in the shape of raw 
silk, from Japan and elsewhere abroad, as 
they do now. The moment that the cost of 
producing raw silk is brought down a big per 
cent below the foreign market price of the 
article the profit of silk manufacture will 
rise proportionately, and .the business will 
jump into activity all over the country. A 
corresponding demand will, of cdurse, orise 
for cocoons, and the market price for cocoons 
will go up sufficiently to draw thousands of 
farmers into the occupation of raising them. 

‘* And why the farmers?’ asked the Siar 
reporter. 

‘*T should rather say the farm women. It 
is to them that the great American silk man- 
ufacturers of the future will look for their 
supplies of cocoons. The production of silk 
cocoons 18 an industry especially adapted to 
the use and opportunityof farm people. In 
France each farmer’s wife raises a few 
pounds of cocoons every spring, and makes 
a little money by selling them; in this way 
mainly is the silk crop grown. Women of 
the agricultural classes in the United States 
are not obliged to work in fields as French 
Women are, and thus they have more 
time to devote to such a pursuit. There 
is a vast amountof waste female labor in 
this country, or rather idleness, that might 
be turned to labor, and here is a purpose to 
which this spare ‘ hen-time’ might be devoted 
for six weeks in the year at anv rate, during 
the cocoon-raising season. No occupation 
could possibly be more easy and agreeable 
for a woman than the raising of cocoons, and 
it will offer a new source of income to rural 
wives and daughters north, south, east, and 
west as quickly as this little mechanical 
problem is solved. The machine which I 
hope embodies the solution of it is already 
put together, and the first trial of it will be 
made at once. . 

But how is a woman to get started in the 
silk-raising business!“ 

“Easily enough. Any woman in the 


‘United States who will take the trouble to 


write to us in March of any year with a re- 
quest for silk-worm eggs will. be sent about 
April 1 a quarter of an ounce of them, or 
about 9,000, in alittle box. The eggs will 
have been kept on ice by us to prevent hatch- 
ing, and all the beginner need do is to put 
them in a drx place where they will come 
out of themselves. The 9,000 worms will take 
up a table space forty feet square, and the 
most convenient way is to put together 
roughly a tier ot big, square shelves for 
them, one above the other, with spaces of 
two feet between. On these or on ordinary 
tables the worms should be placed and 
allowed to feed four or five times a day 


upon as many mulberry or osage leaves as 


they will consume;, no other sort of food 
will do. When they are ready to spin their 
cocoons, light brush must be put over them 
for them to climb up on. Once spun the 
cocoons muy be detached from the brush and 
thrown into boiling water for afew seconds 
to kill the worms inside; otherwise they 
would bore out and spoil the silk. With two 
ounces of eggs a year a woman ought to be 
able to raise fifty or sixty pounds of cocoons 
per annum, hatching the eggs April 15 and 
gathering the cocoons June 1. The latter 
are worth about $1 a pound now; we buy 
most of the cocoons at that rate from the 
women whom we supply witheggs. When the 
great demand for cocoons arrives—as it 
surely will before long—100,000 women, pro- 
ducing fifty pounds each per annum, Avill 
supply fifty factories with material for turu- 
ing out an enormous amount of silken fab- 
ric. 

„Do you raise the eggs you give away!“ 

„No; we get tnem from Europe. The 
manner in which the silk worm was first 
brought into Europe, by tne way, was cu- 
rious. It is a Chinese insect, you know, and 
has been domesticated there tor 4,000 years. 
Laws rigidly forbade the taking of it out of 
China, and the silks of ancient times were 
ail brought from the flowery land. Buta 
few Nestorian monks, in about the tenth 
century, A. D., I believe it was, smuggied 
some eggs through Western Asia into Eu- 
rope concealed in hollow walking-staffs. Tue 
Chinese attribute tne original discovery of 
the silk worm to one of their Empresses, 
who was deified after her death. The worm 
itself is regarded by the Mongols with super- 
stitious awe; probably it was rst found in 
the Himalayas.“ 

‘What about this new wild silk worm, 
over the discovery of which they are making 
such a fuss in California!“ 

“That talk about it is all rot, in my opin- 
ion. You could hardly feel the silk that worm 
produces, and the quality of the article is 
dubious. Lots of experiments have been 
made in recent years with wild silk worms, 
but none of them have been successful. Tne 
chief point desired has been to interbreed the 
wild with the tame insect, in order to make 
the latter more hardy and better able to take 
care of itself. The silk worm of com- 
merce bas been domesticated so long 
that it has lost the power of fligut, 
and, if it drops off a tree, it is too 
helpless to walk up again. When put to- 
gether the wild silk moth will invariably 
Kill the tame moth, though the tame moth is 
three times the size of the wild one. You 
understand, | presume, that when the silk 
worm bores out of the cocoon it has spun it 
turns into a white moth and makes ready to 
lay eggs. They have a wild silk worm in 
Japan that is useful, but the eggs we got 
from there would not hatch. In this little 
box I haye some eggs of a special species 
trom Persia, worth many times their weight 
in gold. Worms of this specie spin an un- 
usually large coc. We shail try to hatch 
them in the sprite 

** Suppose your new machine is as success- 
ful as you anticipate, is it not likely to be 
adopted in France, cheapening silk produc- 
tion there so much that foreign competition 
would again drive the American manufact- 
urer to tne wall!“ 

“I don’t think so. It is almost impossible 
to introduce anything new in the way of silk 
machinery in France; the people simply will 
not take it up, preferring old methods to 
fresh ones. Instead of tne machines we 
have already in operation in tne silk divis- 
ion, which represent the latest advances 
in technical knowledge, they keep on with 


the processes in vogue half a century 


ago. Where we stew the cocoons prelim- 
inarily by an automatic apparatus, to loosen 
the thread from the gum that binds them 
together, catching up the threads for un- 
Winding with a brush mechanicaliy agitated 
in the water, the French operator stirs up a 
few cocoons at a time in a little pot of boil- 
ing water, using a hand brush fo get hold of 
the threaas. And so it goes throughout; 
they won’t learn any better. I believe in 
protecting the American silk-grower by a 
heavy tariff. however. My notion is that ine 
South will be the great silk-producing sec- 
tion of the United States eventually. Inter- 
est in the great future industry is growing 
all over the country; the people are all ready 
2 it up as soon as it shall be found pos-

George S. Fisher, First Illinois Regiment, 
in the Washington Post; So much has been 
said and written before and since the death 
of Jefferson Davis in eulogy of his bravery 
and military skill that is entirely extrava- 
gant and notin accord with facts that tne 
writer will be pardoned for what he now 
writes, morein sorrow than in anger, not 
withstanding the exaggeration both of candor 
and truth. 

People so easily forget, much more easily 
than they forgive. Many of the eulogists 
of Mr. Davis forget that it was the army of 
the United States—its few reguiars and vol- 
unteer forces—that saved the battle of Buena 
Vista, the writer being one of the survivors 
of the latter force. 

The gloriflers of Mr. Davis, who claim him 
as the hero of Monterey and Buena 
Vista,” forget Gen. Zack Taylor, Old 
Zack; Gen. John E. Wool, and Cols. Vell, 
McKee, Clay, Hardin, and Bissell in the 
parts they took at Buena Vista, all four of 
the Colonels faliing—three of them in the 
last grand repulse of Santa Anna’s charges 
on that bloody field, 

The fact, the incontrovertible. fact, is, 80 
far from Davis and the gallant regiment of 
Mississippians he commanded, saving that 
battle, the men of which were brave as ever 
men dared to ve—Davis’ blundering in the 
hazardous formation of his regiment in the 
form of the letter V. thus openine his force 
to receive a charge—he and his regiment 
were only saved annihilation, not- 
withstanding the bravery of is 
men, by the Second Indianians, under 
Col. Kane, and the Second IIlinois, under 
Col. Bissell, and but for Col. Bisseli’s rapid 
movement there would in all human proba- 
bility have been no Col. Jeff Davis and but 
few if any of his regiment left to tell tne tale 
of Buena Vista The movement of Col. Jeff 
Davis was a blunder, and nothing but the 
tighting qualities of his men and that of the 
Second ilinois and Second Indiana Regi- 
ments saved him tnen and there. 

As for Davis’ extrdordinary military ma- 
neuver being the turning point of the 
great battle—the greatest battle ever fought 
on the continent upto the war of the Re- 
bellion—it was not to be compared with the 
later repulse of the charge by Santa Anna 
with 5,000 infantry, supported by artillery 
upon the plateau, where the famous order 
was given, “A little more grape, Capt. 
Bragg,” nor the one later still, with 
still heavier and more formidabie bat- 
talions, upon the pass of Angos- 
tura,” between aroyos on the right and 
“the hill,“ where ashington’s battery of 
the Fourth Artillery, supported by the Sec- 
ond Kentucky and First lihnois regiments 
and afew regulara, resisted it, and where 
Cois. McKee, Clay, and Hardin all fell with- 
in a few yards of each other. 

Readers of history and Congressional de- 
bates ought to remember, if not, many liv- 
ing witnesses do, that upon that occasion 
the skill and bravery of Mr. Davis, the sub- 
ject of debate in Congress, was said to-have 
saved Gen. Taylor’s army “a disgraceful 
rout,” and Northern bravery was discounted 
at Buena Vista! 

Col. William H. Bissell, then a member of 
the House of Representatives, denounced the 
above statement, and declared it was the 
cowardice of Davis that nearly lost that 
field; that Northern troops saved that battle. 
This ied to a challenge to Col. Bissell by 
Davis—that he (Bissell) must retract his 
charge or fight. Col. Bissell accepted the 
challenge; weapons, distance, time, and 


: — were agreed upon for the meeting. Col. 


issell, with triends and a surgeon, was on 
the ground on time. Mr. Davis did not come 
to time. 

Gen. Taylor was then President, the fa- 
ther-in-law of Davis, and by him the duel 
was prevented by reasons of state—that such 
disgrace should not be enacted for words 
spoken in debate, etc.; besides, it became 
known that the weapons aud distance meant 
death to one or bota. The truth was Col. 
Bissell meant business. He was not to be 
cowed. He knew his rights and the kina of 
stuff his antagonist was made of, and that 
Northern blood and courage were as sacred 
as Southern biood and courage ever could 


be. 

Men who knew the battle of Buena Vista, 
who were tnere, and who knew Davis and 
Bissell at the time of the debate referred to, 
never doubted what the result of that fight 
would have been, and the writer unhesita- 
tingly affirms that Col. Bissell would not in 
all probavility have missed his aim. A 
braver, nobler, cooler, truer Christian soldier 
never pulled a trigger or drew a blade, and 
he contributed teutold more to the saving of 
the battle of Buena Vista than did Jefferson 
Davis. 

Had not Col. Yell of Arkansas been killed 
by the unfortunate breaking of his horse’s 
bridle bit he could have told more of this 
story than Mr. Davis’ wiidest eulogists ever 
dreamed of in their extravagance; and the 
deaths of Cols. Hardin, McKee, Clay, and 
Vell sealed lips that, living, could tell of the 
brave deeds of Buena Vista that certainly 
Mr. Davis took no part in, and which had 
more to do in saving that battle, next to un- 
daunted American heroism that survived it, 
„that did not know when it was whipped,”’ 
as Gen. Taylor expressed it, than Mr. Davis 
ever thougnt or dreamed of. 


THE GREAT REGENT. DIAMOND. 


It Is Worth 81,200,000 and Is the Most 
Beautiful Gem in Existence. 

Lucy H. Hooper’s Paris Letter: This dia- 
mond, the most beautiful one in the world, 
wes purchased, as its name denotes, by the 
Regent Duke of Orleans during the minority 
of Louis XV. It is thus described by the 
Duke de St. Simon in his Memoirs: It is as 
large as a greengage, of ashape almost per- 
fectiy round, of a thickness in proportion 
to its volume, perfectly white, exempt 
from. any speck, cloud, or flaw, of 
an admirable water, and weighing more 
than 500 grains.“ The price paid for it was 
$500,000. Its value is now estimated as being 
$1,200,000. In spite of the large number of 
tine diamonds which have been discovered in 
these later years it remains the most perfect 
gem that is known to exist. Its first wearer 
was Louis XV., who when still a mere 
boy caused it to be set in a shoulder- 
knot of pearls and smaller knot of dis- 
monds to adorn the flame colored vel- 
vet coat that he wore on the occa- 
sion of his reception of the Turkish Embassy. 
It was afterwards set in the crown prepared 
for that monarch’s coronation, being placed 
in the center of the bandeau, and so coming 
directly over the brow of the King. The 
Regent was but littie worn during the 
reign of Louis XVI., as the fashionable 
style of ornament consisted of flowers formed 
of small diamonds and grouped in bouquets 
or sprays. In such trinkets the magnificent 
and massive Regent could find no place. 
Marie Antoinette occasionally wore it, as 
well as the Sancy ana the Mazarins, mounted 


e setting and fastened amid 


an algrette of heron’s feathers’ or simulating 
ops in a gariand or bouguet of 
flowers. After passing through various 
vicissitudes under the republic (it was 
first stolen, next found and re- 
stored to the Treasury, and then 
sola) we find it set in the handle 
of the state sword ot Napoleon the Great. 
He wore this splendidly ornamented weapon 
ut his marriage with Marie Louise. It was 
supported bv a baldric in white velvet cov- 
ered with rose diamonds. This sword, or at 
least the hilt of it, was carried off by Marie 
Louise when she fied from Paris. She got 
M. de Meneval, who was one of her attend- 
ants, to break off the blade so that she could 
conceal the jewels about her. This he eas- 
ily accomplished with the help of one of 
the andirons ot the fireplace in the Empress’ 
apartment. The Regent must have been 
sent back to France by the Austrian Govern- 
ment, as we find it figuring in an inventory 
of the Crown jewels drawn up after the 
Restoration. After the marriage of Nupo- 
leon ILI. the Messrs. Bapst arranged a dia- 
dem in diamonds of a Greek pattern for the 
Empress, which had a niche or socket in the 
center in which the Regent couid be set or 
removed at will. They also mounted for her 
a diadem in diamonds of a Russian form, to 
the summit of which the great diamond 
could be attached. She was tne last of the 
wearers of the Regent. It now figures in the 
Gallery of Apollo of the Louvre, in the case 
allotted to the last remaining relics of the 
jeweis of the Crown.

THE HOLIDAY SEASON IN CHIUVAGO, 


To the Number of Nearly Two Thousand

the Socialist, of the Government party 
of the German Reichstag recently in a speech 
against the proposal to make permusent 
the present temporary anti-socialistic law. 
“Have you conquered us? No; we stand 
here victors after an eleveno-year enforce- 
mentof thatlaw. We are stronger than 
ever before.” None of Herr Liebknecht’s 
many opponents tried to contradict. The 
most complete proot of the failure of the im- 
perial German law against Social Democrats 
to do the work Bismarck ex of it 1s 
found in the German election returns of the 
last eighteen years, 

In 1571 the ial Democrats polled in the 
German Empire 124,000 votes out of a total of 

8,900,000. In 1872 they almost trebied this 
vote. In 1577 they polled 493,000 votes. In 1878 
Bismarck appealed to wie country against 
them on the ground of Hédel’s and Nobe- 
ling’s attempts to assassinate the Emperor 
in the streets of Berlin. The reacuon conse- 
quent upon these crimes reduced the Social 
Democratic vote to 437,000. The present 
severely repressive and oppressive law was 
then passed with tne time limitation of three 
years. This law forbade all organizations 
which sought to spread socialistic or com- 
munistic propaganda, interdicted all Social 
Democratic publicauons, and empowered the 
—— to dissolve all meetings at which Social 

mocratic tendeuvies were apparent. Pro- 
visions were also made for placing cities 
especially threatened by socialistic agitation 
in a “minor state of siege.“ Ina city safe- 
9 by these provisions, as are now 

rlin, Leipsic, Hamburg, and several other 
cities, no meeting, sociuior otherwise, can 
be heid without permission from the police, 
and no publications can be sold publicly 
without special license. The offender against 
these and other provisions of the law may be 
punished by fines, imprisonment, or banish- 
ment. 

The new law was administerea with piti- 
less severity during the election of 1581. 
Newspapers were confiscated, agitators were 
arrested, and meetings were dissolved right 
and ieft. The Soctalists were adie to bring 
out only 312,000 votes against these odds, 
although they increased the number of their 
Deputies in the Reichstag from nine to 
twelve. In 1884 they cast 540,000 votes and 
elected twenty-four Deputies. Finally, in 
1887, when Bismarck appealed to the couctry 
on the Army bill, their total vote was 765,000, 
more than 10 per cent of the total vote cast. 
In Berlin, in tne first election of the same year, 
they cast 98,000 out of 232,000 votes, ana Ber- 
lin is the city in which all the provisions of 
the law of 1878 have been mostrigidiy en- 
forced. Since 1887, according to Herr 
Liebknecht's estimate in the Reichstag three 
weeks ago, the number of Social Democratic 
voters has been swollen to almost a million. 
The successes of the Social Democrats in 
the recent provincial election in Saxony, 
where, dispite a high property qualification 
for voters, they gained two seats in the 
Dresden Parliament, indicate the probable 
correctness of this estimate. These figures, 
big as they are, give only an incomplete idea 
of the present enormous strength of the 
Social Democratic ‘party in Germany, since 
the majority of the workingmen, among 
whom tne doctrines of Liebknecht and Bebel 
are most popular, have not the suffrage. 

The exceptional law of 1878, passed 
originally with atime limitation of three 
years, was prolonged in 1881, 1884, 1886, 1887. 
At the time of the last prolongation Bismarck 
wished a five-year extension, but got only 
two years, and that, too, with the under- 
standing that at the end of two years no re- 

uest should be made by the Government for 
urther extension. Now the Government 
asks that the law be made permanent. 

The bill before the Reichstag is slightly 
different from the bill of 1878, but so slightly 
that, as Herr Liebknecht says, itis wasting 
time to speak of the altera uons. It has been 
unsvaringly criticised by the Social Demo- 
crats and most of the Progressist dailies, 
and its defenders have not been ableto say 
much in its favor. Many of the bitterest 
attacks upon it concern the stupidity of the 

olice in acting under it. Not long ago,“ said 

err Singer in a speech before the Reichstag 
recently, the police dissolved a meeting 
because the speaker quoted from Ulirich 
von Hutten. They broke up another because 
the speaker quoted from Heine; another 
because the speaker said, ‘Only remember 
that we all come nakedinuto the world.’ Just 
the other day a meeting was dissolved in 
consequence of saying, ‘Gentlemen, you 
will understand.“ 

After the first reading of the bl it was 
referredto a committee for consideration 
before the second and third readings. 
Here the proposal to again limit the operation 
of it to two years was rejected, aca, with an 
unimportant alteration or two, it was 
adopted Nov. 21. 

Just what will become of the bill in the 
Reichstag is one thing that nobody knows.“ 
One of the few advantages of the old law 
with the time limitation was that it could 
never be continued without the consent of 
the Parliament. The new law, however, 
once passed, could never be repealed without 
the consent of the crown. Many members 
of the Government coslition doubiless 
hesitate to thus give the crown all the 
trump cards and their indecision is the prin-

The 
unknown begged of the abbéto get him into a 
monastery, where he could live and die in 
complete ovscurity, the world forget- 
ting; by the world forgot.” Abbé ar- 
tin took pity on him, and found him 
a place as lay-brother in 4 Spanish 
monastery. A few years after that the 
priest received a letter from 3 notary informing 
him that be had been appointed the universal 
legatee and executor of a person who died in a 
monastic establishment in Spain and whose 
property in France was worth several millions 
offrancs. The abbé, armed with his papers, 
went off to the family of the deceased monk, 
whose brother. believing him to have died in the 
hulks, had inherited ali the paternal property. 
By an amicable arrangement the abbé cheer- 
fully surrendered his rights, and upon the condi- 
tion of never disclosing the name of the family 
of the defunct monk he was supplied with a 
handsome annuity of £2,400, Of this fact the 
robbers who broke into his room were evidently 
aware. The marauders have not yet been ar- 
rested.—London Standard.

Board of Aldermen, the Undaunted 


Gaul Sets Up His Mum on the Classic 
Shores of Newtown Creek —A Com. 
mittee of Inspection Affably Received 
and Invited to Sample the Sausage. 
New Y ork World: The investigating com- 
mittee appointed by the Newtown Board of 
Heaith visited M. Bossé’s sausage factory on 
Reynolds avenue yesterday, ana will file its 
report tomorrow. M. Bossé is a vivacious 
Frenchman, of great courtesy and politeness, 
who learned the artof making horse-meat 


. Sausages in Paris and imported the industry 
into this country. He chose the big pork- 


packing and beef-canning city of Chicago as 
a center for his great horse-meat sausage in 
dustry. The Mayor smiled on the new busi. 
ness venture, but when M. Bossé got his fac. 
tory in order and his sausage machines ready 
to sturt, and was excellently prepared to turn 
the frisky mustangs of the West into say. 
* an ignorant and prejudiced Board of 
Aldermen interfered and ruined his business. 
Then M. Bossé packed his sausage mac 
started East, and sought on the shores 
Newtown Creek the asylum for his factory 
which Chicago denied him. 

Reynolds avenue is merely à lonely rustio 
road. The houses are about @ quarter of 8 
mile apart. The factory isa long, low, one. 
story building on a line with the avenye. 
The front doors are closed and locked, and 
to the casual passer-by the building seems 
to be deserted. Going through a little 
one comes to the rear of the building, which 
is here two stories high. The horses are 
siaughtered in the ground story and are 
chopped into mincemeat and put in sausage 
cases in the second story. the factory was 
peat and clean and would compare favora- 
biy with any ordinary/abattoir for the 
slaughter of cattle. Some chopped horse 
meat which lay on the tablesin the factory 
seemed to be good, and could uot be told by 
an ordinary observer from any other meat. 
The sau are not the conventional links 
of smoked bologna with which hungry youth 
is familiar, They are square instead of round, 
and are short. The emoployés said they 
would as soon eat horse-meat sausage as 
beef sausage. They declared that the horses 
killed were in good condition and that the 
meat was first-class. Furthermore, they 
laughed at the idea that any sausages had 
been shipped abroad. They said the factory 
had been running only a week, and that it 
took four months to smoke the sausages. As 
soon.as the saus were rfected they 
would be sent to France and Belgium. 

The a committee yesterday was 
composed of three Justices of the Peace, 
They were Justice Albert Schumacher, Jus.

The Newtown Board of Health will proba- 
bly ask the State Board of Health to send an 
officer to the sausage factory to see that only 
good horses are worked into sausage. 

Some of the farmers in the neighborhood 
are opposed to the sausage factory. The farm 
norses will not go within a mile of the sau- 
sage machines. 

M. Bosse says he bought his horses of 
Franklin & Pratt, horse dealers, at No. 273 
Herkimer street. The firm deal targely in 
horses that, like white elephants, are too ex- 
pensive to keep, and they do not ask fanc 
figures for their chargers, some of whic 
sell as low as $8 a horse. William Meyer, 
who carries on a meat-chovprng business at 
the corner of Lorimer street and Johnson 
avenue, 1 8 that he chopped 1,000 pounds of 
meat for Bossé, but that he did not sus- 
pect it was horse meat and supposed it was 
ordinary beef. —

THE QUEER JAVANESE DANCES. 


One of the Favorite Attractions of the 
Paris Exposition. 

Scribner's: The Javanese dancers were a 
troupe of an altogether different character, 
and it is only just to credit the gout faisandé 
of the Parisians with preferring them to the 
flagrant and turbulent contortions of the 
Gitanas. They were neither noisy nor aban- 
doned. The music was slow, regular, and 
savage only in timbre. It tortured the nerves 
in an insidious and unsuspected way only— 
uke certain forms of Chinese pun- 
ishment, which at first seem wholly 
bearable—and did not assail them 
violently, as did of the 
Spanish and Egyptian virtuosi. And to its 
unphrased, unmodulated monotony the 
dancers moved with trailing steps in slow— 
infinitely slow—curves, wreathing their 
arms, or rather their hands, with the wrist 
as a pivot, in a sinuous sedateness quite im- 
possible to characterize or describe. As they 
circled about the little sta a solemn-vis- 
aged youth in—perhaps—full canonicals, sur- 
rounded by a group of attendant girls, they 
seemed to be performing a series of barn- 
yard evolutions, as of a slowly strutting 
cock encircled by his harem of hens. It was 
decorous to the point of solemnity, and 
the sense of measure was certainly pre- 
served to an almost measureiess degree 
The dancers were never carried beyond 
themselves by the entrain of the dance, but 
visibly and agreeably controlled and regu- 
lated their gestures and poses. In this sense 
the performance was clearly an artistic one. 
But at the end of a half hour the observer 
who did not find it monotonous must have 
been a determined seeker after sensations. 
The elaborate but limited sinuosity of the 
waving hands and flexible wrists seemed at 
last perfectly insipid, and, instead of being 
intentional, merely the reduction to a facti- 
tious appearance of order, of movements in 
reality bap-hazard and fortuitous, by a siow- 
ing of the pace to such an extent that the 
sense of slowness disguised the lack of char- 
acter in thedesign. After the Gitanas any 
exhibition of decorum was agreeable, but be- 
fore long the emptiness of pure decorum 
made itself dismally perceived, and one 
could not help thinking that the Parisian 
amateurs who went into ecstasies over the 
Javanese did not analyze their sensations 
with sufficient assi duity. 


In THE STREETS OF TRIPOLL 


The Variegated Human Panorama Always 
Visibie in the Streets. 

Scribner's: In the variegated crowd filling 
the streets scores of types may be dis- 
tinguished: Arabs of the town, draped in 
their blankets hke Romans in their togas, 
and, in fact, the jaram“ is the direct de- 
scendant of the toga, and, judging from its 
looks, seems to have retained all the dirt of 
those intervening centuries; others, whose 
costume consists simply of a flowing rove, 
generally white, cr, to be precise, which 
was once white! Sometimes this robe 
is of silk of vivid hue, and the ef- 
fect of that gay note in a bit of street is 
like @ poppy in a wheatfield. Bedouins, 
whose limbs, wiry and strongly muscled, 
shine a superb bronze color through their 
scanty coverings, elbow Jewsin ridiculous 
costumes, half native and half European. 
In a few moments one has met with an infi- 
nite variety of negroes, from the pure type, 
almost without nose and with enormous jaw 
bones and huge lips, to those whose linea- 
ments are absolutely Caucasian. Porters, in 
simple tunics corded about the waist, carry 
heavy swinging baies on long poles rest- 
ing on their shoulders, cheering their 
progress the while with an invocation 
to Allah and his innumerable prophets, 
chanted by an old man and repeated by 
the chorus; a true song of savages, bursting 
forth like a tanfare of trumpets: Veiled 
women, voluminously wrapped, pass by like 
ambling bundles of clothes.' Officers by 
scores, those of the new school, stiff but 
neat, trying to resemble their German con- 
fréres, since the fashion in Turkish circies is 
to imitate the hons of the day; the older offi- 
cers kindly looking enough, but iu what mis- 
erable costumes! Moorish danaies stroll and 
pose languidly about, seemingly absorbed in 
preserving their immaculate patent-leather 
slippers from any impertinent fleck of dirt. 
Crafty-featured Greeks and Levartines 
thread their insinuating way among the 
motiey groups. At each step it is a new 
tabidau, ana the desire seizes you to stop 
wh tre eyes follow a curious type, and 
turning from it with regret you see ten as in- 
teresting.

Each day the experts examining the books 
of the suicide Schattenberg make discoveries 
of fraud, but a disclosure made today shows 
more particularly the boldness of his opera- 
tions and the almost unbelievable degree of 
security he must have felt in committing 
them. In July, 1887, the School Board ap- 
proved a bill of B. Golasmith & Co. for $573, 
and the order for that amount shows the in. 
dorsement of Schattenberg, who also received 
the money. The next month the same bill 
went through the same course as in the for- 
mer without discovery by any one and the 
order was duly paid, this time to Goldsmith 
& Co., after it had already been paid to 
Schattenberg. Another discovery shows 
that during last year $1,307.08 was drawn 
from the city by Schattenberg for the gas 
company, which was three or four times the 
amount of the actual bilis for gas. Schatten- 
berg had taken, for instance, the first quar- 
ter’s bill and getting the money had handed 
it over, then when che second quarter's Dill 
came in he had put the first bill in with it 
and drawing the amount of both had pockec 
ea the amount of the first, paying the 
amount of the second to the company. Such 
apparent negiigence by the School Board in 
allowing these bilis only shows the confi- 
dence in which Schattenberg was held. 

Judge Noyes today rendered a decision in 
the celebrated land case of Norris D. Cutler 
against William P. Babcock, both prominent 
residents of Waukesha. ‘ihe suit bas been 
in the courts since 1877. Cutler originally 
owned a valuable piece of land adjoining 
Waukesha which Babcock claimed he had 
secured in exchange for a certain land con- 
tract assigned to Cutler. Judge Noyes’ de- 
cision is in favor of Cutler, and Babcock, 
besides being obliged to relinquish the prop- 
erty, will have to pay the costs, which have 
run up to thousands of dollars during the 
twelve years of litigation. 3 

Assistant Pasnhier Perrin, who is accused 
of complicity in the Hurley bank robbery, 
will be released from jail at Ashland, the 
United States Express company today ac- 
cepting a bond of $25,000 in the civil suit 
brought against Perrin for the recovery of 
the ‘stolen money. The bond is signed, by 
John C. Hoxie, James Hicklejohn and Leon- 
ard Perrin, three prominent residents of 
Northern Wisconsin. 

The Germania Society has brought suit 
against its ex-treasurer, August von Trott, 
for the amount of the shortage in his ac- 
counts. Von Trott at the time of the expos- 
ure many months ago agreed to make good 
the shortage, but disputed the amount as 
fixed by tne Investigating Committee. 

Joseph Kopidiowski, the young Polander 
found guilty of manslaughter in the third de- 
gree, was today sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment. Heis the man who admitted 
having thrown the beer bottle which kiiled 
Jacob Feirstein. John Lambeseeder, the ex- 
policeman who stole $1,000 from his brother, 
was sentenced to one year and a half im- 
prisonment. 

Charles H. Wilson and Miss Lucy Daily, an 
eloping couple from Chicago, were married 
by Justice McGarigle today. 


BUMBLETHORPE AND THE BULL.

Boston Transcript: Gen. Bumblethorpe is 
certainly a big man—bigin stature and big- 
ger stillin hisown vonceit, brimming over, 
as he constantly is, with his own importance.

THE BEAUTIES OF ANDALUSIA,

Women with Feet 80 Small That a Baby 
Could Hold Them in Ita Hands. 

Scribner: As regards her stature and mold, 
the Andalusian girl is almost invariably a 
petite brunette, and although not all are 
plump, and many are too stout, the majority 
have exquisitely symmetrical tapering limbs, 
well-developed busts (flat-chestea women are 
almost unknown in Spain), and the most 
dainty and refined hands and feet. Regard- 
ing these feet Gautier makes the most as- 
tounding assertion chat without any poetic 
exaggeration it would be easy here in Seville 
to find women whose feet an infant might 
hold in its hands. A French girl of 7 
or 8 could not wear the shoes of an 
Andalusian of twenty.” I am glad to attest 
that, if the feet of Sevillian women reaily 
were so monstrously small fifty years ago, 
they are so no longer. It is discouraging to 
see a man like Gautier fall into the vulgar 
error of fancying that, because a small foot 
isathing of beauty, therefore the smailer 
the foot the more beautiful it must be. Beauty 
of feet, hands, and waists is a matter of pro- 
portion, not of absolute size, and too small 
feet, hands, and waists are not beautiful, 
but ugly. We might as well argue that 
since a man’s foot ought to be larger than 
a woman’s, therefore the larger his foot the 
more he has of manly beauty. If Andalusian 
women really bad feet so small that a baby 
might hold them in its hands they would not 
be able to walk at all, or, at least, not grace- 
fully. But it is precisely their graceful gait 
and carriage for which they are most famed 
and admired. All Spanish women are grace- 
ful as compared with the women of other 
nations, but among them all the Andalusians 
are preéminent in the poetry of motion, 
and this is probably tne reason that, although 
regular facial beauty is perhaps commoner in 
Madrid than in Seville, I found that you can- 
not pay a greater compliment to a girl in 
Northern Spain than by asking her if she is 
an Andalusian. It would be useless to seek 
among land animals fora gait comparabie 
to that of the women of Seville, Cadiz, Maja- 
ga, and Granada; and when you compare it 
to the motion of a swan on the water, a fish 
in the water, a bird in the air, it is the birds 
and the fishes that must feel complimented. 


The Negro’s Road to Success. 

A convention of the colored peoplé, if it is led 
by temperate men, can do not a little to improve 
the condition of the race, The negroes, just 
freed from bondage, had the whole burden of 
citizenship thrown upon their weak shoulders. 
It could not be expected that they should have 
succeeded with their tasks any better than 
they have; indeed, it is some wonder that 
they have done so well. They were nurtured 
to the idea that they were not a party of the 
great American people; but that they were sep- 
arate and deserved a certain special treatment. 
This feeling has not been lessened by the foolish 
behavior of the whites in many instances. If the 
convention next February ean enforce the idea 
that the negro’s success lies in making himself a 
thorough American, that he must stand or fall 
upon his merits as a man, just as his white 
brother stands or falls—if the convention can 
spread this feeling and deepen it the gathering 
will not have been in vain.— Albany Journal.

in the woods and we ate our dinners there 
and fed our horses on oatsout of canvas feed- 
bags.

I wanted to use my dinner-pail to dip 
Water with one afternoon, and so I put some 
meat and bread I had left into one of the 
feed-bags and hung the bag up on two nails 
inside of the shanty. It was dusk when we 
drove toward the shanty with a load of logs. 
I was ahead of the team, the other fellow 
driving, and as I neared the shanty I hearda 
big racket in it. I made a rush for the little 
building, and before I had gone ten paces 
out dashed a whopping big bear. His nose 
was in the feed-bag, and he couldn’t get en 
out because the rope was over hisneck. He 
could see over the top of the bag, and he was 
half scared to death when he got sight of me. 
The bear made a dive behind the shanty and 
started for the swamp, and I yelled at the 
other man and told bim to stop the team and 
hurry down with the ax. Then 1 grabbed a 
cantbook and ran after the bear. in his 
haste to clear out he'd butted dis head 
against a tree and tumbled backward, and 
before he had time to rally I gota good grip 
around the middie of his body with the cant- 
hook. He yaaked me over something less 
than an acre of brush, but I-heia him with 
the hook tili the other fellow came and 
crushed his skuli with the ax, and then we 
piled him on top of the load of hogs and took 
him home. He weighed 427 pounds.” 

“That bag business,” said another woods- 
man. makes me think of when I was pick- 
ing huckleberries last summer on Scrub Oak 
Ridge. I'd filled a tweive-quart pail, and I 
wanted to get as many more, so I stood the 
pail on top of a big stump, raised the bale up 
and covered the berries with leaves. Then 1 
went over the other side of tbe ridge, a quar- 
ter of a mile, probably, to pick the other pail 
full. It took me over an hour, and when I 
got in sight of the stump what did I see but 
two cub bears standing on the stump, with 
their noses in my pail of huckleberries. 
They were on opposite sides of the pail, and 
the way they hogged in reminded me of two 
pigs. I yelled as loud as I could, and the 
cubs rolled off the stump like two bails. 
One of them had the baile of my pail over his 
neck, and I chased him toralmost a mile, but 
he got away in the thick brush, and I have 
never seen my bail from that day to this.” 

Another backwoodsman told about how a 
bear bothered a man who moved into his 
neighborhood from a region where bears 
don’t roam through the forests and fieids. 
The newcomer had lost a pig and two sheep 
before he had lived there three months, and 
he borrowed atrap to catch the bear. No 
one told him how to fasten the chain to a 
chunk of a log, and so he set the trap close 
to his little smokehouse, beited it gil right, 
and hitched the chain to a corner post in the 
smokehouse. The third night a bear got his 
footin the trap, and when the newcomer 
went cut in the morning his smokehouse 
wasn’t there. He found parts of it strung 
along through the pasture and meadow, but 
he didn’t cet a glimpse of the bear, the trap 
never turned up, and he had to pay for it. 

„ followed a bear a mile and a halt once 
with one of my traps on his off forefoot,” 
said an old trapper, “ and he led me to a heap 
of bowlders on Lime Ridge. I had my rifle 
with me, and when 1 got in sight of him he 
was mauling tue trap on a big lardhead 
stone for ali he was worth. He couldn't 
smash it there, and so he went to a bigger 
rock and pounded the trap some more. I was 
in the edge of the woods, and his actions 
tickled me so much that! thought I'd let him 
whack away till ne got tired. Well, gentie- 
men, in less than fifteen minutes the bear 
knocked that trap waffer-jawed, and then 1 
pulled up and fired a couple of bullets into 
him. I got the bear, of course, but the trap 
wasn’t worth two cents.“

An Obnoxious Measure Rushed Through 
the City Counci!— Popular Indignaation. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 21.— [Special. Great 
indignation was manifested toduy in all 
rts of the city over the action of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. which hurriedly passed 
the measure known as the “‘ boodie gas bill“ 
at a late hour last night. This bili is one 
which has never been surpassed for cool 
audacity. It authorizes private parties to 
buiid a gas plant for which the city shall pay 
a rental of $225,000 or 5 per cent on $4,500,000, 
for thirty years, and at the end of that time 
shall buy the worn out plant for $4,500,000 or 
return it to the owners with a fifty-year 
franchise and a present of $2,250,000, to be 
taken from a sinking fund _ created 
for the purpose. During the time the city 
is paying a rental of $225,000a vear for the 
work it must bear the expense of all repairs 
and improvements, which improvements 
shall ail become the property of the gas com- 
ny unless the city decides to buy. The 
pbuilding of the plant and the supervision of 
jt shail be under the direction of an inspect- 
or of gas-works in the pay of the company. 
Last night the bill was rushed through the 
Council. It had passed the House some time 
and had come to the Council where it 
went through the committee and wus laid on 
the table because at that time the members 
in favor of it were actually afraid to pass it 
in the face of the opposition it had excited. 
Everything had been fixed, and although six 
or seven Councilmen opposed the measure in 
every way a combine“ of seven had been 
formed and the bili passed.

Tus report comes from London that Gen. 
de Fonseca, the chief of the provisional gov- 
ernment in Brazil, is dying. Saould such an 
event occur it may cause very serious com- 
plications in the present unsettled condition 
of things in the new Republic. The Gener- 
alis unquestionably the ablest mau in che 
government, and should his successor prove 
to be a weak man the dissatisfied elements 
might improve che opportunity to overthrow 
what has been done and plunge things into 
confusion. Evenif they did not restore the 
Empire they might succeed in initiating a 
long and dangerous revolution. Tue censor- 
ship of news from Brazil is so strict that it is 
not easy to ascertain the real status of the 
new government or how mucli truth there is 
in the reports of discontent and conspiracy. 
In any event, should Gen. de Fonseca die, it 
is not unlikely that his death will be the sig- 
nal for serious trouble. 
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PRACTICABLE JURY REFORM. 

There is one important retorm which the 
Judges can enforce whenever they see fit 
ana without waiting for any amendment of 
the Constitution or even an act of the Leg- 
islature. Let them take the exdmination of 
veuiremen into their Own hands and con- 
duct it with a view to get thoroughly com- 
petent men for jury service. The Cronin 
case is ‘sufficiently instructive on this point. 
Tub Judge, as usual, was a mere moderator 
and the criminals’ attorneys conducted the 
examination of the veniremen, plying them 
with misleading questions and artfully caus- 
ing them to return disqualifying answers so 
rule hundreds of fii men were improperly 
rejected for cause. The point with the 
defense was to get fit men out and smuggle 
into the jury-box some man who would be 
certain to hold out for acquittal, while the 
prosecutuon strove to get a jury none of 
whom had been tampered with and 
none of whom were cranks or 
crooks. The attorneys fought their 
mental dyel throughout the examination of 
veniremen, but there was no one to do the 
questioning with a view to develop the 
exact truth and put on the jury men with no 
legal disqualifying bias either way. The 
public can now see a peculiar but quite 
natural result of this practice. 

Ine Legislature can effect a valuable reform 
by requiring the Judges to couduct the exami- 
nation of veniremen themselves with a view 
to learn the exact truth as to their fitness for 
jury service.. This cannot be done satisfac- 
torily so long asthe Judge sits as a mere 
moderator and the examination is a part 
of the combat between the lawyers, with 
each side trying to outwit the other. The 
Judge is the representative of neither side, 
but of public justice, and desires to learn 
the truth, whichever way it goes, and he 
therefore should examine the jurors as well as 
pass on their qualifications. The Judge 
should be released from all oblization to ac- 
cept or reject instructions prepared for him 
by the attorneys and authorized to charge 
the jury orally in hisowg manner. The great 
need in [illinois is to restore to the Judges 
the old powers and functions which they had 
at comnion law, but of which they have been 
robbed by the trades-union lawyers. If the 
Judges were required to examine veniremen 
and to charge juries orally without regard to 
instructions prepared by the attorneys there 
would de vastiy less reason for complaint 
about the trial of noted criminal cases in this 
State. A great reform can be achieved by 
restoring to the Judges their old time-tested 
power to examine the jurors themselves and 
charge the jury by giving their own instruc- 
tions, not those of the trades-union attor- 
neys. 


CHRISTMAS GIVING. 

It is not too late to make a few suggestions 
as to the proper meaning of Christmas in its 
relations to private beneficence. The signifi- 
cance of the day and the associations wuich 
environ it, when properly considered, forbid 
gift-making for mere selfish social competi- 
tion and iavish expenditure of presents 
upon those who do not care for them and are 
already so abundantly provided with luxuries 
that they fail to appreciate any addition to 
them. Christmas is Christ-sent. To cele- 
brate the day in consonance with its real 
meaning is, therefore, to make it a day of 
gladness to children and to those who are 
friendiess and destitute. These should be 
first considered in every scheme of Christ- 
mas-giving. 

In the making of gifts to children there is 
room for wise selection. They are the most 
numerous and clumorous class of benefi- 
ciaries and they are the most easily pleased 
and hence very little care is bestowed upon 
them. The result is usually the selection of 
gifts that last but a very short time and are 
soon broken and relegated to the cellar or 
the attic. The aim of the donor should be not 
only to give pleasure to the child but to com- 
bine with that pleasure some lasting 
remembrance of the giver and continued use 
of the gift. An excellent suggestion is made 
by an Eastern contemporary that no better 
gift can be made to a child than a subscrip 
tion to some entertaining periodicat which 
will come fresh every month, and thus 
twelve times a year will remind the child of 
the giver. There never was a time when 
there were more of these periodicals than 
now, or better or handsomer ones to choose 
from. There can hardly be a more profitable 
gift than this. By a little care many other 
equaily valuable and pleasurable presents 
may be selected whose value will not cease 
with a week’s using, as is the case with 
most of those ordinarily giventochildren. In 
providing for them some discretion should 
also be used as to the amount of money to be 
expendea. Itis a poor use of Christmas to 
lavish luxurious gifts upon children until 
they are fairiy satiated and gratitude turns 
to greed and there is no further enjoyment 
of simple things. 

There is room also for wise discretion in 
giving to the opr. If every one who can 
afford it wou select snd Mike person and 
study his or her idiosyncrasies and select the 
gifts accordingly Christmas would bea very 
happy day. It is questionable whether it is 
always wise to select for the poor things that 
are merely useful or necessaries of life. The 
poor themselves cannot afford to purchase 
anything that is not useful or unnecessary, 
hence a gift in that direction is a novelty 
to them. All that they procure by their 
economy is of that kind, but they have ambi- 
tions and aspirations like other people, and 
it would be a decided novelty if they could 
be gratified, if only once a year. A pretty 
gift, something that will satisfy their long- 
ings, ornament their homes, and come into 
their Christmas-Day as a surprise will un- 
doubted!ly be more acceptable to them than 
something which is merely useful. The use- 
Tul is all they can achieve year iu and year 
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which is above their circumstances may be 


satisfying to their personal longings, which 
may be easily ascertained, and may make 
Christmas a day long to be remembered in 
their experiences. 

There never was & time when there was so 
much to give as now, or so many pretty 
things to be had for reasonable prices: The 
only danger 18 in unwise giving—dona- 
tions to those who care nothing for the gifts, 
having already an overabundance of luxu- 
ries, or given with so little discrimination as 
only to develop greed, and selfishness, and. 
pride, which are not the purposes of Christ- 
mas-Day. The children and the poor should 
be first considered, and a wise provision 
should be made for them. After their needs 
are satisfied then the others may be remem- 
bered, not by an outlay of money which be- 
comes a burdénsome tax, but by some pleas- 
ant little souvenir which will answer all pur- 


poses. 2 a 


THE ONLY WAY TO GET SPEEDY RELIEF. 

Acity paper admits that itis necessary to 
increase the dilution of the sewage now 
pumped into the canal, and then goes on to 
speak of the matter asif it deemed speedy 
action out of the question. It says it will not 
do to pump any of the sewage into the Des- 
plaines, for this is considered impractica- 
bie, because the river channel could not well 
be deepened at the same time the tlow is be- 
ing increased. Buteven for this measure 
legislative permission would have to be ob- 
tained,” 

It has not yet been decided by the Trustees 
that the bed of the Desplaines shall be fol- 
lowed. It has been assumed by some that it 
wohld be best to do so, but in the light of 
later information such does not seem to be 
the case. It is believed by those best posted 
that better results can be obtained by letting 
the river channel alone, where the reck- 
cutting must be made, and bearing to the 
westward, in the bottom landsof the stream. 
The cost of the land to be condemned cannot 
be heaVy, and the rock-cutting will then be 
an absolutely dry job of work. There will 
not therefore be a word to be said in defense 
of the Skokie cutoffor other schemes to di- 
vert the floodwaters of the stream at a 
wasteful cost of millions. 

Nor will permission have to be asked of 
the Legislature by the Drainage Trustees to 
‘do on a small scale what they are preparing 
todoona granaone. The pumping will be 
done within the boundaries of the drainage 
district for the purpose of bettering the sani- 
tary condition of Chicago and lessening the 
evils from which the river towns now suffer 
until the great channel is cut. It would also 
bea compliance with the action-of the Leg- 
islature of 1881 directing this city to pump 
at least and discharge 60,000 cuvic feet a 
minute, while for six or eight months it has 
been discharging but little more than half of 
that quantity. 

It is suggested that Instead of pumping 
into the Desplaines the capacity of the canal 
to take more sewage be increased by raising 
the banks and the bridges. But it is not ap- 
parent how this furnishes the immediate 
relief which the State Board of Health 
says is necessary. For nothing can be done 
with the canal banks or bridges till the Leg- 
islature has glven its consent, and after it 
has done so, in the course of a year or two, 
it will take another year or more and the 
expenditure of much money to make the 
needed improvements. All the time tbe 
sewage which is pumped at Bridgeport will 
be getting filthier. If anything is done to 
the canal it should be in dredging it out, 
something which the Canal Board has never 
had the money todo. A few steam dredges 
put in there would improve its discharging 
capacity immensely. 

But it is immediate relief that is needed, 
not reliet coming four or five years hence, 
when the drainage channel is well on to 
completion. The former can be had on short 
notice, with no necessity of appealing to the 


, Legislature, by putting up some pumps at 


the Ogden dam and Summit and throwing 
120,000 cubic feet of water daily into the Des- 
plaines from the Ogden ditch and the canal. 


TWIN EVILS DYING OUT. 

The trust and the boycott are both dying 
out, after having for afew vears menaced 
the peace of society and formed the subjects 
of intense anxiety to many wao feared that 
they would prove to be perpetual inflictions 
on the body politic. The boycott had a 
foreign origin, and in its first form wasa 
protest by a people aguinst class oppression. 
But its American phase has been purely a 
movement by workers against what they 
were pleased to term the tyranny of capital. 
On the other hand the trust is an organized 
effort by capital to take an unfair advantage 
of the labor market by limiting production 
as well as controlling the prices that must be 
paid by consumers. The two have thus 
formed a pair of opposite evils having a com- 
mon criminal motive for action, and, in 
effect, threatening to act like the blades of 
scissors in cutting all that might come be- 
tween them. 

But the good common sense of a free peo- 
plq nas put a practical extinguisher on the 
1 and the interposition of the law has re- 
moved so much of the fuel which fed the 
other that it is now little better than a flick- 
ering flame which may go out at almost any 
moment in the near future. The report of 
the New York Commissioner of the Bureau 
of Statistics shows that though introduced 
into that State but three years ago the spell 
of tne boycott “has lost its sway.” 
Few have been started in the last 
twelve months and most of the old 
ones have failed. The trusts have had an 
equally brief run, with one exception. 
Standard Oil, which is the father of them 
all, has been in existence more than a decade, 
but its iniquitous progeny have all sprung 
into life withia about the last two years, and 
scarcely half that time has elapsed since they 
were at the top of the wave of popular favor 
and apparently of financial success. But the 
courts have taken strong ground against 
them, denouncing their methods and prin- 
ciples as radicaily condemned by the com- 
mon law, and the President of the United 
States has recently called the attention of 
Congress to the necessity of stringent legis- 
lation in regard to them. The result is a scat- 
tering of the flrebrauds which forebodes 
their extinction. One prominent concern has 
essayed to escape the consequences by a reor- 
ganization under the law of an Eastern State. 
In another case there is a tangle about the d s- 
tribution of ill-gotten gains already on hand, 
and the aid of the law is asked to protect one 
set of holders of the fraudulent certificates 
against the rest. Our local trust (gas) ap- 
pears to have been knocked speechiess for 
the time being, though without relaxing its 
hold on the public, and some of the more in- 
nocent of the men who hold their chromos 
are anxiously waiting to hear what tne en- 
gineers of the scheme propose to do about it. 
There may be room for grave question as to 
the outcome of these and other trusts al- 
ready formed, ana possibly they have not all 
lost their power for mischief. But he would 
be a bold man who, in the light of wnat has 
transpired in the last few months, could 
Summon sufficient courage to float anothe 
trust in this country. | 

The facts in this littie history contain much 
encouragement for those who believe in the 
soundness of our institutions and the ability 
of the people of the United States to throw off 
malignant influences as the healthy human 
body resists the attacks of disease that are 


fatal to the debilitated frame. They present 
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reason to hope that any future attempts on the 
part of a class to take unfair advantage of 
the community as a wholé cannot have more 
than u brief period of success and will ulti- 
mately recoil on the heads of the aggressors, 
verifying the Scripture assurance: ‘ The 
pit which they have digged for others they 
themselves shall fall therein.“ 


ANOTHER GREAT INDUSTRY FOR CHICAGO. 

One of the most important real-estate sales 
ever made in Chicago took place yesterday 
morning when Section 21 in the Town of 
Cicero, half a mile west of the city limits 
and with Twelfth street for its northern 
boundary, consisting of 651 acres, was sold 
by order of the Court of Chaneery and bid 
in by Real-Estate Agent George M. Bogue 
for $602,000. It was a very quiet sale, a small 
number of buyers being in attendance, but 
the outcome of the transaction 1s one of ex- 
traordinary interest, as it involves the addi- 
tion of still another colossal industry to Chi- 
cago and the founding of a brisk and pros- 
perous town on Section 21, through the mid- 
dle of which Sixteenth street runs. 

The great tract in question was bid in for 
Gen. J. H. Wilson, of cavalry and engineer- 
ing fame, the agent of the extensive Grant 
Locomotive Works at Paterson, N. J. It is 
the purpose of this company to move their 
entire locomotive building machinery and 
everything else of their plant which is port- 
able and set it up in Section 21, which has 
been bought for the purpose. Before the end 
of next year they will have 1,000 to 1,200 men 
at work building every kind of locomotive 
needed for Western railroads. The company 
has been moved to take this step because 
their present works are 1,000 miles too far 
east of the center of demand and they 
want to locate them at the rail- 
road center of this country; likewise because 
they can get their steel right here and 
everything else involved in locomotive con- 
struction. The tract which they will occupy 
is high, ary, and healthy clay land, destined 
to be covered soon with tiis new line of in- 
dustry and hundreds of workmen’s homes. 
In a year’s time there will be a thousand 
skilled mechanics at work there buiiding lo- 
comotives, and perhaps 200 new cottages will 
be constructed for the families of the men. 
With the shopkeepers and others who will 
follow them a village of from 6,000 to 8,000 
people will soon be found on Section 21, on 
the edge of our city, but to be annexed ere 
long, The new vlant will start off with a 
capital of $2,000,000, half of which is put in 
by the Grant company and the otther half by 
Chicago capitalists, and it is the intention to 
turn out a locomotive a day, or 300 a year. 

When this gigantie enterprise is consid- 
ered side by side with the great steel vessel 
building plant at Calumet, and the rapid de- 
velopment of the Illinois Steel company’s 
plant, it will be seen that a great and solid 
industrial boom has been inaugurated which 
is destined tomake Chicago the manufactur- 


ing center of the Great West. 


UNANIMOUS JURIES. 

The Constitution of Illinois declares in the 
Bill of Rights that “the right of trial by jur y 
as heretofore enjoyed, shall remain invio- 
late, and hence it is impossible to do away 
with the requirement that jurors must be 
unanimous to find a verdict unless an amend- 
ment is made to the State Constitution. That 
might be hard to get. The need of reform in 
the jury system is feit most in the large 
cities, while in the villages and throughout 
the rural districts the present method does 
fairly well and the people are conservative 
and likely to oppose auy change. In locali- 
ties where there are no lawless secret 
political societies, mo professional jury- 
fixers or orgunized conspirators to de- 
feat justice, no banded boodlers and 
blackmailers robbing the taxpayers, it 
is hard to make people realize the urgent 
need of a reformed jury system in the cities. 
It would seem there would be proof enough 
of such necessity in the Cronin case, where a 
tremendous effort Was required to prevent a 
complete failure of justice, and where police 
officers were found attempting by bribery to 
screen an atrocious crime, Ine surprise is 
that the Cronin case was ever carried to that 
point where it was possible to get a modified 
verdict from a jury which threatened to disa- 
gree and escaped such a result only by a par- 
tial surrender of opinion by eleven sound 
men to one crank. Yet rural voters will in- 
sist on retaining a system which makes it 
easy for one crank or wrong-headed, preju- 
diced, or corrupt man to overcome eleven 
capable and honest jurors and defeat justice. 
Jury-fixers will continue to have great ad- 
vantages so long asitisonly necessary to 
corrupt one man. 


THE APOLLO CLUB AND THE WORKINGMEN 
One of the most remarkable signs of the 
times is shown in the enthusiastic and cor- 
dial manner in which the workingmen of 
Chicago have accepted the proffered courtesy 
of the Apollo Club in the shave of a series 
of concerts which the members of that or- 
ganization bave outlined at the cost of in- 
finite labor and a large financial responsi- 
bility. The experiment, the success of which 
has been doubted by nearly all of the club 
except its enthusiastic leader, is already a 
foregone success. which will be not only a 
matter for congratulation’ in this city but 
will arouse lively interest elsewhere, the 
project having been viewed with curiosity in 
other American cities and even in Europe. 

The attempt of the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly to antagonize and prejudice the 
scheme by connecting it with the Auditorium 
has deservedly failed. Before a shovelful of 
earth was dug on the Auditorium site or the 
club had any knowledge that the concerts 
would be given in that building the leader.of 
the club had made public his project both in 
this city and in Milwaukee, and, though he 
met with little sympathy at first, he reso- 
lutely argued its feasibility and at last se- 
cured its indorsement by the club, though 
not without many misgivings. The manage- 
ment addressed themselves to the work, and 
only those on the inside know how much 
labor ana self-sacrifice it has involved. The 
outcome, however, has vindicated tne confi- 
dence of the leadér of the ciub in the success 
of the scheme, has richly repaid the mem- 
bers for their extra work, and has furnished 
a crushing answer to the malicious efforts of 
the Trade and Labor Assembly to prejudice 
workingmen against it. 

The scheme, as is well known, involves a 
repetition of the regular concerts of the club 
to its associate members, the program, cho- 
rus, instruments, ana solo work being the 
same on each occasion. For the first repeat- 
ed concert, which takes place Saturday even- 
ing, the 28th inst., applications have been 
made for four or five times the number of 
seats which the Auditorium contains, so that 
the managers of the club are literally over- 
whelmed. The result immensely exceeds 
the anticipations of the most sanguine. If 
the club accommodated all who have made 
applications it would have to repeat the con- 
cert four or five times, whichof course would 
be too great a tax on the time of the mem- 
bers, as they are all engaged in business. 
Satisfactory arrangements of some kind, 
however, will be made, and meanwhile a 
great and important truth has been demon- 
strated—namely: that the working people 
are ready to patronize a high order of con- 
certs when thuse concerts are placed within 
their means; and not oaly this, but in making 
their applications have in numerous in- 
stances done so with expressions of the ut- 
most good feeling and personal enthusiasm 
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club and the workingmen indeed are ex- 
tremely cordial, and the former has made 
good and fast friends where it has not had 
them before. Appreciating this, the club 
has done everything in its power to make the 
concerts delightful and enjoyable, and to 
this end has published a handsome little bro- 
chure containing the story of Handel and 
„The Messiah,” which fs gratuitously circu- 
lated among the ticket-holders, and will add 
greatly to the pleasure of the performance. 
As against the hostility of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly this response from thou- 
sands of workingmen forms an unanswera- 
ble argument. 


A SCHEME THAT WILL BEAR COLOSE 
WATCHING. 
jaye Campbell’s ordinance for opening a 
street alongside the outer harbor from Park 
row to Randoloh comes up tomorrow night 
for final consideration. Introduced some 
months ago, it has moved along steadily and 
quietly as if impelled by some irresistable 
but invisible power from behind or as if the 
Ways were nicely greased for it, It has run 


successfully thé gantiet of the committee, 


and itis believed will pass tomorrow. 

It is the general belief that somewhere be- 
hind this ordinance lurks one providing for 
the rental of the outer harbor to a private 
snap syndicate for a hundred years or longer 
term, the latter to pay an insignificant rent 
—dimes where it should be dollars—to build 
wharves and docks, and to collect an im- 
mense rental for itself. 

Au attempt will be made to justify them- 
selves by Aldermen who may vote for this 
lease by saying that everybody will be ben- 
efited by the removal of the vesseis to the 
outer harbor; that when there is room for 
them there the river will be closed, and the 
bridges will become permanent structures.” 
Even if the city had the power to shut up 
the stream it would not have the money with 
which to compensate dock-owners for the 
tens of millions of dollars’ worth of property 
which it was attempting to destroy. But 
Chicago has not the power to determine 
whether a river shall or shall not be navi- 
gated. Such matters must be left to the 
State and the Federal Government, especial- 
ly the latter, which has spent so much 
money to make it possible to enter this mver 
that it ought to be consulted before it is 
closed. An outer harbor would lessen the 
bridge nuisance but could not be made the 
means of ending it. 

Ine refore those citizens who want no en- 
croachments on the Lake-Front, and who 
prefer the present view of that lake to a 
prospect of warehouses, elevators, and 
storage sheds filled with pig-iron and other 
commodities, ought to bestir themselves and 
keep an eye on what is going on. Mayor 
Cregier has not yet had a chance to lock 
horns with the tough Aldermen over a boodle 
ordinance, and it 1s impossible to tell how he 
will act when the emergency comes. He 
may, in the interests of peace and har- 
mony,’ let matters take their course, or he 
may be energetic enough to write a veto. In 


_ the absence of positive information oa this 


point itis well for every citizen to keep a 
specially close watch on his Alderman, so as 
to keep him from selling the land of the city, 
whether under or above water. 

The value of the outer harbor is enormous. 
An honest rental of it would produce a large 
sum of money—so large that a corrupt com- 
bination could, in return for an ordinance 
turning it over for a hundred years ata 
nominal sum per year, put in the Christmas 
stocking of every bad boy of an Alderman a 
sum of money which would banish all fear of 
poverty from his door for the rest of his life. 
Eternal vigilance is the price which Chica- 
goans will have to pay for the Lake-Front as 
well as the rest of their possessions.

THE BOARD OF TREE CULTURE, 

Ald. Vierling has introduced an ordi- 
nance authorizing the Mayor to appoint a 
board of nine persons who shall look after 
the planting and care of trees on the streets, 
the only part of the city exempt from their 
jurisdiction being the parks and the business 
district between Sixteenth, Halsted, Indi- 
ana, and the lake. In that section it is as- 
sumed that there will be no room nor demand 
for trees. It is certain that what with the 
clouds of coal smoke which lower over that 
unhappy quarter, and the leakage of gas in 
the streets, they would not have a pleasant 
existence, 

Whenever the owners of a majority of the 
frontage of any biock ask to have their 
street improved with shade trees this board 
will, if created, take charge of it. It will 
make a special assessment on the property 
benefited and thus get the money to defray 
expenses. It will make thorough investiga- 
tions as to what kinds of trees are best suit- 
ed tothe climate and soil of Chicago and 
will see that none others are set out. It will 
also have power to cut down any trees which 
it thinks are unsuitable, and to have charge 
of the trimming and care of those it may set 
out hereafter or that are now in existence. 
In brief, it takes the subject of trees, so far 
as those outside the lot lines are concerned, 
entirely out of private hands and puts it in 
those of the public. Is the board to be 
salaried?! Will it fasten on the City Treasury 
nine more tax-eaters? 

itis plain that this is one of those ordi- 
nances which should be passed if it is to be 
well administered, and which should be 
unanimously voted down if it is to be run aft- 
er,the fashion of some city bureaus. Were 
there such a board, composed of competent, 
public-spirited men interested in their work, 
it would be the means of doing great good. 
There is an immense amount of money utter- 
ly wasted in tree-planting in this city, no- 
body profiting by the expenditure except the 
nurserymen. Great numbers of unsuitable 
trees are set out, and of those which are 
adapted to Chicago conditions not one-half 
are decently cared for. The wonder is so many 
survive. The value of the advice given by 
an intelligent board would be incalculaole. 
It is possible also that something would be 
saved by doing the planting by wholesale 
rather than by retail. 

But, on the other hand, a board made up 
of cranks would be an intolerable nuisance, 
and one made upof machine politicians would 
simply be another tax-eating concern. Its 
members would be on the make” as much 
assome other partisan city attachés, and 
would wring tribute from nurserymen on the 
one hand and property-owners on the other. 
Thais board would have, in the course of time, 
the usual stock of highly salaried clerks and 
waiters—men who had learned arboriculture 
in the saloons near the city-hall and botan- 
ists and experts in soils who had studied their 
profession at the primaries and in the ward 
clubs. The Aidermen would be able to-vote 
more intelligentiy on this ordinance if they 
knew who the nine treeculturists were 
to be, 

It is the dream of the friends of this ordi- 
nance that if it is passed at once Chicago 
will by 1892 be a shady bower,a city in a 
grove. But it is better not to try to do tco 
many things for that eventful year when the 
Fair is to be here. If the smoke nuisance is 
abolished the most essential thing will have 
been done. It will be nice to point out some 
growing trees to visitors, but it will be nicer 
to be able to point to cloudless skies and to 
be able to speak in praise of an atmosphere 
which consists almost exclusively of oxygen 
and nitrogen and is not highly spiced with 
sulphur, phosphorus, carbonic oxide, and a

Why Culver Was Not Questioned on the 


Circamstantial Evidence Point. 


Lest the meaning of a paragraph in yesterday's 
paper should be misunderstood iti proper to 


state that Judge Longenecker asked Juror Cul- 
ver whether he had any conscientious scrupies 
against the death penalty, which Culver an- 


| swered in the negative, But he did not ask him 


the question, which was put to some of the other 
aiesmen, whether he would return @ Verdict of 
capital punishmentin a case where conviction 
was based on circumstantial evidence. What 
Oulver's answer would have been had he been 
asked this cannot be told, but the presumption 
is from the nature of his other rephes that he 
would have ans wereg it satisfactorily and have 
gone on the jury. Nothing yet printed about the 
proceedings in the jury-room indicates that Cnl- 
ver objected to circumstantial evidence per se; 
he simply professed to believe that that of the 
State was insufficient—and thea changed his 
mind and voted it was sufficient for a life im- 
prisonment but not for hanging. 

People have wondered that the prosecution did 
not ask him his belief regarding circumstantial 
evidence. Judge Longenecker was asked yes- 
terday why he had not put the direct question 
to Culver. This is his answer given to the re- 
porter of an evening paper, from which it will be 
sden that Judge McConnell had refused to allow 
such a question to be asked, but later allowed 
it, though not in Culver's case: 

“Do you think you questioned Culver closely 
enough on the capital punishment point?’ 

„es, that point was satisfactory, He said 
very decidedly that he would inflict the death 
penalty if he ieved the defendants guilty.” 

„Then why was Mr. Culver, when Seing ques- 
tioned as to his fitness to serve on thé jury iu the 
Cronin case, not asked his beliefs regarding cir- 
oumstanttal evidence?! 

It is too bad we could not have sounded him 
on that said the Judge; “but if you will ex- 
amine the records you will find that the questions 
on circumstan‘ial evidence appeared in the ex- 
amination of the first veniremen, and that when 
I challenged a man for his opmions on that the 
court did not sustain tne challenge, saying that 
tne question was not a proper one. I believe 
that it was, but nobody could at that time quote 
an authority on the matter, and for a number of 
duys there was a difference of opinion on this 
point. My colleagues thought that 1} was just 
as well that the question might be left out, de- 
cause it might weaken our side of the ease. That 
was the truth, too; but, nevertheless, I was aot 


satisfied, for I had found men who would not 


hang on circumstantial evidence, and I did not 
want anything of that kind to stand in the way 
of any man on that jury. During this time of 
uncertainty Juror Culver was accepted and 
sworn in.” 

How does it come that after that the question 
as tu circumstantial evidence appears in the ex- 
amination of almost every man? 

„O. yes, I was going to tell you about that. 
Mr. Ingham took a day off about that time and 
looked up the matter, and after much research 
in the law library found the authority for —— 
the question. e matter was then submitte 
to the court and argued, and we gained our point. 
After that the question was never omitted. 

It is a fact that when this question arose 
Messrs. Hynes, Ingham, Mills, and Seanian, the 
court, and everybody else were pitted against 
the State's Attorney, and believed him wrong in 
holding that he ought to be permitted to ask this 
question. 

Some of Juror Culver’s friends, worried by tue 
depth and staying quality of the indignation 
against him on account of the verdict in the 
Cronin case, forced by him from the eleven other 
jurors, are beginning to make the exeuse for him 
that he is insane—‘‘ mentally unbalanced ”’ as 
one of them calls it. One of his old acquaint- 
ances expresses the belief that his state of 
nervous exhaustion was such that by the time 
the trial closed he was actually iacapabie of 
rendering a verdict. Everybody will admit that 
the man was not fit to sit on a jury, but the 
nervous exhaustion part of the story will not 
command much faith. No one who will read 
carefully the elaborate examination of this 
juror, printed in yesterday's paper, will be 
abie to see in his answers to the many and con- 
fusing questions put bim, especially by the coun- 
sel for the defense, any signs of mental unsound- 
ress. Mansy men of a higher order of ability than 
Culver were tangled up by the double-wrapped 
and twisted questions of Messrs. Forrest and 
Wing, but Culver was mercifully guided to es- 
cape the snares they set for his feet. Au insane 
man would have betrayed himself under that 
ordeal in short order. Nor ig it true, as is al 
leged, that it was because of his “ mentally un- 
balanced” state that the otner jurors refused to 
give an account of what happened in the jury- 
room, Their story of what took place there will 
soon be made public, and it will “nog: shake peo- 
ple’s confidence that Mr. Culver knew perfectly 
weil all the time what he was doing.

At bis second “trio evening” of the season 
of 1889-'90, given at the Auditorium Recital Hall 
yesterday evening, Mr. Carl Wolfsohn. the 
Pianist. assisted by Ludwig Marum, violinist, 
Fred Hess, ‘cellist, and Miss Minnie Kraefft, 
vocalist, presented an interesting program. 

Miss Kraefft showed herself possessed of a pure 
and sympathetic contralto voice of considerable 
power. Her selections, however, did not show a 
great range, which is to be regretted. as her 
voice is otherwise most pleasing. Miss Kraefft has 
just returned from Hamburg, where she has 
been studyme her art for the last two 
years. With continued study Mrs. Kraefft has 
probably a bright future before her. 

The two trios of the evening exhibited a most 
remarkable contrast as they were placed side by 
side, the gentle Schubert. represented by his 
Trio, op. 99, in B flat major, and the eccentric 
and fiery Brahms, whose op. 101 in C minor was 
rendered. 

The Brahms trio is, as are so many of his 
works, a series of surprises in his peculiar treat- 
ment, especially in the second and third move- 
ments, the presto non assai and andante grazi- 
oso. Inthe latter the themé is introduced by 
the violin and cello. It is then taken by the 
piano with slight embellishments, only to give 
place again to the strings, which alternation 
continues to a great extent through the whole 
movement up to the crashing climax of the final 
chords, 

Mr. Wolfsohn’s recital afforded a most un- 
usual and valuable opportunity to hear works of 
merit which are rarely performed. The execu- 
tion wus as a rule smooth, with the exception of 
the first attack of many of the allegro move- 
ments, the piano havinga decided tendency to 
lead the strings. 

Mr. William H. Sherwood gave a piano 
forte recital in Columbus, O., recently. The 
Ohio State Journal. in the course of its comments 
on the concert, speaks as follows: Those who 
heard Mr. Sherwood at the time of his last ap- 
pearance here knew that a rare treat was in 
store for them, but even they were as- 
tonished at the combination of great 
virtuosity and intelligent interpretation dis 
played by this representative: American artist.

The Triumphs of Peace. 

A Frenchman's surprise at the way in which 
the arts of peace in France are now honored be- 
yond the arts of war is shown by the following 
remarks printed in a London journal as those of 
the art critic, M. Ernest Chesneau: Two art- 
istse—a painter and a sculptor—have been raised 
to the two highest ranks of the Order of the 
Légion of Honor.

The Greatest Lighthouse. 

The new lighthouse at Houstholm is the most 
powerful in the world. The beam is of 2,000,000 
candle power, and shows clearly at Blokhus. a 
distance of thirty-five miles. It is produced by 
arc lamps, fed by PR. Meriten's dynamos, driven 
by steam engines. o prevent the extinction of 
the light through an aceident to the machinery 
the latter is duplicated; one set coming into 
play should the other fail. The light is further 
supplemented in thick weather by two powerful 
sirens, or fog trumpetg, working with compressed 
air. The fascination which a powerful light 
exercises on wild birds is curiously illustrated 
by this lighthouse. It is said that basketfuls of 
dead snipes. larks, starlings, etc., are picked up 
in the mornings outside the tower They kill 
themselves in dashing against the windows of 
the lantern.

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TALKS WITH TRAVELERS HERE IN AD- 
VANCE OF THK WORLD'S FAIR, 


. J. Carpenter Relates the Wonderful 
Progress of Spokane Falis in Spite of 
Unwonted Difficaities—-Puebio, Colo., 
the Future Center ot the Smelting In- 
dustry of the Country—The Mississipp! 
Valley Railroad Now in Good Shape— 
Arrivals at the Hotels. 


“Since Aug. 4, the day of the Spokane fire, we 
have completed eleven solid blocks of business 
buildings, five stories or more high,” said M. 
1. Carpenter, @ Spokane Falls architect, 

who was at the Shermen yesterday. 
“It has cost 30 to % per cent more 
to put up those buildings than it would have 
cost in Chicago. For mstance, we are paying 
$55 to $60 per thousand for pressed brick. Brick- 
layers are getting $6 a day and carpenters Hu day. 
The reason that brick and other building material 
are 60 high is on account Of thé freight charges. 
The Northern Pacific has always discriminated 
against Spokane, The freight charges we have 
to pay are simply outrageous. A car-load of 
freight can be shipped across the continent from 
New York to Tacoma or Seattle for less than 
the charge ofrom Tacoma to Spokane. Local 
rates are as high as the traffic. can stand and 
move at all. The rate is higher from Chicago to 
Spokane than it is from Chicago to Tacoma, 
thougs freight for Tacoma passes through Spo- 
Kane and goes 400 miles further west. We used 
to huve goods skipped to Tacoma and sent back 
to Spokane, but the local rate between the two 
towns has been raised so high that relief cannot 
be had by that pian. The Union Pacitic has now 
reached Spokane; however, und we hope for 
some improvement soon. 

That the town is growing so rapidly in spite 
of the present disadvantage is an indication that 
it is the place for a big city. The immense water- 
power of the falis, which far surpasses the power 
at Minneapolis, is being used to run dynamos. 
Eleetrieity tor power is being used ali over the 
city. It is cheaperto have an electric motor 
than a stcam engine. The street-cars aro run 
with electricity and the whole town is lighted 
with arc and incandescent lights. The power is 
practically unlimmed, and electricity can be 
made for almost nothing.“ 


I don't believe the smelters of the West can 
be brovght into a trust,” said G. C. Noble of 
Pueblo, a large mine owner, who is interested in 
the Pueblo smelter. It is true, as THE TRIBUNE 
said this morning, that an attempt is being made 
to do that. The effort has not gone far enough 
yet to warrant saying anything ubout it. Propo- 
sitions have been mude to the owners of three or 
four smelters, but the plan has not been put in 
detinite shape enough yet, so nobody really 
knows what the combination means. 

What will stand in the way of accomplishing 
the combination? I should say one of the strong- 
est obstacles which will be met is the local pride 
of the various cities where the smelters dre lo- 
cated. It is hard for one to fully appreciate the 
intenseness of the rivairy between some of the 
Western cities. 
would mean that competition would be done 
away with, and each city would fear that would 
result in an advantage to some of its rivals. The 
smelters are largely owned by local men whose 
interests are all in their home town. They will 
be slow to give up the control of so important 
an industry. — 

Do you know that Pueblo has the largest 
smelter in the country? Several cities claim 
that honor, but it reaily belongs to Pueblo. We 
are not smelting as much mineral as they do in 
the Grantsmelter at Omaha, but we have the 
capacity for more than that smelter, which I 
believe is doing more actual work than any other 
in the world. Pueblois prospering as well as 
any one could wish. We have the foundation of 
the Miiferal Palace laid now and we expect to

“The South is greatly interested in the World's 
Exposition,’ said W. B. Dutton, the Secretary of 
the Mississippi Vally railroad, of Louisiana, wno 
was at the Sherman yesterday.

Those people are all wrong whc say the Gen- 
eral Government has no more business spending 
money for irrigating Dakota farms than it would 
have to spend money to fertilize [illinois farms,” 
declared Senator Moody, who was on his way 
home to Dakota from Washington yesterday. 
“The General Government has a greater inter- 
est in the irrigation of Western Dakota than has 
any one else. The Government owns hundreds 
of thousands of acres there which will be made 
ten times as valuable as they are now if a plan of 
irrigation can be carried out. 

We are not asking the Government to do the 
work ofirrigating. All we want is to have the 
Government experiment with artesian wells in 
various sections and definitely establish what 
can be done. The Government has the skilied 
engineers to undertake this work and carry it 
out better than the State could do it. The 
cost is a small affair, The work could 
be completed in two years at a cost the first year 
of about $200,000 and the second year of not over 
$275,000. This takes but a bagatelle from the 
United States Treasury, but it means the re- 
ciaiming of millions of acres of land. As soon 
as the theory of artesian irrigation has beeh sci- 
entifically demonstrated as correct there will be 
capital without limit to carry on the work. 

‘I expect to see the Sioux Reservation thrown 
open within a week. The President holds to the 
opinion that no further action of Congress is 
necessary and that he can at any time issue the 
proclamation opening the land to settlement. I 
sball likely propose some Indian legislation this 
winter. The Sioux Indians object to having 
their children sent away to be educated. Their 
objection is well founded. I shall endeavor to 
have some Indian schools started on the agencies.

A piece of rattan, which is carelessly tied 
about a vase, might be important to Perci- 
val in certain emergencies, for it is an in- 
fallible ciaim upon the protection of any 
member of a certaia tribe of savages. It was 
presented to him with the most solemn rites. 
The chief held an end of the rattan, followed 
by the women and children of the tribe. 
There were many majestic ceremonies, and 
when they were ended the chief cut the 
rattan, kept one balf of it, and gave the other 
to the Euglishman, so now any follower of

Engiand, and at one time he wished to climb 
a certain mountain, which the natives held 
sacred. They believed it to be the market- 
place of the souls of their ancestors, whose 
Olympus was on a higher mountain at a lit- 
tie distance.

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THE SUGAR INDUSTRY IN KANSAS. 


Judge Parkinson Says the Year Has Been 2 
Fairly Successfal One, 

Topeka Capital: Judge W. L. Parkinson, 
the well-known sugar manufacturer, was in 
the city yesterday on business with the offi- 
cials of the Topeka Sugar company. When 
interviewed as to the condition of the sugar 
industry he said: 

„About 1,500,000 pounds have been made 
this year. The factory at Fort Scottis the 
oldest, but not the largest or best equipped. 
It had a short crop of cane, the spring floods 
having drowned ana washed out the low 
lands. Still, the works made 350,000 pounds 


of sugar and 100,000 gallons of molasses. 


Until the product is disposed of the profits 
cannot be exactly determined. At present 
prices there will be a fair profit. Not one of 
the new factories was ready when the crop 
was ripe. Notwithstanding the serious 
drawbacks from inexperienced help and 
want of readiness, profit has been made 
where fair crops prevailed and factories 
were backed by sufficient capital. It is use- 
less to expect fair returns from any business 
where there is no capital to carry it on. 

“There are two classes doomed to disap- 
pointment in this business—those who doubt 
or prefer to disbelieve entirely in successful 
sugar-making from sorghum, and those who 
rush into the business expecting great profit 
without the simple conditions necessary to 
make any business successful. 

More factories will be built next year 
and some of those erected this year enlarged. 
I have visited nearly all the works in the 
State in the last three weeks. Among those 
in the best position to know and judge there 
are the strongest convictions of success, 
New factories will go up as fast as skilled 
men can be trained forthe work. The dan- 
ger is that skill and proper caution will be 
more difficult to obtain and control than capi- 
talto build new works. But the demand 
for raw sugar, however rich in sac- 
charine or pure in quality, is hmited, 
except for refining purposes. Considera- 
ble Kansas sugur has been shipped to New 
Orleans for refining, paying freight both 
ways and costs and profits of the refinery. 
A refinery will be built in Kansas next year. 
It will have connected with it a central fac- 
tory with not less than a half dozen auxiliary 
plants or diffusion batteries, where the juice 
of the cane will be secured and pumped 
through pipe lines to the ventral works. 
After the sugar-making process is ober the 


remis part will be used in refining sugar 


from other factories. A glucose works for 
putting the cane seed into marketable shape 
will aiso be erected. It is safe to predict 
that the factories built this year will at least 
doubie the output of sugar next, and that 
Kansas will produce 10,000,000 pounds of 
marketabie sugar from sorghum in 1890.”

Wasninerton, D. C., Dec. 20.— [Special Cor- 
respondence.] — The leading ladies ot Wash- 
ington have been called upon to furnish a 
special dinner for your readers. They have 
responded nobly, and from the wife 
of the President to the leading’ s8>- 
ciety cooks of the Congressional 
circles häve with their own hands 
written out recipes for Christmas dishes 
which their own kitchens have proved good. 
The dishes they recommend are not expen- 
sive, and the dainties here described are all 
withio the limit of a family having an in- 
come of $1,200 a year or less. 

The Christmas dinner of the President and 
his Cabinet will be like yours. They will 
have theirturkey and their plum pudding, 
and at the White House the menu which has 
been written out for you dy the Presidenv’s 
cook will be as follows:

Mrs. President Harrison bas 
kindly written out directions for making de- 
licious sausage rolls, and Mrs. Mary Har- 
rison-McKee furnishes me a recipe for escal- 
loped oysters prepared with macaroni. Mrs. 
Harrison’s recipe is on a sheet of White 
House paper of the size of an ordinary busi- 
ness envelopz. It is writton in her own 
hand, and it is as follows:

Boil the macaroni soft, put a layer into a bak- 
ing dish, cover with oysters, pepper, salt. and 
butter, then another layer of macaroni, then a 
layer of oysters until the dish is filled.

MRS. SECRETARY NOBLE’S CHICKEN SAUCE. 

Mrs. Secretary Nobie has a brown book 
with crinkly yellow leaves. She cuards it 
carefully, for it contains the recipes gar- 
nered in twenty-five years. She has copied 
them all herself, and here is her favorite and 
the Secretary’s. 

It has driven epicures to whom she has 
served it to rise and exclaim, **With such 
sauce one might eat one’s grandfather!”’ 

“Sauce for Pheasants, Roast Quail, Cro- 
quettes, or Chicken,“ is the label, and these 
are the directions. We whisper in confi- 


' dence to housewives that water does as well 


as broth, although she said Secretary Noble 
claimed he could tell the difference. 

Heaping tablespoonful butter, tablespoonful 
sifted flour; rub well together. 

One-half pint broth, two teaspoonfuls musb- 
room, two teaspoonfuls catsup, two tablespoon- 
fuls cream, two teaspoonfuls lemon juice. 

Put in to boil, stirring well. Then add yelks 
of two 158 beaten light. constantly stirring and 
never allowing to boil, or it will curdle, hen 
thickened by the eggs, serve or place in hot 
water until wanted. 
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THE CHRISTMAS CODFISH BALLS OF THE 
: CHIEF JUSTICK. 

The favorite breakfast dish in the Chief 
Justice’s family on a Christmas morning are 
codfish balis. They will be made in a way 
undreamed of. Mrs. Fuller learned the art 
when a bride, visiting the Chief Justice’s 
Maine home. Twoof his old aunts taught 
her. She prefaces the recipe with an injunc- 
tion that the codfish should be carefully 
picked. 

Here it is: 

Equal parts codfish and mashed potatoes thor- 
oughiy mixed with cooked red:beets,chopped fine. 
Mold into balls, brown in the fat of salt pork, 
and garnish with the crisp bits of fried pork. 
MRS. SUPREME JUSTICE MiLL@R’S MINCE PIE. | 

Mrs. Justice Miller is one of the most fa- 
mous cooks of Washington. One of her 
favorite dishes she makes with her own 
hands, and no French or native cook has 
ever been allowed to touch the Christmas 
mince pie, fruit cake, or fig pudding in tne 
Miller household. Her mince pies are known 
everywhere, and lucky is the larder that will 
have one the night before Christmas. She 
learned how to make-them in St. Louis years 
ago, and she especially demands of all who 
follow her that they use raw instead ot 
cooked meat. Just there the Miller mince pie 
differs from what the world has known under 
the name. The best of the recipe Mrs. Miller 
Says she cannot give to the public. That is 
the art of tasting. She can tell to a currant 
whether itis right, and she acknowledges 
that at the last she often adds a grain more 
cinnamon or lemon. juice,

MRS. SENATOR KENNA’S RHGENT PUNCH. 
In connection with this I give you the 
receipe for Regent punch, which Mrs. Sen- 
ator Kenna uses at her receptions. It is 
taken by her from Marion Harland’s cook- 
book, but Mrs. Kenna uses it and writes that 
it is delicious:

PLUM PUDDING. 

The wife of Congressman Burrows gives a 
recipe for plum rudding, and Mrs. Senator 
Hawley tells how to make it.

Ten eggs, 3 loaves of stale bread grated, 1% 
pounds of beef chopped fine, I cup sugar 1 giass 
of brandy, 1 nutmeg, 1 pound of raisins, 1 pound 
of currants, 4 pound citron, all chopped. 

Beat the eggs, then add the sugar, grated nut- 
meg,and brandy. Beat all till light. Mix the 
grated bread with the suet and fruit and putin 
the eggs, etc. Boil three or four hours.

Now comes the test of the server. If there are a 
score at table each one must receive a piece that 
is still surrounded by flames. It hus to ve 
speedy work, and when accomplished is a beauti- 
ful sight to see at every plate a spiral flame, and 
in the platter flames surrounding the bit of 
holly with which it is decorated, These things 
are the making of English plum pudding. 
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SPICED GINGER BEAD FROM MAINE, 

Here is a delicate morse! from Maine. It 
is Mrs. Senator Frye’s recipe for spiced 
ginger bread. 

Three eggs. 

One cup of molasses. 

One cup of sour milk. 

One cup of chopped raisins, 

One tablespoonfui of soda, heaping. 

Two cups of flour.

BARBACUED MUTTON FROM TEXAS. 

Mrs. Roger Q. Mills’ barbacued mutton has 
gainec more votes for Corsicana’s statesman 
tnan his free trade speeches. It is always 
„ by Mrs. Milis’ own hands, and the 

exan who eats it never swerves from his 
allegiance. Mrs. Mills has written it out 
with her own hand. It is as follows: 

Take a nice, tender fore quurter, or only the 
ribs of lamb or mutton. Cut it across three or 
four times to break the bones so as to carve 
easily. Put it in a flat stove pan, or, better, on a 
broiler in front of the fire. Let it broil slowly. 
Take a pint of vinegar, add to it two tablespoon- 
fuls of red peppers (pods cut up fine much the 
best), teaspoonful black pepper, salt to taste, 
and two tablespoonfuls of butter. Keep this 
hot. Make a sponge ofa piece of soft cloth, and 
all the time the meat is cooking mop it with 
the dressing. When ready pour on the rest of 
the dressing and serve hot. 
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GUMBO RECIPE FROM MRS. WALTHALL. 

Gumbo okra and gumbo file smack of the 
far South. The first is made in every South- 
ern household; of the second only the Creoles 
of Louisiana know the secret. Mrs. Senator 
Waltbali of Mississippi gives the recipe for 
the okra, and her daughter Courtnay, who 
spent some time in New Urleans, tells how 
the Creole gumbo differs from the other. 
Mrs. Walthall says: 

Cut up a fine-sized chicken as for fricassee, 
carefully picking it of bones. Fry with one-half 
pound of bacon finely chopped, then add four 
quarts of water, one quart of tomatoes, one quart 
small okras. Season highly with red and white 
pepper and salt, and simmer for four hours. Be- 
fore serving put.one tablespoonful boiled rice in 
each plate and pour soup over it. . 

Says Miss Courtnay: 

Gumbo file differs from this only in the addin 
of the tender roots of the young sassafras — 
the higher seasoning, Sometimes also lima 
beans and green corn cut out from the cob are 
addea, 

FRANK HATTON LIKES THESE. 

Sweetbreads will make a good entrée for 
any Christmas dinner, and there is no better 
recipe than that recommended by the wife of 
ex-Postmaster General Hatton. Itis as fol- 
lows: 

Boil the sweetbreads ten or fifteen minutes and 
put in cold water to ta off skin. When cold 
out in two. Put in egg batter and roll in bread 
crumbs. Put plenty of outter in frying pan and 
fry alight brown. Puton platter. Puta pint of 
milk in pan; thicken very slightly with corn- 
starch; let it boilup. Adda wineglass of sherry 
and pour over the sweetbreads. 
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SENATOR CULLOM’S CHRISTMAS DINNER. 

Nearly all the Senators will eat tneir 
Christmas dinners at the Capital, and to give 
an idea of their likes I send you a sample 
menu. It is that of the Christmas dinner 
Mrs. Senator Cullom has decided upon:

Mrs. Senator Cullom is an expert in candy- 
making, as well as a maker of wonderful 
pies. Her chocolate creams always form a 
part of ner Christmas cooking, and they will 
probabiy be made by thousands of your 
readers after her recipe is read. She has 
written it out carefully and warrants it good. 
It is as follows: 

Grate a package of sweetened chocolate. Add 
two tablespoonfuls of water and set the bowl in 
a tin of water on the stove to meit. While wait- 
ing roll some of the cream into balls, dip these 
one at a time in the chovolate, lifting out with a 
fork. Pot on a buttered dish to harden. Use 
any kind of flavoring desired in cream. 
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A DISH FROM KENTUCKY. 

This is recommended by Mrs. Senator 
Blackburn. It is Swedish timballs, and I 
give the recipe as Mrs. Blackburn has writ- 
ten it out for me:

Attorney General, and is especially proud of 
the candy because the President has eaten 
it and the boys at school where her brother 
is say it is the best they have tasted. 

No one will be able to make it, as Miss Jes- 
sie says most of the recipe is “in her 
head.“ | 

This is the way she tells it: 

A cup of brown sugar, a cupof black molasses, 
and a big piece of butter. 

Don't use confectioner’s sugar, or it won't be 
sticky enough and will taste just like the kind 
you buy. Try it by blowing through a curicd 
broom splint and by tasting.

Demonstrated by an Instantaneous Photo- 
graph Object Lesson. 

Every now and then somebody will write 
to a newspaper this question: Does me top 
of a buggy wheel in metion travel faster than 
Sometimes the correspondence 
editor says no, and sometimes yes.

Here is 
proof positive that the top of a buggy or 
bicycle wheel does go faster than the bottom: 


The above picture was traced from an in- 
stantaneous’”’ photograph of a bicycle in mo- 
tion. The photographic dry piate was ex- 

sed about the fiftieth part of a second. 

‘hat was guick enough to catch a good 

picture of the bicycle and its rider in ali but 
one particular. The upper spokes of the 
wheels were nottaken. They were moving 
so rapidly that the speed of the shutter was 
not sufficient to permit the lens to throw their 
outlines on the negative. The lower spokes 
were plainly photographed because their mo- 
tion was not so rapid.

LADIES ON THE SUBJECT. 


Mrs. H. O. Stone Wears It—Mrs. John N. 
Jewett Thinks There ls a Time to Qait 
It—Mre. W. B. Howard Thinks the 
Auditorium Demands It—What Mrs. 
Marshall Field, Mrs. Fernando Jones, 
Mrs. Charles Barnes, Mrs. Henrotin, Mrs 
De Koven, and Mra. Grant Think. 


The to be or not to be of the. décolleté 
gown is the question of the hour in social 
circles. Some women are for it, others 
against it, and even the men are said to 
evince a phenomenal interest in the subject. 
It is facetiously claimed that the latter do so 
simply as a means of self-protecwon, it being 
necessary to develop some plan by which 
they may escape the discomforts and actual 
dangers thut overtake them in apartments 
heated to suffocation for the protection of 
their fair friends in conventional evening 
garb. It is said that an anti-low-dress league 
has been taiked of, and THe TRIBUNE 
has taken the pains to find out what women 
among Chicago’s social leaders are likely to 
oppose the formation of such an organiza- 
tion. 


MRS. H. O. STONE WEARS IT. 

Mrs. H. O. Stone was first called upon, and 
received the reporter in the genial, gracious 
Way that has made her a favorite witb all 
newspaper people who have had occasion to 
interview her upon any subject. What do 
I think of the propriety of the aécolleté 
gown? Why, I never think anything about 
it. I wear it as a matter of course.“ 

“Ts there any law that you think should 
figure in the matter!“ 

„Ves, I think that conventionality, or the 
wishes of a woman’s husband, should be her 
guide in the direction of dress as elsewhere. 
Mr. Stone, during his life, desired me to wear 
the low-cut dress at evening entertainments 
and I always did so. It was a long, long time 
after I lost him before I could yield to the 
wishes of my children and sisters and go out 
in society of any kind again. But whenever 
1 have gone it is in the style of dress that my 
husband liked best.“ 

“Then you don't think, as Mrs. Harrison 
does, that when a woman becomes a grand- 
mother it is time for her to discard her aécol- 
leté gowns?’’ 

“No, I donot. Why, I am the grandmoth- 
er of a sweet little girl baby now, and have 
not the least intention of leaving off low-cut 
dresses.“ 

“You do not consider them lacking in 
modesty?” 

“No, emphatically not. The gowns that 
come intomy drawing-room evenings and 
sit at my dinner-tabie are not immodest ones. 
Their wearers are modest women. I think 
that no woman should wear a dress that 
would make her own sonor his young friends 
blush. Ifa woman would always keep that 
pointin view there would be fewer objections 
raised against the low-necked gown. 

MRS. JOHN N. JEWETT THINKS THERE IS A 
TIME TO QUIT IT. 

Mrs. John N. Jewett’s eyes twinkled when 
informed of the object of the reporter’s 
visit. Will I give my opinion! With pieas- 
ure, for 1 must admit that I have very de- 
cided ideas on the subject. In foreign coun- 
tries such matters are governed by 
royal edict, and everything after sundown 
calls for full dress. This applies to 
the men as well as the women 
and everybody appears in evening coats or 
low-cut corsages. But here we have no such 
arbitary rule to follow, and the result is that 
each individual is a law unto him or herself. 
Climate should be taken into consideration 
by women, but it is not, and I really do not 
see how some of them stand the exposure 
they suffer.“ 

Do you think that men like the fashion!“ 

„For the wives and sisters of other men, 
yes. For their own, no. As to the women 
themseives they are deluded into believing 
that all men admire the décolleté gown, 80 
they keep on wearing it. There are any 
number of pretty ways of making an even- 
ing gown dressy and attractive without cut- 
ting out a deep hes oy curve from shoul- 
der to shoulder. t may be V-shaped, or 
rounding slightly. or cut square, and varied 
with rich trimmings. There is no necessity 
for muffling up the throat in a high collar, as 
we do in our walking costumes.“ 

* But if a woman has a beautiful neck, do 
you not think ita pity to hide it altogether? 
Do you not yourself like to look at a hand- 
some neck and shoulders?’ 

Most assuredly; who does not? But the 
trouble with most women who have been ac- 
credited with beautiful necks is that they 
cannot see when they cease to be beautiful. 
For the years between 16 and 238, when the 
neck is plump and full and the skin like 
satin, a dress cut modestly low is not in my 
opinion inappropriate, provided the wearer 
has exceptionally robust health, but after 
that —— an expressive gesture with the 
hands completes the sentence. 

MRS. WILLIAM B. HCWARD THINKS THE AUDI- 
TORIUM CALLS FOR IT. 

Mrs. Wilham 8. Howard was among the 
society women whose views were requested. 
„Do you see any »bjection to the conven- 
tional evening dress for women, Mrs. How- 
ard!“ 

Certainly not. I think it would be too 
bai to do away with it now that we have 
such a magnificent building as the Audito- 
rium to display it in. The iuster of any even- 
ing event is undoubtedly increased by the 
appearancc of women in low-necked dresses. 
I do not see why women should not be ex- 
pected to make some change in the 
gown for evening. How would gentie- 
men look if they wore their coats 
buttoned high over the chest, as they 
doduring business hours? Indeed, I think 
reform is needed more in the direction of 
men’s attire since our butiers and waiters 
have adopted the swallowtail coat and broad 
expanse of linen that the low-cut vest shows 
to such advantage.”’ 

“ You approve of the décolleté, then?” 

„Les, provided a woman’s husband does 
not offer objections to it. I think there are 
few men that really do object. They all like 
to see their wives well dressed, and, asa 
rule, after they become accustomed to tne 
low-necked gown it 1s agreeable to them. 
None of them care to have their wives 
eclipsed in looks, and while they may not 
recognize the fact, it is undobutedly true that 
the uncovered neck and shoulders of a 
woman often are more lovely than her gown.” 

“You see nothing immoral or immodest 
in the décolleté?’’ 

„O, no. I don’t think for an instant that 
young men have unworthy thoughts when 
they look at a young woman’s shoulder any 
more than they would iu seeing her arm or 
foot. And as to the girls themselves, of 
course such things are out of the question. 
Remew ber, I am speaking of gowns that are 
well made, not too low, and drawn in prop- 
erly at the neck. I asked a noted modiste 
once how it was that evening gowns could 
be cut low and yet not have the 
least hint of suggestiveness. It was ex- 
plained that the darts are dropped lower so 
that the line from the neck to-the bosom 
might be lengthened as much as possible. 
Then the waist line was loosened slightly, 
proaucing something of this effect.“ 

Here Mrs. Howard wok a framed picture 
of Langtry from the table. You see,” she 
continued, “how long the line is from the 
neck to the bosom and how short from bosom 
to waist, and yet that is a particularly mod- 
est dress.

Not so much so as the high-necked one, 
for one is apt to be overheated in the latter 
and is almost certain to take cold. Of 
course I believe that there are women who 
are too delicate to permit the least exposure 
of the throat or chest, but their gowns may 
be arranged with draperies of lace or some- 
thing light to give them ali the beauty of the 
décolleté effect without fear of evil conse- 
quences. 

MRS. MARSHALL FIELD DOESN’T WEAR IT. 

Mrs. Marshall Field thought the subject 
one which every woman must decide for her- 
self. I never wear a low-necked gown my- 
self, and hold that a slender woman's appear- 
ance is vastly improved by the Bernhardt 
style of dress. Of course it is ali right for 
women who have handsome necklaces to cut 
the dress low enough to display them. But 
as I never wear jewelry of that kind myself 
I always have the necks of my dresses cut 
high. Ilreally think that quite as dressy an 
effect can be produced by omitting the 
sieeves and can see nothing objectionable in 
such a course. but the extremes to which 
some women goin following the fashion ot 
the aécolieté style of aress I do not approve 
of. Mrs. Morton dined with us the other 
evening and her gown was made after the 
strictly conventional model. 

„Did she look well in it?’ 

“She is a beautiful woman and would be 
charming in anything she might choose to 
wear.” 

MRS. FERNANDO JONES SAYS IT 1S ALL 
When th FOR SOME PEOPLE. ee 
n the question of the appropriateness 
of the décolleté dress for women was pro- 


pounded to Mrs. Fernando Jones, she —

„Not now. Of course I always have the 
bodice of my evening dr cut bier oy?

Does that mean 
that at some time in your life you have wora 
the conventional dress!“ 

„Ves; when Il was younger 1 did. At the 
time of my marriage it was fashionable to 
wear low-necked dresses both afternoon and 
evening. During the day we wore berthas 
of muslin filied with lace, but in the evening 
these were removed.”’ 

„Were the sleeves absent!“ 

“Yes, we had short puffs on the shoulders 
that constituted the so-called sleeve.“ 

‘* You do not thiok, then, that it is wise 
fora woman to expose her neck and arms 
after ber first youth is gone!“ 

No, but in Europe, where a woman’s age 
is never known, she continues to wear the 
décolieté to the end of her life. I think the 
décolleté dress less expensive than the high- 
necked one, for it takes elegant material and 
a good deal of decoration to make the latter 
dressy enough. I think the brilliancy of any 
assemblage is increased by presence of 
low-necked gowns. Just here ’’—step- 
ping to a nificent table in the middle of 
the room. This table had a unique top, com- 
posed of a large medallion in the center, sur- 
rounded by a row of smaller medailions, the 
latter showing delicately painted portraits 
of regal-looking women. All were attired 
in décolleté gowns. “Can you pot see that 
those women who were court beauties in the 
time of Louis XV. and Louis XVI. would 
lose half their attractiveness if their necks 
and shoulders were hidden from sight?”

MRS. CHARLES BARNES APPROVES IT. 

Mrs. Charies J. Barnes. who returned from 
abroad last month. was next visited. “You 
have been in all the Capitals of the Old 
World, Mrs. Barnes, and spent a gdod deal 
of time in the leading cities of our own coun- 
try and I would like to know your opision of 
the décolleté dress question.

So 
whenever she dons an evening bodice it is 
always accompanied by a scarf of lace or 
something lignt to shield her from any pos- 
sibly unpleasant consequences, On the Con- 
tinent, as well asin England, evening dress 
means décolleté corsage for women, and the 
custom is as fixed as the laws of tue Medes 
and Persians. Everybody does it, and cus- 
tom rules in the world of dress as elsewhere.“ 
MRS. CHARLES HENROTIN THINKS IT ALL 

RIGHT FOR SOME WOMEN, 

Mrs. Charies Henrotin modestly and gently 
deprecated the idea that her opinion on suc 
a subject would be of value, but gave it di- 
réctly and unhesitatingly. “Iwas born and 
always lived in the old country, so from my 
earliest childhood have been accustomed to 
the décolleté dress, and for that reason my 
opinion may not, perhaps, bave any — 
For any evening occasion I think such a 
mode of dressing adds greatly to its brill 
jancy.”’ 

Then you see nothing immodest in the 
décolleté dress!“ 

Not at ail, when it is properly shaped and 
propery worn I see not the least impropriety 
in it. ou know they carry décolleté dress- 
ing to the last extreme in the East. At any 
performance at the Metropolitan women may 
be seen dressed in a way that almost verges 
upon indecency.” 

Have you seen much of that kind of thing 
in Chicago society!“ ö 

No, very little of it. At the Auditorium 
Tuesday night I can recall but one or two 
gowns to which any exception might be taken, 
and in all the social affairs I attended last 
winter I saw few that could shock any one’s 
sense of propriety.” 

“Then you see nothing immoral in the 
style!“ 

* Certainly not. Our morality is entirely a 
matter of habit, and those determined to see 
the wrong will find it anywhere. Décolleté 
dressing is of comparatively recent date 
among Chicago women, many of whom are 
conservative, and we might say old-fashioned 
in a certain sense. However toward outre 
the young daughters might be inclined, it is 
the conservatism of the good, sturdy stockin 
the motners that keeps them within proper 
limits.”’ 

„But do you think that women along in the 
eighties and nineties can wear the décolleté 
with success!“ 

No indeed,“ laughing. When the fresh- 
ness has gone from a woman’s skin I think it 
is time she covered up her neck. But for 
lovely young girls and women not yet bereft 
of graceful curves nothing so enhances the 
charms as a décolleté gown.” 
MRS. REGINALD DE KOVEN ALWAYS DID AND 

ALWAYS WILL. 

Mrs. Reginald De Koven was found in the 
reception hall of nher elegant home on Belle- 
vue place. 

“Tas Trrecune would be glad to have your 
opinion regarding the décolleté styleof dress, 
Mrs. De Koven.”’ 

Tue fact that I always wear the décolleté 
corsage is sufficient indication of my opinion 
on the subject. Itis the accepted dress all 
over the world for evening, and 80 we have 
grown to look upon itas the proper one.” 

Do you think it unheaithful?’’ 

% Not in the least. I always have worn 
low-cut bodices for evening since my coming 
out, and I always shall wear them. I have a 
sensitive throat and take cold easily, but 
have never been able to trace a singie illness 
to the wearing of a low-necked Waist.“ 

Do you think it immodest?”’ 

„ Certainly not. It a dress is properly cut 
and properly considered, as all women's 
clothing should be, I cannot see the slightest 
impropriety in it. I have seen, of course, in 
older cities, and worn by older women, 
gowns that might shock one's sense of fit- 
ness. But this does not apply to Chicago. 
As I said before, the world has accepted the 
décolieté as the right thing for evening wear 
and custom warrants our acceptance of it.“ 
MKS. GEORGE R. GRANT BOWS TO THE CUSTOM. 

To the question as to the heaithfulness of 
the lownecked sleeveless bodive, Mrs. George 
R. Grant promptly said, No, I do not re- 
gard the décolleté style of dress in any man- 
ner unbealthful. I never heard of any one’s 
dying from wearing a conventional evening 
dress, did you?” to the reporter; One in- 
stance within the reporter’s recollection was 
mentioned of a death which was partially 
attributed to the exposure from wearing a 
lownecked gown.

the *‘wageworkers,” and the reply of Presi- 

dent Keyes, will be read with interest:

to all those who cannot affor 


underlies the movement of the Apollo Club in 
repeating their concerts at a merely nominal 
rice, for the benefit of the “wage-workers ” of 
Jhnicago, yet there arises an uncomfortable 
emotion in connection with the whole matter ; 
for the recognition of **  wage-workers ’’—even in 
this kindly way—as a distinct class appears to 
be a step in a decidedly un-American direction. 
We are all in a true sense ‘* wageworkers in 
America, but it so happens that some of us can 
afford to pay for better accommodations than 
ethers; tis all the difference that can be 
here. Why not then recognize this fact and 
give at a reduced cost second performances 
to have the 
“first”? This would do away with many fine- 
drawn and unrepublican distinctions and 
put all on equai terms. “You pay your 
money and you take your choice.“ As it is 1 
fear that well-meant favor of the Apollo 
Club, in giving special performances at a merely 
nominal price to wage-workers,.“ will only 
serve to embitter prejudices and give rise to mis- 
Understanding. The American, rich or poor, 
likes to pay his own way or else to have all on 
the same basis of individual freedom of access. 
I have been led to write this from certain mu t- 
terings which have reached me. 
First—As to the difficulty of determining who

Second—As to why any such distinction should 
be made here, where labor ought to be and is the 
N to wealth and position.

Teresa Curreno. 

The New York Musical Courier quotes the 
following from the pen of the well-known 
Berlin critic, Otto Lessmann, which will be 
read with interest by the many friends and 
admirers of Mme. Carrefio: 

Tue American pianist, Teresa Carrefio, 
who gave a concert with orchestra in the 
Singakademic Nov. 18, may pride herself on 
having had a great, overpowering success. 
I have not heard fora long time a pranist who 
has so fascmated me as Mme. Carrefio. Here 
is for once an independent personality among 
the many mediocre figures who people the 
great highway of customary piinism. With 
a perfect, dazzling technical dexterity, a 
strength which would be sufficient for two 
pianists, and an uncommonly strongly 
marked feeling for rhythm, Mme. Curreno 
combines a mental freedom and indepen- 
dence of comprehension which raise her far 
above the region of mere pianists into the 
realm of true art. Everything about this 
lady’s performance is carried out on a grand 
scale, and on that account I imagine that 
many a listener may be repelled by the 

wer of this presence, which has nothing 

eminine about it, but at the same time also 
nothing unbeautiful or unnatural Mme. 
Carrefio compares with pianists of ordinary 
caliber just as a Brünhilde would witha 
well brought up “bread and butter miss” of 
our time, and if this divine Wish-maiden 
stirs comfortable Philistinism into some- 
thing of atumult by the overpowering fire 
of her passion, the cry of distress from en- 
dangered decorum may be quite in order, but 
will do no harm to the conquering and 
artistic aDandon of ber powerful nature. 

I do not doubt that the critical plummet 
will sound inequulities in many respects, but 
I openly confess that it is impossible for me 
to weigh with the coolness of a scientist tne 
for and against in reference to particular 
tempos or a possible excess in strength, un- 
der the spell of the brilliant renderings 
which Mme. Carrefio gave to the Grieg A 
minor concerto, the etudes symphoniques of 
Schumann, and E major polonaise of Weber, 
arranged by Liszt.“

EVENTS IN THE WORLD OF DRAMA. 


Victoria Vokes’ Engagement in This City— 
Notes of Stage Folks. 

Miss Victoria Vokes has several disad- 
Vantages to contend with in her American 
tour, the principal one being that her sister 
Rosina has possession of the field of little 
comedies. The newcomer has placed her- 
self in competition and therefore in com- 
parison with her sister, and in the matter 
of plays and support the comparison 1s not 
favorable to Miss Victoria. The novelties 
offered at the Columbia last week were not 
above the grade of parlor theatricals. 

The peculiar charm of the Vokes family, 
which consists of humor touched with refine- 
ment, Miss Victoria shares with her sister, 
although not in an equal degree. Both 
women are singularly frank, and Doth may in- 
dulge in high spirits and even romping, and 
yet retain by their mrate modesty the re- 
spect of the spectator. Victoria, however, is 
robust, both physically and spiritually, while 
Rosina is delicate. The former accordingly 
inclines to what 1s known as low comedy, 
the latter to high. In the farce of Nan, 
the Good-for-Nothing,” Victoria gives an 
impersonation which is strongly Brit- 
ish in its coloring and should endear 
her to an Engiish audience. Amer- 
wans can appreciate the rich hu- 
man nature of te portrait even though 
the local color may be foreign to them. At 
the same time there is one fault in the 
portrait, and that is the obvious incongruity 
of a generously proportioned woman disport- 
ing berselfasagiri. By the side of this 


piece of work may be placed the Lady So-

Rider.” How exquisitely dainty is this im- 
personation, which has only one defect, a 
certain lack of high breeding in its tone! In 
all other respocts, particularly in the depic- 
tion of those subtie shades of emotion 
that flit from tears to iaughter, it is a bit of 
miniature dramatic work of Meissonier-like 
perfecuon. The two Vokes girls are gay, 
and good, and clever, and have contributed 
much to healthful mirth. American theater- 
goers will wish success to both, although 
they have fixed upon Rosiva as their favorite.

Mr. David Bidwell, the veteran New Or- 
leans manager who died last week, was born

at Stuyvesant, New 
York. He began life 
by taking service as a 
boy on a Hudson River 
steam boat, between Al- 
bany and New York. 
For eight years he fol- 
lowed the fortunes of 


the Hudson River, 
steamboating in sum- 
mer aud in winter

Empire House in Barclay street. Thence he 
removed to Nassau street, where he succeea- 
ed well.

House, above which he lived during the 
amusement season, spending his summer at 
his villa in Pass Christian. 

Mr. Bidwell became connected with the 
theatrical business in 1853, ussociating him- 
self with George Lawrason. They built the 
Academy of Music, which Mr. Bidweil owned 
at hisdeath. In 1856 was formed the part- 
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Harry Hynes.

McMauus, and Miss Sophia Shiffmann por- 
traved successfully the diablerie of Mme, 
Polenta. Messrs. Charles Harris and Ernest 
Lamson had elderly characters to represent. 
It was a difficult task, but one which both 
discharged with credit. The juveniie ec- 
centric character of Dolly Birkett was 
consistentiy portrayed by a newcomer of 
decided talent, r. Giles R. Warren. 
The companion role fell to a boy who is gift- 
ed with the genuine comic instinct, Mr. 
Master Harry takes to the 
stage like a young duck to water. Mr. Sta- 
pieton, the stage manager of the conserva- 
tory, took the part of the sly tutor. He en- 
acted it with much precision and dry humor, 
and his presence onthe boards doubtiess 
gave confidence to his pulpils in as great a 
degree as it gave pieasure to the audience. 

Mr. Kayzer, who as head of the conserva- 
tory arranges these monthly performunces, 
should be congratulated on establishing the 
only stock company which Chicago at pres- 
ent possesses.

A Boarding-House Complaint. 

Mrs. E. H. Boutwell: I have been what the 
world is pleased to call a landlady for twenty 
years, This Christmas 1 will be on a common 
level with my sex. I am my own landlady. Look- 
ing back over the vexations and annoyances of 
the last twenty years, I pick out few pleasant 
hours, and I have no money laid up. I am, after 
wll my care and worry, simply mistress of my 
own little flat. But what a relief! Seriously I 
wocder if any of the thousand boarding-house 
keepers or landiadies of Chicago have ever made 
or are makmg any money. I don't believe it. Asa 
rule people who live in private >oarding- 
houses are not the best-paid people in the world. 

But ths 
majority belong to that class who try to keep up 
appearances by boarding. Sometimes it is the 
woman’s fault and sometimes it is the man’s. It 
such people would only hire two or three rooms 
and live in them on half rations they would be 
happier and save more money. How many things 
people can deprive themselves of when they are 
keeping house, just as they can have occasional 
luxuries. The poor devil who has a foolish wife 
takes her to a boarding- house. He tries to 


hold up his head and tries to pay 
his board. He begins to fail to pay 
up and he finds that his bill is 


doubling upon him. The landlady tolerates this 
until the man in desperation slides away and 
leaves a bill of several weeks unpaid. The gos- 
Sips of the boarding-house—and they exist just 
so surely as the boarding-house exists—riddle the 
woman, and she goes away feeling it keenly. It 
makes her nervous afd she nags her husband. 
One thing follows unother, and there comes an 
unheppiness and maybe a separation. The land- 
lady suffers. She feels that, as she has been de- 
frauded, she must get even. How does she 
do it? By cutting down her table expenses. 
She may not mean to do anything 
Wrong to her boarders, but she does it 
just the same, and her boarders soon discover it 
and begin to drop off, and the poor woman is 
either deserted at last or swamped by the man 
who has her mortgaged. It is a hard, ungrate- 
ful, slavish life, and no matter how much of her 
attention a woman may give it there comes a 
day when she regrets that she ever went into 
the business. Socially considered the average 
landlady is not on the list. What time has she 
for such things if she had the opportunity?
